He Lords and Commons in Parliament, takiag into their ſerious conſideration, a 

| Proclamation dated at Oxford the firſt of this inſtant April, for the holding and con- 
tinuing of che Court of Chancery and all proceedings therein, the Receipt of his Ma- 

jeſties Exchequer, and of the firſi fruits and tenths, the Court of the Dutchy of Lanceffer, 
Court of Wards, and Liveries, and Court of Requoſt, at the City of Oxford, for the whole 
tearme of Eaſter then next enſuing, upon and from the 19 day of this inſtant April, untill and 
upon the 15 day of Aſay next following, and for adjourning the Courts of Kings-Bench, 
Common-Pleas, and Exchequor, from Quindexa Paſche, untill the returne of Qaingue 
Septianas Paſche next, doe find that it will much tend to the prejudice of the Common- 
wealth, to have the ſaid Courts and Receipts held and continued at Oxford, where pon 
of an Army raiſed againſt the Parliament and the authority thereof, now reſides. And the 
faid Lords and Commons apprehending and fore-ſceing the great inconveniences and miſ-

and engroſs,the ſaid accompts to be delivered by the accomptants upon their 
oathes before one of the Barons of His Majeſties Exchequer, and thereupon 
to be by the Auditor preſented unto the ſaid Committee, who are to peruſe 
and perfect the ſame to be allowed and determined by this Houſe. 

And it is further Ordered, thut the ſaid Auditor ſhall bee allowed tenne 
ſhillings per diem, for his and his Clerkes puines, neceſſaries and expences, 
to commence from the xx. day of Ianuary laſt paſt, and to be paid unto him 
upon fight of this Order, or a copy thereof by the Chamberlaine of the City of 
London for the time being out o ſuch money, as is or ſhall be remaining in 
his hands for the ſaid affaires of Ireland, and that the ſaid allowance ſhall be 


continued and paied unto him during bis employment in this ſervice, and untill 
the Houſe take further order. 
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Pon the humble Petition of Elizabeth Chickley, Suſana Robin- 
ſon, Mary Savage, Katherine Swanton, Mary Taylor, luli- 
an Morris and Lucy Michell, on the behalfe of themſelves and 
many others, ſetting forth that their huſbands and others, were taken by 
Turkiſh pirats, carried to Algier, and there now remaine in miſerable 
Capticvitie, haveing os Fines impoſed on them for their ranſomes: And 
that the Petitioners have endeavoured ( by ſale of their Goods, and belpe 
of their freinds ) to raiſe what part they can of the ſaide Fines, But being 
very poore, and having great charge of children, are no waies able to make 
up the ſaid Fines without ſome other releif, So that their ſaid buſbands, with 
the other (aptives and themſelves, for want therof are like to periſh, For 
Releife wherin, the Petitioners humbly implore the ayd of this Parliament, 
as by the ſaid Petition may appear. 
And wheras the Parliament did hertoſore take courſe for the ſetting 
forth of a Fleet of ſhips, for the ſuppreſſing of thoſe pirats, and deliverance 
of thoſe poore Captives, which bath not taken that fucces which could be wi. 
ſhed, in reſpect of the Rebellion in Ireland, and diſtempers in this Ring- 
dome, the ſafety of both which Ringdomes, have inforced the Parliament 
to imploy ſeverall fleets of ſhipps for the defence, Preſercvation, and ſafety 
of his Majeſties Deminions, and cleering the Seas, of Pirats, and other 
enemies t0 the State nearer home: It is therfore thought fit, and ſo Ordered, 
by the Lords and Commons in Parliament, that Collections be made in 
the ſeverall churches, within the cities of London, and Weſtminſter, and 
the Borough of Southwarke, and the ſuburbs and liberties of the ſaid Cit- 
ties, of the charitable bene volences of all well difþoſed Chriſtians, for and to- 
wards the Reliefe of the ſaid ( aptives, And the monies then Collected, to be 
returned and payd by the Church Wardens and Collectors, into the hands of 
the Commiſſioners of the Nevie, appointed by both Houſes of Parliament, 
Who are to take care of the diſtribution and Imployment thereof for and to- 
wards the Redemption of the ſaid Captives ; The Lords and Commons not 
doubting of a free and liberall ( ontribution of all bis Majeſties People, to ſo 
209d and pious a worke, the great preſſures being upon the State at pre- 
ſent diſabling or not permitting them to afford them any other Reliefe. 
The Collection to laſt two moneths, and to bee but once made in any

T is this day Ordered by the Commons Houſe of Parliament that one 
I monerhs pay be forthwith raiſed in the Aſſociated Counties of Nor- 

folk, Suffolk, Efſ:x, Can. bridgeſhire, Hartfordſhire, the (oun- 
ty of the City of Norwich, and the Iſle of Ely, for the maintaning of the 
Jer erall Forcesof horſe and foore ſent out of the ſaid ſeverall Countyes. 

And it is further Ordered that for the preſent and ſpeedy payment theres 
of, it be raiſed by way of (ontribution in the ſaid five Countyes, of ſuch as 
have already ſubſcribed or ſent men, horſe and armes, under the Command of 
the Lord Gray of Warke , and that one farther Aſſeſſement according to 
the weekely aſſeſſement, bee raiſed in the ſaid five Counties for one moneth, 
ol her then what is already aſſeſſed and this farther Aſſeſſement to begin the 
firſt of May, which is tobee imployed in the reimburſement of ſuch as ſhall 
lend any money or bee at any charge for the ſending of the ſaid Forces out 
of the ſaid Countyes and maintaming of the ſaid Forces for the time to 
come. It is likewiſe further Ordered that all the momes now in the hand 
of (ollonell Longe, or of any other imployed by bim or by bis (om- 
mand , raiſed in the County of Eſſex, other then ſuch as is already dif- 
poſed of by Order of this Houſe, and ſuch as is due to bimſelfe, bis Officers 
and Souldiers for their pay, bee paid over to the Treaſurers of the Aſsoctation 
for the County of ElTex, upon accompt to bee imployed with other monyes to- 
wards the payment of the forces ſent out of Eflex, to my Lord Generalls 
Army.

the hand of ſome Treaſurer, who are forthwith to march according to the 
Lord Generall and the Lord Gray of-VVarke their directions, as alſo to 
take ſpeciall care that all thoſe who have departed from their ( olours with- 
out leave may be returned againg, and that are found refrattory puniſhed.

The humble Deſires and Propoſitions of the Lords and Commons 
in Parliament aſſembled, tendered unto his Majeſty: 
February the firſt, 16 42. 


E your Majeſties moſt humble and faithfull Subjects, the Lords and Com- 
; \ / \ / mons in Parliament aſſembled, having in our thoughts the glory of God, your 


Majeſties honour, and the proſperity of your People, and being moſt grie- 

vouſly afflicted with the preſſing miſeries and calamities which have over- 
whelmed your two Kingdomes of England and Ireland, ſinee your Majeſty hath by the 
perſwaſion of evill Counſellors, withdrawn your ſelf from the Patliament, raiſed an Army 
againſt it, and by force thereof protected — from the — of it, conſtraining 
us to take Arms for the defence of our Religion, Laws, Liberties, Priviledges of Parliament, 
and for the fitting ofthe Parliament in ſafety, which fears and dangers are continued, and 
increaſed by the raiſing, drawing together, and — great numbers of Papiſts, under 
the command of the Earle of Newcaſtle likewiſe by making the Lord Herbert of Reg/and,and 
other known Papiſts, Commanders of great forces, whereby many grievous Oppreſſions, 
Rapines, and Crueltics have been, and are daily exerciſed upon the perſons and eftates of 
your people, much innocent blood hath been ſpilt, and the Papiſts have attained means of 
attempting, and hopes of effecting their miſchievous deſigne of rooting out the Refor- 
med Religion, and deftroying the profeflors thereof. In the tender ſence and compaſſion 
of theſe evils, under which your people and Kingdome lye (according to the duty which 
we owe to God, your Majeſty, and the Kingdome, for which we are intruſted) doe mot 
earneſtly defire, that an end may be put to theſe great diſtempers and diſtractions, for the 
preventing of that deſolation, which doth threaten all your Majeſties Dominions. And 
as we have tendred, and ſtill are ready to render to yout Majeſty that ſubjection, obedi- 
ence, and ſervice which wee owe unto you, fo we moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty, to 
remove the Cauſe of this War, and to vouchſafe us that peace and protection which 
we and our Anceſtors, have formerly enjoyed under your Majeſty, and your Royall Pre- 
deceſſors and graciouſly to accept and grant theſe moſt humble defires and Propoſitions. 


G 1 That 
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4 Hat your Majefly will be pleaſed to disband your Armies, as wee likewiſe ſhall 
be ready to disband all thoſe Forces which wee have-raiſed : And that you will 
be pleaſed to return to your Parliament. | 

2. That you will leave Delinquents to a Legall Triall, and judgement of Parliament. 

3. That the Papiſts may not onely be disbanded, bur diſarmed according to Law. 

4. That your Majeſty will be pleaſed to give your Royall aſſent unto the Fill for taking 
away Superſtitiou$Inhovations #To the Bill for the utter ure and taking away of 
all Archbiſhops, Biſhops, their Chancellots and Commiſſaries, Deans, Subdeans, Deans 
and Chapters, Archdeacons, Canons, and Prebendaries, all Chanters, Chancellors, Treaſurers, 
Sub- treaſurers Succentors, and Sacriſts, and all Vicars Chorall; and Choriſtors, old Vicars, 
and new Vicars of any Cathedrall, or Collegiate Church, and all other their under-officers 
out of the Church of England: To the Bill againſſ ſcandalous Miniſters : To the Bill a- 
gainſt Pluralities - And to the Bill far conſultation to be had wi odly, religious, and lear- 
ned Dlvines That your Majeſty will he pleaſed to promiſe toſpalſe ſuch other good Bils 
ſor ſetling of Church- government, as upon conſultation with the Aſſembly of the ſaid Di- 
vines ſhall be reſolved on by both Houſes of Patllament, and by them be preſented to your 
Majeſty, | : | 

That your Majeſty having expreſt in your Anſwer to the Nineteene Propoſitions of both 
houſes pf Parliament, a hearty affe4ion. and Intentions for the rooting out of Poperię out 
of this Kingdome; and that if both the houſes of Parliament can yet finde a more effectu- 
all Courſe to diſable Jeſuites, Prieſts, and popiſh Recuſants from diſlurbing the State, cr 
deluding the Lawes, that you would willingly give your conſent unto it; That You would 
be graciouſly pleaſed for the better diſcovery and ſpeedier convi Sion of Recuſants, That 
an Oath may be eſtabliſhed by Act of Parliament to be Adminiſtred in ſuch manner, as by 
both Houſes ſhall be agreed on; wherein they ſhall abjure and renounce the Popes Supre- 
macy; The doctrine of TranſubRantiation, Purgatory, worſhipping of the conſecrated 
Hoaſft, Crucifixes, and Images, and the refuſing the ſaid Oath, being tendred ia ſuch man- 
ner, as ſhall be appointed by Act of Parliament, ſhall be a ſufficient Conviction in Law 
of Recuſancie. And that your Majeſty will be graciouſly pleaſed, to give your Royall a ſ- 
ſent unto a Bill for the Education of the children pf Papiſts, by Proteſtants in the Proteſtant 
Religion; That for the more effeRuall execution of the Lawes againſt popiſh Recuſants, 
your Majeſty would be pleaſed to conſent to a Bill for the true levying of & the Penalties a- 
gainſt them, and that the ſame Penalty may be levyed, and diſpoſed of in ſuch manner as 
both houſes of Parliament ſhall agree on; ſo as your Majeſty be at no loſs: And likewiſe 
to a Bill whereby the practiſe of Papiſts againſt the State may be prevented, and the Laws 
againſt them duly executed. 

6. That the Earle of Briſtoll may be removed from your Ma jeſties Councells, and that 
both he, and the Lord Herbert, eldeft ſonne to the Earle of Worceſter, may likewiſe be re- 
ſtra ined from comming within the Verge of the Court, and that they may not beare any 
Office, or have any imployments concerning the State, or Common- wealth. 

7. That Your Majeſty will be graciouſly pleaſed by Act of Parliament, to ſettle the A1j- 
litia both by Sea and Land, and for the Forts, and Ports of the Kingdome, in ſuch a man- 
ner as ſhall be agreed on by both Houfſ:s. 

8. That your Majeſty will be pleaſed by Your Letters Patents, to make Sir Ioba Bramp- 
fon Chiefe Juſtice of Your Court of Kings Bench; William Lentall Eſquire, the now Spea- 
ker of the Commons houſe, Maſter ofthe Rolls; and to continue the Lord chiefe Juſtice 
Bankes, chiefe Juſtice ofthe Court of Common Pleas ; and likewiſe to make Maſter Set- 
jeant Milde Chiefe Ba on of Your Court of Exchequer. And that Maſter Juſtice Bacon 
may be continued ; And Maſter Serjeant Rolls, and Maſter Serjeant Atkins, made Juſtices 
of the Kings Bench. That Maſter Juſtice Reeves, and Maſter Juſtice Foſter, may be con- 
tinued ; and Maſter Serjeant Pheaſant made one of Your Juſtices of Your Court of Com- 
mon Pleas ; That Maſter Serjeant Creſwell, M. Samuel Browne, and Malter ohn Pulle- 

ſton, may be Barons of the Exchequer ; And that all theſe, and all the Judges of the ſame 
Courts, for the time to come, may hold their places by Letters Patents under the great Seale, 
Quam diu ſe bene Geſſerint, and that the ſeverall perſons not before named, that doe hold any 
of theſe places before mentioned, may be removed. 

9. That all ſuch perſons as have been put out of the Commiſſions of Peace, or Oyer 
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then ſuch as were put out by deſite of both, or either of the houſes of Parliament) may a- 
gaine be put into thoſe Commiſſions and Offices; Aud that ſuch perſons may be put out of 
thoſe Commiſſions and Offices, as ſhall be excepted againſt by both houſes of Parliament. 

x0. That Your Majeſty will be pleaſed to paſſe the Bill now preſented to your Majeſty 
to vindicate and ſecure the Priviledpes of Parliament, from the ill conlequence of the late 
Preſident in the Charge, and proceeding againſt the Lord K:mbolton, now Earle of Aſan- 
cheſter, and the five Members of the houſe of Commons. | 

11. That Your Majeſties Royall Aſſent may bee given unto ſuch Acts as ſhall be ad- 
viſed by both houſes of Parliament, for the ſatisfying, and paying the debts, and damages 
wherein the two houſes of Parliament. have engaged the publicke Faith of the Kingdome. 

12, That Your Majeſtie will be pleaſed, according to a gracious Anſwer heretofore re- 
ceived from You, to enter into a more ſtrict alliance with the States of the United Provin- 
ces, and other Neighbour Princes, and States of the Proteſtant Religion, for the defence 
and maintenance thereof againſt all deſignes, and attempts of the Popiſh and leſuiticall 
Faction, to ſubvert, and ſuppreſſe it, whereby Your Subjects may hope to. bee free from the 
miſchiefes which this Kingdome hath endured, through the power which ſome of that par- 
ty have had in Your Counſells, and will be much encouraged in a Parliamentary way for 
Your ayde, and aſſiſtance in reſtoring your Royall Siſter and the Prince EleRor to thoſe 
Dignities, and Dominions Which belong unto them, and relceving the other diſtreſſed 
Pzoteftant Princes who have ſuffered in the ſame cauſe. 

13. That in the Generall pardon, which your Majeſty hath bin pleaſed to offer to your 
SubjeRs, all offences and miſdemeanours commirted before the tenth of January, 1641. 
which have been, or ſhall be queſtioned, or proceeded againſt in Parliament, upon com- 
plaint in the houſe of Commons before the tenth of /axxary 1643+ ſhall be excepred ; which 
offences, and miſdemeanours ſhall nevertheleſſe be taken, and adjudged to be fully diſchar- 
ged ↄga inſt all other inferiour Courts. That likewiſe there ſhall be an exception of all of- 
fences committed by any perſon, or perſons, which hath, or have had any hand, or praQiſe 
in the Rebellion of Ireland, which hath, or have given any counſell, aſſiſtance, or encou- 
ragement to the Rebells there for the maintenance of that Rebellion. As likewiſe an excep- 
tion of William Earle of Newcaftle, and George Lord Digby. 

14. That Your Majeſty will be pleaſed to reſtore ſuch Members of either houſe of Par- 
liament to their ſeverall places of Services, and Imployment out of: which they have been 
put ſince the beginning of this Parliament; That they may receive ſatisfaction, and repa- 
ration for thoſe places, and for the profits, which they have loſt by ſuch removals upon the 
Petition of both houſes of Parliament: And that all others may be reftored to their Offices 
and Imployments, who have bren put out ofthe ſame upon any diſpleaſure conceived a- 
gainſt them for any aſſiſtance given to both houſes of Parliament, or obeying their Com- 
mands; or forbearing to leave their attendance upon the Parliament without licence, or for 
any other occaſion ariſing from theſe unhappy differences berwixt your Majefly and both 
houſes of Parliament upon the like Petition of both houſes. 

Theſe things being granted and performed, as it hath alwayes beene our hearty prayer, 
ſo ſhall we be enabled to make it our hopefull endeavour ; That your Majeſty and your 
people may enjoy the bleſſings of Peace, Truth and Juſtice ; The Royaltie and greatneſſe 
of your Throne may bee ſupported by che Loyall and bountifull affections of Your people ; 
Their Liberties and Priviledges maintained by your Majeſties Protection, & Juſtice ; And 
this public ke honour, and happineſſe of your Ma jeſty, and all Your Dominions, Communi- 
cated to other Churchcs, and States of Vour Alliance, and derived to your Royall Poſteri- 
ty, and the future Generations in this Kingdome for ever.

His Majeſties Anſwer to the deſires and Propoſitions of both Houſes. Feb. 3 1642. 
Received at a Conference with the Lords, February the fit 1642. 
F his Majeſty had not given up all the faculties of his ſoule to an earneſt endeyour of 4 
Peace. and reconciliation with his People, or if he would ſuffer himſelfe by any Provo- 
cation to be drawne to a ſharpneſſe of Language at a time, hen there ſeemes ſomewhat like 
an Overture of Accomodation , hee could not but reſent the heavy charges upon him in the 
Preamble of theſe Propoſitiofls, and would not ſuffer himiſelſe to be reproched with protect - 
ing of Delinquents by force from Juſtice, ( his Majeſties defire having always bin, that all 
men ſhould be Tryed by the knowne Law, and having been refuſed it )with raiſing an Ar- 
my againſt his Parliament, and to be told that Armes have been taken up againſt him for 
the defence of Religion, Laws, Liberties, * of Parliament, and for the ſitting — 
2 the 
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the Parliament in ſafety, wich many other particulars in that Preamble, ſo often and ſo ful- 
ly anſwered by his Majeſty, without remembring the world of the time, &circumſtances of 
raiſing thoſe arms againſt: him when his Majeſty was ſo far from being in a condition to in- 
vade other mens Rights, that he was not able to maintain & defend his owne from violence; 
And without telling his good Subjects, that their Religidn ( the true Proteſtant Religion, in 
which his Majeſty was born, bath faithfully lived, and to which he will die a willing Sa- 
crifice ) their Lawes, Liberties, Priviledges, and ſafety of Parliament were ſo amply ſetled, 
and eftabliſhed; or offered to be ſo by his Majeſty before any Army was raiſed againſt him, 
and long before any raiſed by him for his defence, that if nothing had been deſired, but that 
Peace and Protection which his Subjects, and their Anceſtors had inthe beſt times enjoyd 
under his Majeſty or his Royall Predeceſſors; this miſunderſtanding and diſtance between 
his Ma jeſty and his people and this generall miſery, and diſtraction upon the face of the 
whole Kingdome, had not bin now the diſcourſe of Chriſtendome: But his Majeſty will 
forbeare any Expreſions of Bitterneſſe, or of a ſence of his owne ſuffecings, that if it be poſ- 
ſible the memory thereof may be loft to the world. And therefore though many of che Pro- 
poſitions, preſented to his Majeſty by both Houſes appeare to him very derogatory from, 
and deſtructive to his juſt power and Prerogative, and no way benificiall tu hisSubjeRs,few 
of them being already due to them by the Laws eſtabliſhed, (And how unparliamentary ir 
is by Arms to require new Laws , all the world may judge ) yer ( becauſe theſe may be 
waved, or mollified , and many things that are now darke,or doubtfull in tangled, and 
explained upon debate) his Majeſty is pleaſed ( ſuch is his ſence of the miſeries, this King- 
dome ſuffers by this unnaturall war, and his earneſt deſire to remove them by a happy peace) 
that a ſpeedy time and place may be agreed upon for the meeting of ſuch perſons as his Ma- 
jeſty and both Houſes ſhall appoint to diſcuſſe theſe propoſitions, and ſuch others here fol- 
lowing, as his Majeſty doth propoſe to them. 


I | — his Majeſties owne Revenue, Magazines, Towns, Forts, and Shipps which 
have bin taken, or kept from him by force, be forthwith reſtored unto him. 
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2 That whatſoever hath bin done or publiſhed, contrary tothe knowne Lawes of the 
Land or derogatory to his Majeſties Legall and knowne power, and rights, be renownced 
and recalled , that no ſeed may remain for the like to ſpring out of for the future.

4 That as His Majeſty will readily conſent (having done ſo heretefore) to the execu- 
tion of all Lawes already made, and to any good Acts to be made for the ſuppre ſſing of 
Popery, and for che firme ſetling of the Proteſtant Religion now eſtabliſhed by Law: So 
he deſires that a good Bill may be framed for the better preſerving of the Book of Common 
Prayer, from the ſcorne and violence of B rownifls, Anabaptiſts and other Se taries, with 
ſuch clauſes for the eaſe of tender conſciencies, as his Majeſty hath formerly offered. 


5 That all ſuch perſons as upon the Treaty ſhall be excepted out of the Generall Pardon, 
ſhall be tryed per Pares, according to the uſuall courſe and knowne Law of the Land, and 
that ic be left to that, either to acquit , or condemne them. 


6 Andtothe intent this Treaty may not ſuffer interruption by any intervening Acci- 
dents, that a Ceffation of Arms, and free Trade for all his Majeſties Subjects may be fitſt 


agreed upon. 
This offer and deſire of his Majeſty He hopes will be fo cheerfully entertained, that a 


ſpeedy and bleſſed Peace may be accompliſhed . If it ſhall be rejected, or by inſiſting the 
unreaſonable Circumſtances, be made impoſſible ( which he hopes God in his mercy to this 


Nation 
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Nation will not ſuffer ) the guilt of the blood which will be ſhed, and the deſolation which 
muſt follow, will lye upon the heads of the refuſer. However his Majefly is reſolved 
through what accidents ſoever he ſhall-be compelled to recover His Rights, and wich what 


proſperous ſucceſles ſoever it ſhall pleaſe God to bleſſe him, that by his earneſt & conſtane * 


endeavours to propagate and promote the true Pcoreſtant Religion, and by his Governing, 
according to the knowne Lawes of the Land, and upholding the juſt Priviledges of Parlia« 
ment according to his frequent Proteſtations made before Almighty God, which he will al- 
ways inviolably obſerve, The world ſhall ſee that he hath undergone all theſe difficulties, and

Hi Majeſty hoped the Treaty would have bin begun, and the Ceſſation agreed on 


long ſince, and that much might in this time have bin concluded in Order to the 

peace and happineſſe of the Kingdome, but ſince in almoſt a moneth (ſor his Maje- 
ſties Propoſitions were made on the third of February, and he heard not ſince from both 
Houſes till the firſt of Mr) no conſent hath beene yeelded to it; Hee conceives the 
Ceffation cannot begin fo ſoone as the fourth of this Moneth, by whictr time (though his 
Majeſty uſes no delay in making his Anſwer) the ſame can hardly be returned co them ; 
And many ofthe Articles now preſented to him from both Houſes concerning the Ceſſa-

I'S Majefty hath ſent a ſaſe Conduct for the Earle of Northumderlund, Mr. Pier- 
point, Sit William Ermyn , Sir John Hulland, and Mr. Whitlecke, but hath not admitted 
the Lord Say to attend him, as being excepted againſt by name in his Proclamation atOx- 
ford of the third of November, and by a writ to the Sheriff: proclaimedthen in that County, 
in which His Majeſties Intention is declared to proceed againſt him as a perſon guilty of 
high Treaſon, and fo falling to be within the caſe of Sir John Evelin, who upon the {ame 
Exception was not admitted to attend his Majeſty with the reſt of the Committee at Cole- 
brooks in November laſt; But his Majeſty doth fignifie that in caſe the Houſe ſhall thinke 
fit to ſend any other perſon in the place of my Lord Say, that is not included in the like 
Exception, His Majeſty hath commanded all his officers, Souldicrs , and other Subjects to 
ſuffer him as freely to paſſe and repaſſe, as if his name had been particularly compriſed in 
this ſafe Conduct.

wharfoevet raifeid withour ſuch authority and conſent; And they ſhall ſeize all Armes and 
Amtunition provided for any ſuch Forces. i 

That the Ships ſhall be delivered into the Charge of ſuch a Noble perſon, as his Majefty 
ſhafl nominate to be Lord High Admiral of Exrana, and the two Houſes of Parliament 
confide in, who ſhall receive the Office by Letters Patent, qua das bene ſe geſſerit, and ſhall 
RVE power to nomihate and appoint alt ſubordinate Commanders and s, and have 
all other powers appertaining to the Office of High Admirall, which ſhips he ſhalt employ 
for the defence of the Kingdom againſt all Forreign Forces whatſoever, and for the ſafeguard 
of Merchants, ſecuring of Trade, and the guarding of Ireland, and the intercepting of all 
Supplyes to be carried to the Rebels; And ſhall uſe his uttermoſt endeavour to ſuppreſle all 
Forces which ſhall be raiſed by any perſon without his Majeſties authority and conſent of 
the Lords and Commons in Parliament: And ſhall ſeize all Arms and Ammunition provi- 
ded for ſupply of any ſuch Forces, 1 . That 
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2 That all the Armes and Ammunition, taken out of his Majeſties Magazins, which ſhal 
remaine in their hands, ſhall be delivexed into his ſtores, and whatſoever ſhall be wanting, 
they will in convenient time ſupply in kind, according to the proportions which they have 
received; And that the Perſons to whoſe charge thoſe publike Magazins ſhal be committed, 
being nominated by His Majeſty ſhall be ſuch as the Lords and Commons ſhall confide in; 
And you ſhall propound to his Majeſty, that he will reſtore all ſuch Arms and Ammunition 
as have bin taken for his uſe from the ſeverall Countyes, Cities and Towns. 

To the propoſition made by the two Houſes concerning the disbanding of the Armies 

ou ſhall humbly deſire his majeſties ſpeedy and poſitive Anſwer, unto which if he ſhall. 
be pleaſed to give his aſſent, you ſhall then Lerch his Majeſty in the name of both Houſes, 
that a neer day may be agreed upon for the disbanding of all che Forces in the remote parts 
of Yorke ſhire, and the other Northern Counties, as alſo in Lancaſb ire, ¶ Beſpire, and in the 
Dominion of Wales, and in Cornwall and Devon; And they being fully disbanded, another 
day may be agreed on for the disbanding of all Forces in Lincolnſhire, Nottinghamhire, 
Leceſterſhire, and all other places except at Oxford, and the Quarters thereunto belonging; 
and Windſor, and the Q 1arters thereunto belonging: And that laſt of all a ſpeedy day be 
appointed for the disbanding thoſe two Armies at Oxford and mindſor and all che Forces, 
Members of either of them. | 

That ſome Officers of both Armies may ſpeedily meet to agree of the manner of the dis- 
banding, and that fir Perſons may be appointed by his Majeſty and the Parliament, who 
may repaite to the ſeverall Armies, and ſee the disbanding put in ſpeedy execution accor- 
dingly, 

That His Majeſty doe likewiſe remove the Gariſons out of Nemcaſileand al other Towne, 
Caſtles, and Forts, wheie any Garriſons have bin placed by him ſince theſe Troubles; And 
that the Fortifications be like wiſe fleighted , and the Townes and Forts left in ſuch Rate 
and condition as they were in the yeare 1636. 

Thatall other Towns, Forts, and Caſtles where there have bin formerly Garriſons be- 

fore theſe Troubles, be committed to the charge of ſuch Perſons ro be nominated by his Ma- 
jeſty, as the Parliament ſhall confide in and under ſuch Inſtructions as are formerly men- 
tioned. 
That if his Majeſty ſhall be pleaſed to aſſent to theſe propoſitions concerning the Towns, 
Forts, Caſtles, Magazines, and Ships, that then his Majeſty be humbly intreated to name 
Perſons of Quallity to receive the charge of the ſeverall Offices and Forts, Caftles and 
Townes, to be forthwith certified to the two Houſes of Parliament, that thereupon they 
may expreſſe their confidence in thoſe perſons, or humbly beſeech his Majeſty to name o- 
thers; None of which Perſons ſhall be removed during three years next enſuing without 
juſt cauſe to be approved by -Parliament, and if any be ſo removed or ſhall dye within. 
the ſaid ſpace , the Perſon to be put into the ſame Office, ſhall be ſuch as both Houſes ſhall 
confide in , 

That all Generalls and Commanders in any of the Armies on either fide, as likewiſe the 

Lord Admirall of Exglend ; the Lord Warden of the Cinque-ports, All Commanders of 
any Ships, and Commanders of any Towne , Caſtle, or Fort, ſhall take an Oath to ob- 
ſerve theſe Articles aforementioned; And ta uſe their utermoſt power to preſerve the true 
reformed Proteſtant Religion, and the Peace of the Kingdome againſt all Forraigne Force, 
and all other Forces raiſed without his Majeſties authority and conſent of the two Houſes 
of Parliament, 
You ſhall move his Majeſty, that for the better diſpatch of the Treaty, and the free inter- 
courſe of InftruRions and advertiſements betwixt the two Houſes of Parliament and the 
Committee, that there may be a free paſſe of Meſſengers to and from the Parliament, 
and the Committees without ſearch or interruption , and his Majeſties ſafe Conduct, to be 
obtained to that effect to ſuch perſons as are, or ſhall be appointed for that ſervice, vis.

Him from both Houſes of Parliament ( as the Meſſengers of Peace J His 

Royall Preſence, and received the Articles of Ceſſation brought by them, which 

ate in effect the ſame His Majeſty formerly excepted to, though their expreſſion 

in the Preface to theſe Articles of their readineſſe to agree to thoſe Alterations, and Additi- 

ons offered by His Majeſty in ſuch manner as is expreſſed made him ex to have found 

at leaſt ſome of the reall Alterations, and Additions made by him addinitted, which Hee 
doth not diſcover, bf 

1 His Majeſty deſired that Proviſion might be made, and Licence given to his good Sub- 
je cts, ſor their freedome of Trade, Traffiuqe and Commerce, (though in matters which con- 
cerned Himſelfe more immediatly, as in Armes, Ammunition Money, Bullion, and Vict- 
uall, for the uſe of his ariny, and the Paſſage of all Officers and Souldiers of his army, He 
was contented the reſtraint ſhould be in ſuch manner as was propoſed ) of which his Ma- 
jefly is ſo tender, that as he hath provided for the ſame by His gracious Proclamations, 
ſo He doth daily releaſe and diſcharge ſuch Merchandize and Commodities, as are contrary 
to thoſe Proclamations ſtayed by any of his Majeſties Forces. | 

To this freedome and liberty of his good Subjects, there is not the leaſt admi ſſion given 
by theſe Articles, ſo that they have not any Eaſe or benefit by this Ceſſation, which his 
Majeſty deſires both Houſes to conſider of, and whether, if his Majeſty ſhould take the 
ſame courſe to ſtop and inerrrupt the Trade of the Kingdome, as the other army doth, a ge- 
nerall lofſe and calamity would not ſeize upon his good Subjects. ;

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imply; And the aſſertion, that the two Houſes of Parliament had ever diſliked , and 
forbidden it, declares plainly, to be their only meaning) but particularly the violence 
and Plundring us d to his Subjects by forcibly taking away their goods for not ſubmitting 
to Impoſitions and Taxes required from them by Orders or Ordinances of one or both Hou- 
ſes of Parliament, which are contrary to the knowne Lawes of the Land. 

6. Beſides that there is no conſent given to thoſealterations and additions offered by his 

Majeſty, (whatſoever is pretended) fo where an abſolute conſent may be ſuppoſed, becauſe 
tlie very words of his Majeſties Articles are wholly preſerved, yet by reaſon of the Relation 
to ſome what going before, that is varyed by them, the ſence of thoſe words is wholly va- 
ry too, as in che punch Article, that part of the Third article to which that did referre, being 
holly left out. So that upon the matter all the Propoſitions made by his Majeſty (which 
id not in Tearmes agree with thoſe preſented to him) are utterly rejected. 
Hat theſe Rea ſons, and that this Entrance, towards a bleſſed Peace and Accommodation 
(which hath already filled the hearts ofthe Kingdome with Joy and Hope) may be im- 
fuoved to the wiſhed end, his Majeſty deſires that the Committee now ſent, may ſpeedily 
haye liberty to treat debate, and agree upon the Articles of Ceſſation, in which they and 
all the world ſhall find, that his Ma jeſty is leſſe ſollicitous for his owne Dignity and Great- 
neſſez then for his ſubjects ExſeandLiberty. And Hee doubts not upon ſuch a Debate all 
differences concetniog the Ceſſation will be eaſily and ſpeedily agreed upon, and the benefit 
ofa Ceſſation bee continued and confirmed to his People by a ſpeedy disbanding of both Al- 
mien and a ſudden and firme Peace, which his Majeſty above all things deſires. 

If this fo reaſonable, equall, and juſt Deſire of his Majeſty ſhall not be yeelded unto, but 
the fame Articles ſtill inſiſted upon, though his Majeſty next to Peace deſires a Ceſſation, 
yet that the not agreeing upon the one, may not deſtroy the hopes of, nor ſo much as delay 
the other; He is willing however to Treat (even without a Ceſſation, if that bee not gran- 
ted) upon the Propoſitions themſelves, in that order as is agreed upon (and deſires the Com- 
mittee here may be enabled to that effect) In which Treaty hee ſhall give all his Subjects 
chat ſatisfaction, That if any Security to enjoy all the Rights, Priviledges and Liberties due 
to them by the Law, or that happineſſe in Church and State, which the beſt times have 
ſeen, with ſuch farther acts of Grace as may agree with his Honour, Juſtice and Duty to 
his Crowne, and as may not render him leſſe able to protect his Subjects according to his 
Oath, will ſatisfie them; Hee is confident in the mercy of God, that no more pretious blood 
of this Nation will be thus miſerably ſpent.

out great prejudice to the Cauſe, and danger to y* Kingdome, whoſe cauſe it is; The

Majeſty. 


1 EVT doe deny that they have reftrained any Trade, but to ſome few of thoſe 

places where your Majeſties forces are enquartered, and even now in the heat of 

War doe permit tht Carriers to goe into all the parts of the Kingdome, with all 

ſorts of commodities for the uſe of the Subjeftts , except Armes, Ammunition, 

money, and Bullion, But if they ſpould grant ſuch a free Trade as Your Majeſty deſireth to Ox- 

ford, and other places, where Jour Forces remaine, It would be very difficult, if not impoſſible 

to keep Armes. Ammunitson, money, and Bullion, from paſſing into peur Majeſtie: Army, 

without very rict and frequent ſearches , which would wake it ſo troubleſome, chargeable, 

and dangerous to the Subjetts, That the queſtion being but for twenty dayes for ſo few places, 

the miſcheifes and inconveniencies to the whole Kingdome would be far greater, than any ad- 
vantage which that ſmall number of your Subjetts ( whom it concerns ) can have by it. 


The caſe then it much otherwiſe then is expreſt by your Your Majeſties anſwer, For whereas 
they ave charged not to give the lraft admiſſion of this liberty and freedome of Trade daring the 
Ceſſation, the truth ts, that they doe grant it as fully to th: henefit of the Sab ject, even in time 
of War; that your Majeſty in preſſing this for the peoples good, doth therin deſire that which wi,

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be very lutle beneficial to the Subjects, but exceeding advantagious to your CMajeſty,in ſupplying 
your army with many neceſſaries, mat ing your quarters a * for ſuch commoadities,as may 
be vented in the adjacent Counties and ſo draw money thither » whereby the Inhabitants will be 
better enabled by Loans and Contriontions to ſupport Tour Majeſties Army; Aud as Tour 
Majefties Army may receive much advantage, and the other Army much danger, if ſuch free- 
dome (hould be granted to thoſe places; ſo there is no probabilitie that the Army raiſed by the

3 A. ſer the expreſſion of the Army raiſed by the Parliament, They are contented it ſhould 
be altered thus ( raiſed by both Houſes of Parliament) as not di ſireing to differ upon woras, but 
to give any concluſive power in this caſe to the Committee, upon ſuch differences as may ariſe, 
wherein the Houſes have grven no expreſſe direflion, is neither ſafe for the Committee to under- 
tate, nor fit for the two Houſes to grant, yet to debate and to preſſe the reaſon of their de ſires, 
wherby an agreement from Tour Majeſty may be procured, is granted to them; and although 
the rwo Houſes did think it moſt proper the Ceſſation ſhould be firſt agreed on, and that it was 
unfit to Treat in blood ; yet to ſatisfie the world of their earneſt longing after Peace, they have 
ei ven power to the Committee to enter into the Treaty upow the two firſt propeſittons, notwith- 
ſtanding the Ceſſation be not jet aſſented to, And thoſe being agreed, they hope the ſaumdation 
will be laid, not only of a ſuſpenſion, but a totall abobbion of all heſtullity in the King dome. 


4 Ifthe nature of Warre be duly conſidered, itunuſt needs be acknowledged, That it is in- 
competible with the ordinary rules of a peaceable Government Tour Majeſty would have them 
commit none but according to the krowne Laws of the Land, whereby they conceive Tour Ma- 
1efty underſtands, I hat it muſt be by the ordinary Proceſſe of Law, which being granted, it 
wall follow, That no man muſt be committed by them for ſupplying Tour Majeſty with 
Armes, Powder, Ammunition: For by the Law of the Land, the Subject may carry ſmeh 
goods froni London, or any other place to Oxford, the Souldiers mnſt not be committed 1f they 
run from their (olours, and refuſe any duty in the Army, No man ſhall be committed for not 
ſubmitting to ncceſſary ſupplies of money; ſo that if this be yeelded in your Majeſties Senſe. 
they ſhall be diſabled toreſtraine ſupplies from their enemies aud ta governe or maintaine their, 
owne Souldiers : It cannot be thought reaſonable, that under the diſguiſe of a Ceſſation, 
t hey ſhomld admit that which will neceſſarily. produce the diſelving of the Army, and deſtructi- 
on of the Cauſe.

His Majeſties Meſſage concerning the Ceſſation. 


CHARLES R. 


Ow His Paieſty hath ſpent His time ſince the Committee from His two Houſes 
H of Parliament came hither, how willing He hath been (during the foure dayes al- 
lowed to them ) to expedite the Treaty it ſelfe, by the free and diligent diſquiſition of the 
particulars compiled in thoſe two firſt Articles, and how intent he hath been upon the 
Ceſſation (which he thinks ſo neceſſary, and ſo much deſires ) ſince the laſt Meſſage con⸗ 
terning the ſame, came to Him, the Committee themſelves cannot but obſerve : Ay 
though no concluſion could be made within the two dayes (a time limited with much 
ſtrianeſle in a buſineſſe of ſs great moment, where all wo2ds and expꝛeſſions muſt be 
carefully and exactly weigbed ) His Pateſty cannot doubt but both Houſes wilt be wil⸗ 
ling to give and receive ſatisfaction in any particulars which are neceſſarily to be conſide- 
red in concluding the ſame, though the two dayes are expired, And if His Maieſty en⸗ 
larges himſelfe in His Replies, moze than may ſeemneceſſary to the P2opoſitions and 
differences in debate it muff be remembzed by what unneceNary and unwarrantable 
Crp2eſſions in this laſt Meſſage from His two Houſes ; He is not only invited, but 
compelled thereunto, which he could heartily have wiſhed might upon this occaſion have 
been fozbo2n. . 

1. F02 the freedom of Trade, His Maieſty hath great reaſon to require, and the two 
Houſes to admit that freedom to his good Subiects he deſired ; Foz what concernes the 
ſupply of the Army with Arms, Ammunition, Ponep, Bullion, and Uictuals, He con⸗ 
ſented to the very tearms pꝛopoſed by the two Houſes ; and that they may be obſerved, is 
contented that ſearch?s may be made. which being but the trouble of particular perſons, 
is not conſiderable in reſpect of the publike benefit and advantage. But why all other 
liberty of traffique and Commerce ſhould not be granted to his good Subjects, he cannot 
underſtand ; fozthat His Pateſtics Armie, ſhould receive much advantage thereby, and 
the contrary Army none, is in no degree confeſſed ; Foz ( beſives, the reſtraint is, to 
places where no part of His Pateſties Army is, and indeed the whole trade of the King- 
dome interrupted ) tis as great aſuppozt (it not a greater) to the contrary Army. ts 
maintain and keepe up the trade of London , from whence that receives its ſup- 
ply and telicfe , as to his Paieſties Armp to continue the trade of Oxford, oz a: 
ny other place where his Foxces recide, and to ſtop and ſeize the cloth. Kerſics, and 
other Weſterne commodities (which his paieſty can daily do from Reading) would be 


as great diſturbance to the Trade of London, as the ſctzing of any commodities (which 
may 
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may be done by the Earle of Eſſex from Windſor or Wickham) can be to the Trade of 
Oxford ; And therefozc his Paieſty hath great reaſon to pꝛeſſe, that mutuall and ant- 
verſall Freedome to all his good Subiects may be granted Dtherwiſe, he muſt either 
permit that Licence to his Army, to letze the goods of his people, in their paſſace to 
London, and to interrupt and bzeak the Trade and toꝛreſpendence oł the Kingdom(which 
both out of publike conſideration , and pzivate compaſſion, his Pateſty is moſt ad. 
verſe from) oz elſe muſt grant that evident benefit and advantage to thoſe who deny the 
ſame to him, and to his people fo2 his ſake, And it cannot be denyed, but this Freedom 
is ſo very benefictall to his ſubieas and ſo wholly conſiderable to his Pateſfy under that 
Notion, that their very ſubũ ſtence depends upon it and by this means Trade. may be 
continued, which. il a little moze ſuppꝛeſſed by theſe diſtraaions, will not be eaſily reto⸗ 
vered, e ven by a ſettled Peace, Hts Maieſty believes that ſome Carriers have been 
robbed by his Maieſties ſouldiers, But tis as true that no complaint hath been made to 
him of that kind which he hath not received to the reliet and reparation of thePetitioners, 
And tis therefoze his deſire that both Houſes would ioyn with him (at leaſt during the 
Ceſſation) that there might be no moze ſach violences and interruptions offered to his 
good Subtects by either ſide, 

Fo? the embarquing the Perchants Goods in fo2reign parts, his Pareſty denies that 
any endeavour hath pet been made by his Pintſters of State to that purpoſe, But tis 
true, his Pateſty hath declared his Reſolution, which he ſhall purſue, that ſuch perſons 
who abſolve themſelves from their obedience to him, and aſſiſt oꝛ conſent to actions of 
di lloyalty to him here; ſhall be depzived of thoſe advantages, and muſt not erpec that 
P2otection from him abꝛoad, which is due, and which he al wayes hath and will allow to 
his good ſubiects, And this is not to make other Pzinces Arbiters of the differences 
vetwirt his Paieſty and his people, but to uſe the mutuall amity and toꝛreſpondence 
with other Pꝛince s. foz the maintenance and ſuppoꝛt of that dignity foʒ which it is made 
and entred into. 

2. is Paieſty did not demand the appzoving of the Commanders of Ships onely, 
with reference to his pꝛeſent Right, foz then he wouto have demanded, not the appꝛo⸗ 
bation of the Commanders, but the Ships themſelves, But this demand was and is a 
thing moſt neceſſary fo2 his Paieſty : Foz the ſetting out the pꝛeſent Fleet, is pzetended 
to be foz the defence of his Maie ſties Domintons, and which cannot conveniently ſaf- 
fer any alteration in Commanders if the Ceſſation and Peace ſhoald be fully and ſpee- 
dily agreed upon. And therefoze tis moſt neceſſary foz his Paieſty. to know both the 
Deſignes, and to appꝛove of the Commanders, who will not be ſo fit to be altered, when 
once they are ſent out.

4. It was no part of his Paieſties intention, that his Article againſt impꝛiſonment of 
bis Subiects, otherwiſe than accoꝛding to the known Laws ofthe Land, ſhould extend 
to the deſtruction of the Pilitary Diſcipline of either Army; but this is a very ſaffict. 
ent inſtance ofthe neceCity of enabling ſome perſons to conclude upon theſe Articles, 
without which (th2ough inanimadvertence 02 doubttulnelle in the expꝛellions) they who

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Cauſe, and the affection of his people, and in which (ic the Kingdome be of their minde, 
atidbeleeve the cauſe of the contrary Army to be really their own ) the advantage will be 
wholly theirs, and this Judgement will be beſt given, when the people are left to their li- 
berty in this deciſion, 

His Pareſties reall deſire of disbanding the Armies, may fully appear by his often 
ſeeking, and carneſt endeavours to continue andconclude this Treaty in oꝛder to that 
disbanding. 

6, His Paieſty leaves their Pꝛeamble to all the wozld toconſider and to judge whe- 
ther any man by their ſaying they were ready to agree to his Mate ſties Articles, in the 
manner as was expꝛeſt, would not have expected to have found after that expzeſion, that 
they had agreed at leaſt to ſome one thing materiall in them, and had not only meant by 
agreeing as was expꝛeſt, to expꝛeſte they would not agree at all, 

Foz the clauſe of Communication of quarters ſo quietly left out, is Paieſky looks 
upon it as of moſt infinite impoztance. the leaving out of that, having diſcompoled the 
whole, many things having in the reſt been allented to, which were therefoze only peeld- 
cd, becauſe the inconbeniencies growing by theſe clauſes, if they were alone, were ſalved 
by that addition; and ſome things in the other very dark and doubttull, were by that inter- 
p2eted and cleered. And his Maieſty is ſufficiently infozmed how highly it concernes 
him, that every thing be ſo cleere, that after no differences may ariſe upon any diſputable 
point, ſince they whole union, induſtry, ſubtilty, and malice coald perſwade any of his 
people, that in the buſineſſe of Braincetord he had bzoken a CeClation befoze any was 
made oz offered, would have a unich caſier wozk to lay the bzeach of a made Ceſſation to 
his aieſties charge, it the ground of that bꝛeach would bear the leaff diſpute. 

His Pateſty doth agree, That to pzeſerve things in the (ame ſlate on both ſides, with 
as little ad bantage, oz diſad vantage to either, as the matter will poſſibly bear is truly the 
nature of a Ceſſafton, and is willing thts pzinciple ſhould be made the rule, and never in⸗ 
tended any thing that ſhould contradict it; But cannot ſee the inequality in this which 
fs p2etended; Foz could Sir Ralph Hopton, and the Earle of Newcaſtle come by this 
means to the Ring and not the Carl of Stamford, and Lo2d Fairfax to the Carle of Eſſex? 
Noz can his Maieſty finde any ſtrong paſſes oz fozces to hinder his Armies from topning 
with him, than hinders theirs from ioyning with them. I the koꝛces be unequall, theirs 
will hardly hlnder the paſſage of his without a Ceſſation ; if they be equall, their com⸗ 
ming in time of Ceſſation, will be of cquall uſe and and advantage to their ſide, ſome- 
what in point of ſapplies to come with them excepted; and ſome advantage to one ſide 
will be, poi ze it how you wil. Bat onthe other ſide, if this clauſe be not in. how much 
greater is the diſad vantage the other wap by ſome clauſes » And how are his Fozces 
(pꝛincipally the Carleof Newcattles ) cooped up in old and eaten up quarters, oz neteſ- 
ſitafed to retire to ſuch as are moꝛe barren, and moʒe eaten; ©0 that if this were 
to, under the diſguiſc of a Ceſſation, Me muſt admit that which will much r the 
diſſolving of the Axmp, and deſtruction of the Cauſe, which is ſuch a diſadvantage, as is 
againſt the nature bf a Ceſſation fozmerly agreed and ſfatev, 

Notwithltanding all this, His Maieſty to ew His e xtraodinary and aboutdant de- 
ire of Peace, and to pzevent the eFuſion of blond; Js contented, if both Houſes mall 
refuſe to conſent to His Pzopolitions, which are ſo much foz the benefit and advancement 
of the publique Trade, and adventage vf his good @ubtects, to admit a CeCation upon 
the matter ol their own Articles (excepting that liberty be given to the Committee to 
word it. accozding to the reall meaning and intention; And that the remove of quarters 
within their own bounds, which is intended, may be ſo expzeſt, and underſtood, that no 
miſtakes may axiſe.) Do that his Paieſty not be underſfood to conſent to any im- 
poſing upon, leavying, diltratning, o2 tmpytfoning his good Subiecs to tozce them to con- 
tribute, 02a0lf againit him ( which he Walt alwayes continue to inhibit, Requiring all 
men to rei ſt thofe egall acts of intuſtice and violence, a which he doth abſolutely 
pꝛoteſt; ) And ſo that there map not be aliberty loꝛ any Rapine, Plundering, 02 fetzing 
upon his Subicts, by any of the Souldiers ot that Army, foz not lubwmittiarto ſuch fi- 
legall impoſitions as aloʒeſatd; Foz otherwiſe, they may during this Tefſatfon (beſides 
uhat ts mpos d) impoſe new Taxes, not onely ao the Nineteenth part, 
they pleaſe ( foz their pleaſure ia all their bound.) to the haite of, os all thair on 
his good Snbtetes in his City ol Londen. and all Counties within their reach; r 
Army would den be at leiſure to be e as Colleto2s afwell of the old ti. 
ons, ( which in moſt places without thetr cannot lead) as of any ſuch nein 

one, 
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one, and baff ſams would, and might by this means be raiſed to the neſtrugion of his 
Snbfecs, ertrao2dinary advantage to them, and great diſadvantage to His aieſty; 
Who tan neither obtain His own Conſent to take the like courſes, Noz in caſe Hee 
could, is Hee ſo quartered, as to have within the power of his Army, without bꝛeach of 
the Ceflation, by vzawing neerer to their fozces, any ſuch City, oꝛ ſo many, ſo rich, and 
fo freſh Counties. as they have to retire into to that purpoſe. So that as nothing is mo2e 
tuft in it ſelfe, and foz his people, than ſuch a limitation, ſo nothing can be moze unequall 
to His Pateſty, oz moꝛe advantagtous to them, than the admiſſton ot. 02 connivence to 
any ſuch pꝛactiſes upon His People. This Ceſſation to begin on the 9. of April. and to 
continue to the end of 20 dapes, from the 25. of March. And his Maieſty deſires that 
the Treaty may pꝛoceed upon the Pꝛopoſittons in ozder, upon which his Paieſty bath 
an earneſt deſire, that a firme and ſtable peace may be agreed on, and both Armies ſpec:

And in caſe any delay be made in conſenting to theſe his Pateſties limitations, oz that 
the Houſes ſhall reted this his offer of Ceſſation ; his aieſty as he hath lately defied 
(by a P2opolition to both Houles, delivered to thetr Committee, to which he hath vet 
received no anſwer ) ſo he doth earneſtly continue to deſire, That the Treaty it ſelfe 
may not be delayed oz interrupted by it, but that their Connntttee may be enabled to pꝛo⸗ 
teed upon tt in the mean · while. |

and that long before this time And if the expreſſions of both Houſes in their reaſons had 
not neceſſitaced his Majeſty in his one defence, to give ſuch anſwers as could not upon 
thoſe points deliver truth without ſome ſhew of ſharpeneſſe, no expreſsion of that kind in his 
Majeſties Anſwer had given any pretence for the rejection of, or refuſing ſo much as to treat 
upon this Ceſſatiou, which ( though it were at preſent for no long time) yet was it from the

Fx conceive the ordinary Oaths of the Officers mentioned, are not ſufficient to ſecure 
them againſt the extraordinary caſes of jealouſie, which have been given them in theſe 
troubleſome times; and that his Majefties anſwer layes ſome tax upon the Parliament, as if 
defeRive, and thereby uncapable of making ſuch a proviſionall law for an Oath. Therefore 
you ſhall ſtill infiſt upon their former deſires of ſuch an Oath as is mentioned in your In- 
ſtructions. 

If you ſhall not have received his Majeſties poſitive anſwer to the humble deſire of both 
Houſes in theſe two firſt Propoſitions, according as they are expreſt in your Inſtructions, be 
fore the twemy dayes limited for the Treaty ſhall be expired; you ſhall then with conveni- 
ent ſpecd repaire to the Parliament, without expecting any further direction.

* ſhew to the whole World how earneſtly His Majeſty longs for Peace, and that no 
ſueceſſe ſhall make him defire the continuance of His Army to any other end,or for 247 
longer time then that, and untill things may be ſo ſetled, as that the Law may have a full, free, 
and uninterrupted courſe, ſor the defence and preſeryation of the Rights of His Majeltie, both 
Houſes, and his good Subjects. 

T. As ſoon as His Majeſtie is ſatisfied in His firſt Propoſition concerning His own Revenue, 
Magac ines, Ships, and Forts, in which he deſires nothing, but that the juſt, known legall Rights 
of his Majeſty ( devolved to hum from His Progenitors ) and of the perſons truſted by Him, 
which have violently been taken from both, be reftored unto Him, and wnto them, unleſſe any 
jut and legallexceptions againſt any of the perſons truſted by Him ( which are yet unknown to 
Hit Majeſty ) can be made appeare to Him. 

2. As ſoon as all the Members of both Houſes ſhall be reſtored to the ſame capacity of ſit- 
ting and voting in Parliament, as they had upon the firſt of January, 1641. the ſame of right 
belonging unto them by their birth-rights, and the free election of thoſe that ſent them, aud 
having been voted from t hem for adbering to his Majeſtic in theſe diſtract in; His Majeſtic 


not intending that this ſhould extend either to the Biſhops whoſe Votes have been taken away by

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3. At ſoon as Hit Majeſty and both Houſes may be ſecured from ſuch tumultuous aſſem- 
blies, as to the great breach of re priviledges, and be high d:ſhonour of Parliaments have for- 
merly aſſembled about both Hogſes, and awed the Members of the ſame, and occafioned two fr- 
verall complaints from the Lords houſe, aud to ſeverall deſires of that bouſe to the bauſt of 
Commons to joynin a Declaration againſt thom, the complying with which deſirs might have 
prevented all theſe miſerable diſtrattions which have enſued. Which ſecurity his Majeſtie con-

His Majeſty will moſt cheerfully and readily conſent that both Armies be immediately

His Majeſſy being moſt confident that the Law will then recover the due credit and eſti- 
mation, and that upon a free debate in a full and peaceable convention of Parliament, ſuch 
Proviſions will be made againſt ſedicious preaching and printing agꝛinſt his Majeſtie, and 
the eſtabliſht Lawes, which hath been one of the chieſe cauſes of the p eſent diflraRions, 
and ſuch care will be taken concerning the legall and known Rights of his Majelty, and rhe 
property and liberty of his Subjects, that whatſoever hath been publiſht or done, in or by 
colour of any illegall Declaration, Ordinance, or Order of one ot both Houſes, or an y

Aland but who hath been the true and firſt cauſe that this peace was ever interrupted, or 
theſe Armies raiſed, and the beginning or continuance of the Warre, and the deſtruction and 
deſolation of this poore King dome ( which is too likely to enſue ) will not by the moſt interreſſed, 
paſſionate or pre judicate perſon be imputed to His Majeſtie.

tenth of April, exprefling, That they had received Inſſructions, to declare unto His 
Majeſty the deſire of both Houſes for His Majeſties comming to His Parliament, which they 
hed often expreſt with full offers of ſecurity to His Royall Perſon, agreeable to their Duty 
and Allegiance ; and that they know no cauſe why His Majeſty might not recurne thither 
with honour and ſafety. But as the Committee had before acknowledged in a Paper of the 
ſixth of April, not to have any power or Inſtructious to treat with His Majeſty concerning 
His return to His two Houſes of Parliament, and as this Paper mentioned no Inſtructions 
to treat, but only to deliver that ſingle Meſſage concerning it, ſo His Majeſty tooke it for 
granted, that if they had received any new power or InſtruRions in that point, they would 
have Genified as much to Him, and therefore conceiving it in vain to diſcourſe, and impoſſi- 
ble to treat upon that, with thoſe, who had no power to treat wich Him, His Majeſtie ad- 
dreſt that Anſwer concerning that point to both Houſes, of which His Majeſty took notice 
to the Committee in a Paper of the ſeventh of April, and which was ſhewed to them be- 
fore He ſent it. And if both Houſes will upon it, but conſent to give His Majeſty ſuch ſe- 
curity as will appeare to all indifferent Perſons to be agreeable to their Duty and Allegiance 
( thoſe Tumults which drove Him from thence, and what followed thoſe Tumults, being a 
moſt viſible and ſufficient reaſon why He cannot Return thither with His Honour and Safe- 
ty, without more particular offers of ſecurity, then as yet they have ever made Him) all 
diſputes about that point between them, will be ſoon ended, and His Majeſty ſpeedily return 
to them, and His whole Kingdom to their former Peace and Happineſſe.

A Declaration of the Lords and (ommons aſſembled in Parliament upon the procee- 
dings in the late Treaty, and the aforeſaid Letters. 


He Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parliament; being deeply affli ed with a 

forrowfull ſence of miſerable diſtractions of this Kingdome , over whelmed 
with the calamities ofthe worſt kinde of War, have by ſeverall Petitions and 
many humble Addreſſes to his Majeſty, belought him by removing the cauſes 
thereof, to put an end thereunto 2 And although all their endeavours have not onely pro- 
ved fruitleſſe; but ſome of their Petitions received a deniall even of Audience, (a favour not 
denied to the Rebels of Ireland) which might very well juſtifie them before God and man, 
to decline any further proſecution that ways eſpecially in a caſe where themſelves and the 
Kingdome are the parties injured and oppreſſed : Yer their bowels did ſo much yearn at- 
ter a happy peace, that they reſol ved, notwirhſtanding their former diſcouragements, to 
break thorow all difficulties , And yer once more moſt humbly to repreſent to his Majeſty 
the miſerable diſtempers of His two Kingdoms of England and Ireland, and if poſſibly they 
could to encline his Royall Heart, really to act what he hath ſo often verbally profeſſed 
To compoſe thoſe unhappy diftraft ions, and reſtore His people to a bleſſed and laſting Peace. 
And for that purpoſe about the firſt of Febrwary laſt, They in all humbleneſſe preſented their 
defires to his Majeſty, digeſted into fourteen Propoſitions, and how reaſonable and indif- 
ferentthoſe Propoſitions were, they expoſe them tothe yiew ofthe world to judge, reſting 
aſſured that no indifferent man that ſhall duely weigh them, with the time and circum- 
ſtance, will finde any thing conta ined in them, bur what was neceſſary for the maintenance 
and advancement of The true Proteſtant Religion, The due execation of juſtice, The preſerva- 
tion of the Liberty and Property of the Subject, and T he eftlabliſhment of the Kingdoms Peace 
and ſafety. And becauſe they might with all ſpeed rake off the burthen under which this 
Kingdome did principally groan, and ſtop the ſpring from whence moſt of theſe calamities 
did flow; They in the firſt place propounded. I bat the Armies and Forces raiſed on both ſides 
might be dirbanded which being effected, the Kingdom might with the more caſe and ſecurity 
expect the iſſue of the Treaty. And therefore they were very carefull, that no Propoſition or 
ciccumftance touching the Treaty ſhould precede this. 

His Majeſty having received and conſidered theſe Propoſitions, he not long after retur- 
ned his anſwer, wherein he profeſſeth to have given up all the faculties of his (owl to an car- 
xeſt endeavour of a Peace and reconciliation with his people, and defires a ſpeedy time and 
place might be agreed upon, for the meeting of ſuch perſons, as His Majeſty and both Hou- 


. ſes ſhould appoint to diſcuſſe thoſe Prapoſitions; and fix other Propoſitions made by His 


Majeſty, and ſent with that anſwer ; whereuf one vas, That to the intent the 7 reaty might 
wot ſuffer interruption by any intervening accidents, That a Ceſſation of Arms and free Trade 
might be firſt agreed upon; which anſwer the Lords and Commons did.take into their con- 
ſideration : And becauſe his Majeſty did deſite that a Ceſſation might be firſt agreed upon, 
they did accordingly ſubmit thereunto, though they had purpoſely avoided it before; being 
unwilling to waſte the time about the ſhadow that would of it ſelf yaniſh with the disban- 
ding, which they deſired might be concluded in the firſt place, 

But they were willing to give all ſatisfaction to his Majeſties deſires, hoping thereby to 
incline him the more readily to conſent to their juſt requeſts. And according to their reſo- 
lution, they prepared ready the articles of Ceſſation, and that with as much equality and 
indiffetenCy to both ſides as poſſibly they could. They likewiſe agreed to Treat upon the 
Propoſitions before the Disbanding; in which Treaty, ſo much of his Ma jeſt ies Propoſi- 
tions as concerned his Majeſties Revenue, Magazines, Forts, and Ships, and the Propoſiti- 
ons of both Houſes, for the Disbanding, ſhonld be firſt Treated off, and concluded, before 
the proceeding to Treat upon any other. And that this Treaty ſhould begin the fourth of 
March, or ſooner if it might be; and that from the beginning of the Treaty, the time might 
not exceed twenty dayes. They further reſolved, that a Committee of both Houſes ſhould 
be appointed to attend his Majeſty if his Majeſty ſhould fo pleaſe, to endeavour to give him 
all humble and fit ſatisfa ion, concerning the ſaid Propoſitions. 

All which their reſolutions they forthwith(by a Meſſenger diſpatched for that purpoſe) 
preſented to his Majeſty, and not long after ſent a Committee to attend him. And though 
they hoped for a ready concurrence from his Majeſty to the articles of Ceſſation, the Pro- 
| M 2 folition 
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poſition proceeding from himſelf, yet they received a return, much contrary to their ex 
Ration, where they found many — raiſed, and other articles propounded, which be 
aſſented unto by them, would inevitablydefiroy the Forces raiſed by them for The defence 7 
themſelves, their Religion, and Liberty and ſtrengthen the Malignant and Popiſh Army raiſed 
againſt them ; which they made appeare by their humble anſwer co thoſe alterations and 
articles which are herewith at large publiſhed; and therefore do referre themſelves there un- 
to. And in the interim, while his Majeſty was conſidering of this their humble anſ wet, 
they gave power to their Committee to Treat upon the two firſt Propoſitions for fourgayes, 
which afterwards they enlarged to the end of twenty dayes. And within ſome dittalfte of 
rinie afterwards they received a yery lon Meſſage from his Majeſty, which (indeed)-barri- 
ed not with it the face or ſemblance of a Freaty, tin plain down right language, was a 
bitter pnvective againſt the two houſes of Parliament and their proceedings , ſo that by this 
time it might very well appeare, That tbe enemies of the Kingdoms peace, ſo really proſecuted 
and libelyto be effected by the earneſt endeavours of both Honſes thought it high time to caſt in 
their tares of ſedition, to prevent the growth of ſo bleſſed a fruit. In this Meſſage, after very 
heavy Taxes, and unjuſt Scandals and accuſations laid to their charge, forced in, quite be- 
ſides the queſtion. His Majeſty condiſcended to the Ceſſation in manner as was agree d on, 
by both Houſes, to continue onely for five dayes, expecting a liberty not withſtanding to be 
given the Committee to word it according to the reall Intention, and ſo that his Majeſty 
might not be underſtood to conſent ro any Impoſing upon, Leavying, Diſtraining , or Im- 
priſoning of his Subjects, to force them to Contribure, expreſly proteſting againſt it, and 
Inhibiting his Subjects to ſubmit thereunto, and requiring them to reſiſt; and ſo that there 
might not be a liberty for Seizing upon his SubjeRs by any Souldiers of the Army, for not 
ſubmitting to ſuch Impoſitions: Which offer of his Majeſties, being but a Ceſſation onely 
for five dayes, and ſome part of that time to be firſt ſpent by the Committee in wording of 
it, and limited with a Proteſtation againſt, and a Command to reſiſt that Power whereby 
their Forces muſt be paid and ſupported, which ifnot anſwered and juſtified, would by a 
conſent, to his Majeſties offer, imply a declining of that power, which might indanger the 
Disbanding of their Army; And if anſwered, would nectſſarily have enforced them to 
ſome ſharpneſſe of language, which the enemies ofthis Treaty would eafily take occaſion 
to quarrell at, and perſwade his Majeſty to break off; which the Lords and Commons, 
out of their hearty zeal to bring it to a happy concluſion, did purpoſely avoid. And there- 
fore they did not onely paſſe by theſe Scandalls, and unjuſt accuſations laid to their charge 
by that Meſſage, but purpoſely declined to enter into any diſpute of their power, for main- 
tianing the Forces raiſed for their own neceſſary defence. And therefore thought ic beſt to 
ſpend the remainder of the time in Treating upon the Propoſitions, and for that end enjoy- 
ned their Committee, as much as in them lay to haſten it, eſpecially that part touching the 
Disbanding, which being concluded, would not only produce temporary a Ceſſation, but an 
abſolute abſolition of all acts of hoſtility . The proceedings and iſſue of which Treaty, the 
Lords and Commons think it neceſſary to publiſh to the Kingdom, to the end the ſincerity 
of their endeavours, to procure a happy ſettlement of theſe miſerable diſtraRions may 
appeare. 

ben they perceived that the moſt part of the time preſcribed for the Treaty was like to 
be ſpent about the Ceſſation they gave power to their Committee in the mean time, to 

Treat upon the Propoſitions in order as they had formerly Voted, and therefore beginning 
with his Majeſſies firſt Propoſition, whereby his Majeſty demanded, That his own Reve- 
nue, Magazines, Towns, Forts and Ships, which had bin taken or kept from him by force, 

ſhomld be forthwith reſtored unto him. The Lords and Commons by their Committee, made 

him this humble Anſwer. Firſt, That as to his Revenue they had not mad wſe of it but in a 

ſmall pre portion, and a good part oft hat was implojed for the maintenance of his own children 
according to the allowance e abliſhed by bimſelſe, that what ſhould remain due to his Majeſty 
they would [atiifie, and would leave the ſame to His Majeſty for the time to come. They like- 
wiſe thereupon propounded to his Majeſi y. That he would reſtore what bad been taken for 
his uſe, upon any of the Bills aſſigned to other purpoſes, by ſeverall Ads of Parliament, as out 
of the proviſion made for t he Wars of Ireland, which offer of thiers, after ſome debate there- 
upon with the Committee, was thought reaſonable, and in effect concluded. And as to the 
Demand ofthe Towns, Forts, and Ships, they in ſubſtance gave this humble anſwer ; That 
they would deliver un ſuch as remained in their hands, into the hands of ſuch perſons of worth, 
quality, and truſt, as be nominated by his Majeſty as the two Houſes of Parliament ſhould con 
fide in, none of which perſons to be removed during three gers next enſmng, withou inſt canſe —

ſtoul be commited, but that they fhowld have tibrrty to proceed againſt them according ro Laws, 
His Majeſtyclaiming the nomination,free ele tion & to do him of right. And to the 
Clauſe concerning the admiſſion of Forces into thoſe Forts, Caltles, and Towns ; his Ma- 
jelty would conſent no further then theſe generall rearms ; That is, That no Forces raiſed o 
brought in, contrary to Law ſbauld be admitted, and that all Arms and Armunition fhowid be 
feized nyon, which by the Lawes and Statmtes of the Kingdom they omg bt to ſeize, They ma te 
che like anſwer concerning the Ships, that they ſhonld be delivered imo the hands uf 
noble Perſon as his Majeſty (beuld mminate to be Lord high Auma of England, m the 
two Houſes of Parliament confide in. ; 

To which offer his Majeſty refuſed his conſent, declaring his Reſolution to inſiſt upon 
what by Law was his own (as his Majeſtie was pleaſed to expreſſe ir, Jand taken from him 
ſhould be reſtored unto him without any conditipning, or new limitations to be put upon 
him or his Miniſters, And now the Lords and Commons will referre ix to che world to 
judge, whither their demands were not ſuch, and lo moderate, as was fic and necefſary for 
them to make, and juſt and reaſonable for his Ma jeſt ie to aſſent unto ; wherein they may 
be pleaſed to conſider, That this was a Treaty for the disbanding of two armies, and For- 
ces raifed in oppoſition each to other. That the Towns, Forts, and Ships, ace a gteat part 
oftheſe Forces, and of the ſtrengrh of that fide, that poſſeſſeth them: That for any one ſide 
to demand the poſſeſſion and power thereof, and the other fide todiſ-band their forces att 
quit themſelves of all their Arengh is in effect a totall disbanding of that fide, and a con- 
tinuing the forces ofthe other, which muſt be granted ro be moſt unequall; And therefore 
the Lords and Commons did thinke it juſt and honourable, That the remaining Rrength

Secondly, That their demand to have the Forts and CafNes into the hands of ſuch pet- 
ſons as both Houſes ſhould confide in, was a Propoſition warranted by the frequent Pre- 
ſidents of former times, whereby ic appeareth that many other Parliaments have made the 2—.— of 
thi-d, Artic, 1. againſt Roger Mortimer.

like and greater demands, His Majeſties Predeceſſors have aſſented thereunto. 
'Thirdly, It was a Propoſition which his Majeſty himſelſe in ſeverall Declarations of his 
owe, affirmed to be reaſonable and juſt; for in His Majeſties Anſwer to a Petition of the 
Houſe of Commons, Fanud#y 28.1641. He expreſſeth thus; For the Forts and Caſlles of the 
Kingdome, His Majeſty is reſolved, they ſhall be in ſuch hands, and onely in ſuch as the 
Parliament may ſaſely confide in, &c. And in another Anſwer to two Petitions of the Lords 
and Commons, delivered the ſecond of February, 1641. His Majeſty uſeth theſe wor ds, That 
( for the ſecuring you from all dangers or Jealouſfies of any) His Majeſty will be content to put 
in all the places both of Forts and Militia, in the ſeverall Counties, ſuch perfons as both Houſes 
of Parliament ſhall either approve or recommend unto Him, Sothat you declare before unto his 
Majeſty, the name of the perſons whome you approve or recommend, unleſſe ſuch perſons ſhall be 
named, againſt whom he ſpall have juſt and unqueſtionable exception ; which being declared 
by his Majeſty Himſelfe they had no cauſe to ſuſpeR a deniall, being confident, that His Ma- 
jeſty did intend what he ſpoke ; and if any ill Counſell could prevaile to make Him recede 
from his word, it muſt be admitted the Kingdome hath more cauſe to be further ſecured. 

Fourthly, For that to our ſad experience, it is well knowne, That His Majeſties power 
in this and other things, is too much ſteered and guided by the advice of theſe ſecret and 
wicked Councellours, that have been the Inſtruments of our preſent miſeries; And though 
His Majeſty carrieth the name, yet they will have the diſpoſing of thoſe places; And the 
Lords and Commons thought it the more reaſonable and neceſſary to infift thereupon, Be- 
cauſe that in the time when they were preparing their Propoſitions to His Majeſty, it did ap- 
peare unto them by a Letter written by His Majefty to the Queen, (which they have cauſ- 
ed to be herewith Printed) that the great and eminent places of the Kingdome were diſpoſed 
by her advice and power, and what Her Religion is, and conſequently how prevalent the 
Councells of Papiſts and jeſuites will be with Her, may be eaſily conjeQured ; and it is to 
be obſerved who the perſons deſigned for preferment were, even during the ficting of a Parli- 
ament. The Lord Digby impeached in Parliament for high Treaſon, and moſt, if not all 
the reſt impeached in Parliament, and ſuch as beare Armes againſt them, 

Laſtly, admitting that theſe demands touching the Ships and Forts had been made, even in 
a time of Peace and tranquillity, yet conſidering the attempts of Force and Violence made 
and practiſed againſt the Kingdome, and this preſent Pa rliamen tʒzas the defignes many yeers 
fince to bring to this Kingdome the German Horſe, to compel} the Subject to ſubmit to an 
arbitrary Government; The endeavour to bring up the late Northerne Armie, by Force and 
Violence to awe the Parliament, His Ma jeſty comming in perſon to the Houſe of Com- 
mons, accompanied with many Armed men, to demand their Members to be delivered up; 
And the Treaſon of the Earle of Strafford, to bring over the Iriſh Popiſh Army to Con- 
quer the Kingdome ; they might very well juſtifie, nay, they were in duty bound ( in diſ- 
charge of the truft repoſed in them by the Common-wealth) to make that demand, and ex- 
pect the performance thereof, to the end the people might be ſecured from any ſuch Violence 
hereafter, yet to their inexprefſible ſorrow they muſt ſpeake it ) neither the unteaſonable- 
neſſe, the Moderation, or Juſtneſſe of the Requeſt, nor the Peace ofthe Kingdome, (which 
probably would enſue thereupon ,could be Arguments prevalent enough to induce His Ma- 
jeſlies conſent thereunto; and His Majeſties Offer of choſe Commanders that ſhall cffend, to 
leave them to Juſtice and Triall of the Law, is anſwer more to ſhew his power to protect 
Delinquents, then ſatisfaction to a Parliament, being the due and right of the meaneſt 
Subject; and yet intituled here as a favour done to both Houſes of Parliament. 

And though His Majeſty is pleaſed to Juſtifie his deniall, with the Allegation, That it is 
his right by Law ; they muſt appeale to the Judgement of all indifferent men, whether 
that be a ſatisfactory ground of refuſall, for admitting His Majeflies power of diſpoſing the 
Ships, Forts, and Caſtles, and committing them into what hands He pleaſe, to be by Law 
abſolutely yeſted in his Majeſty (which they by no means can admit, He being only me 
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with t hem for The defence & ſaſet of the Kingdome as He himſelfe is pleaſed to aſſume, yer 
would that be no greund or reaſon, for the King to refuſe his conſent to alter that Law, when 
by circumflance of time and affairs, that power becomes deſtructi ve to the common- wealth 
and ſafety of the people: The preſervation whereof, is the chieſe end of che Law, and 
though the two Houſes of parliament, being the repreſentative body of che Kingdome, are 
the moſt competent Judges thereof, yet in this Caſe they doe not proceed only upon an im- 
plicite Faith, but demonſtrate it both by Reaſon and Experience, That their demand it nat 
onely xeceſſary to ſecure the Kingdom from Fear and Jealenſie, but to preſerve it even from ruine 
and geſiru/tion. 

And ſurely had this Argument of being Their right by Law, been prevayling with His 
Majeſties Predeceſſours.this Nation ſhould have wanted many an AR of Parliament which 
now they have, that was neceſſary for their being and ſ bſiſtance and they could heartily 
wiſh that the Layes and Statutes of the Kingdome might beThe rale of what is and what it 
not to be done, acknowledging with his Majeſty, that the fame is the only rule between Him 
and His people, the aſſurance of the free enjoyment thereof is their only aime ; but how li- 
cle fruit che people hath gathered from this tree, let the woefull experience of cheſe laſt eight- 
teen yec rs judge, where, in a time of Peace and Plentie, the power of iſſuing out Commiſſi- 
ons, to compell Loanes; A power in the K ng at His pleaſure to impoſe a charge upon the 
people, to provide Ships, without limitation of time or proportion; A power in the Coun cell 
Board to commit men, and determine buſineſſe without diſtinction of perſons or cauſes; 
The power of laying Impoſition, both upon Forte iga and Domeſlick Commodities, and 
many other acts of oppreſſions, was under the name and c. lour of a Legall right thereunto, 
practiſed and put in executicn ; Againſt which, the Subject had no help or relief, but neceſ- 
fitated to ſubmit and lie under the burden: And when at any time 2 Parliament was called 
( deing the only cure and remedy for theſe griefs) it could no ſooner touch upon theſe ſores, 
but it was daſhed in pieces by a ſudden diſſolution. And now that a remedy is provided for 
that miſchiefe, by the AR for continuance of this Parliament, it is attempted by the Force 
and power of an Army to effect that which formerly could have been done with more eaſe 
and readineſſe. 

And now they referie it to the Cenſure of any honeſt man, whether they have not the 
warrant of Reaſon and neceſſitie, to demand ſome ſecuritie to enjoy that which his Majeſty 
confeſſeth to be the peoples right: And in reference to that, whether their Demand of having 
the Forts, Cafiles, and Shipping to be put into ſuch hands as both Houſes ſhall have cauſe 
to confide in, was not both moderate and rea ſonable. 

And touching their Demand, and his Majeſties Anſwer to the Clauſe concerning the ad- 
tf ifſion of Forces into thoſe Forts, Caltles, and Townes, they muſt ſtill ſubmit it to all in- 
different Judge ments. how much reaſon and Juflice was comprehended in their Demand, 
and how little ſatisfaction they received therein: his Majeſty Anſwers That no Forces rad. 
fed or brought in contrary to Law, ſhould be admitted; which they could heartily wiſh herero- 
fare had, or hereafter would be really performed: But they deſire it may be conſidered, what 
ſecurity this will be to the Kingdome, to prevent the raiſing or bringing in of Forccs con- 
trary to Law; who ſhall be Judges cf the Law, when thoſe Forces are once raiſed, and 
once brought in ?Surely His Majeſty will nceacknowledge the two Houſes of Parliament 
to be; for his Majeſty by ſeverall Declarations, hath expreſly denied them any ſuch power; 
For contrary to their Declarations, fortified with Law and Reaſon, his Majeſty publiſhed 
and affirmed the legallity of the Commiſſion of Array and put the ſame in execution in moſt 
parts of the Kingdome; Hath authoriſed the Papifts of the Kingdometo take Arms to op- 
pole the Parliament, and their proceedings, and to rob, ſpoyle, and deprive the Proteſtants 
of this Kingdome of their eſtates and lives: Hath by divers Proclamations and Declarations 
publiſhed the raifing of Forces, and taking up of Arms by the two Houles of Parliament, 
and ſich as therein obey their Commands, for their owne defence, and the defence-of their 
Religion and Liberty, aſſaulted by an Army of Papiſts, and their adherents, to be Re- 
bellion and Treaſon;and the taking up of Arms by the Papiſts and their adherents, to be Acts 
of duty and loyalty ; And all this urged and pretended to be warratited by the Law ofthe 
Land: And they doe not doubt, but by the ſame Law, perſons legally impeached and ac- 
cuſed in Parliament of high Treaſon ; as che Lord Digby, Maſter Percy, Maſter Jermn. Ma- 
ſter Oneale, and others, arc by the power of an Army protected from the Juſtice of the Par- 
liament: And yet al this while the people have not onely his Majeſties promiſe, but hisOath, 
to govern? and protect them according to the Lawes of the Land. And now they appeale to 
the world, Whether ſuch a generall Anſwer That no Forces raiſed or brought in contrary to 
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Law, without Jars 2. i ſo much as to declare their confidence in the perſons that are 
to be entruſted with the Power, be juſt or reaſonable : What is it otherwiſe in effect, then to 
make thoſe perſons that are the Inſtruments to violate the Law, Judges of that Law (which 
to our ſad experience, is the woefull and miſerable preſent condition of chis Kingdume, ) 

And though, by what had hitherto paſſed, they had little cauſe to ſuſpect ſuch a happy 
iſſue to the Treaty as they heartily wiſhed, and moſt earneſtly laboured for, diſcovering 
not the leaſt inclination of complyance to their juſt Demands,bur all, or moſt of them, an- 
ſwered with a denyall, and that not without ſome ſharpneſſe and acrimony ; yet reſolving 
to be wanting in nothing of their parts, they enjoyned their Committee to preſle on, the 
Propoſition tor disbanding, and humbly defire His Majeſties poſitive Anſwer thereunto ; 
which ( if aſſented unto by His Majeſty ) would, though not wholly take away the cauſe, 
and perfeRly cure the diſtrastions of this Kingdome, yet at leaſt take off the ſmart and pain 
under which both Church and State do moſt miſerably languiſh, and fo better enable them 
to endure the expeRation of a chorow Cure. 

The Committee 28 themſelves to His Majeſty accordingly; and aſter ſome endea- 
your to protract the debate of this Propoſition, and defire that it might be deferred to the 
concluſion of the Treaty; and that the time of the Treaty might be enlarged, His Majeſty 
being earneſſly importuned to a politive and ſpeedy Anſwer, to the end the Kingdome might 
know what they might truſt to, His Majeſty was pleaſed to return this Ayſwer ; That as 
ſoon as His Majeſty were ſatisfied in his firſt Propofition, concerning His owne Revenue, 
Magazins, Ships, and Forts. Secondly, as ſoon as all the Members of both Houſes ſhall be 
reſtored to the ſame capacity of ſitting and voting in Parliament, as they had upon the firſt 
of January, 1641. not intending to extend it to the Biſhops Votes, or to ſuch in whole places, 
upon new Writs, new elections have been made. Thirdly ,as ſoon as His Majeſty and both 
Houſes might be ſecured from ſuch tumultuous aſſemblies as formerly aſſembled about both 
Houſes ; which ſecurity, His Majeſty explains, can be onely ſetled by adjourning the Par- 
liament to ſome place twenty miles from London, His Ma jeſty would conſent that both the 
Armies ſhould be disbanded, and come to the Parliament; which in terms plain enough, is 
as much to ſay, That untill both Houſes ſhall conſent to thoſe demands, he will not disband 
His Army, He will continue the Warre : And what xeaſon or juſtice is either in the matter 
or manner of thoſe demands ; Or what hope or expeRation the people can have to ſee an end 
of their preſent calamities, they leave it to themſelyes to judge. His Majeſty in the begin- 
ning of the Treaty, in His Anſwer to the Propoſitions of both Houſes, was pleaſed to ex- 
preſſe how unparliamentary it was by Arms to require new Lawes : but how to apply thac 
to the two Houſes of Parliament, they muſt confeſſe they axe to ſeek ; they never having de- 
manded any new Laws by Arms, endeavouring onely ( what in chem lieth ) to piclerye 
and defend themſelves, their Religion, and Laws, from the violence of an Army firft raiſed 
againſt them; which being laid down and disbanded, they offer to disband theirs, without 
any other condition. But they are well aſſured, That by this his Majeſties Anſwer,here is nat 
onely a requiring of new Laws, but a repealing of the old, by Arms: For his Majeſty muſt 
have this Parliament adjourned to another place; which by a Statute made this preſent Par- 
liament, cannot be done, without the conſent of both Houſes. He mult have the Members 
diſabled to fit there by the reſpective judgement of both Houſes, reſtored to their former ca- 
pacity of fitting and voting, or he will not conſent to disband. And how diſtructive to the 
Liberties of the Parliament, and dangerous to the Kingdom theſe Conditions required by 
his Majeſty to precede the disbanding, are, any man that hath an eye to ſee, may eaſily diſ- 
cern: As firſt, To ſatisſie his firft Propoſition, in yeelding up the Magazines, Ships, and 
Forts, into the hands of ſuch perſons as his Majeſty ſhall appoint to receive the ſame, with- 
out any admiſſion to the two Houſes to ex preſſe their confidence in thoſe perſons : which be- 
ing performed, were to yeeld up the principall part, if not all the firength they have, and 
expoſe themſelves, Religion, and the Kingdom, to the mercy of a powerfull Popiſh Army 
raiſed againſt them; and ſubmit ir to them, and to the will and pleaſure of thoſe Councel- 
lours, whoſ intereſt with his Majeſty, hath brought this Kingdome to this deſolate conditi- 
on, whether they would disband 'or nor. Secondly, To ſatisfie Him in His Propoſition 
touching His Revenue, wherein He demands a refticution of what hath been caken from 
Him: Which { though it would prove no conſiderable Sum, yet the time that the examina- 
tion and agreement upanthe accomꝑt, would neceſſarily rake up, would prove ſuch, as might 
very well make the Kingdome fink under the burden of two Armies, before it came to a 
conclufion. And touching his Majeſties requiring a reſtitution of the Members to their ſu- 
ting and Votes; It is obſeryable that che demand is made, without diſtinction ef perſons, 
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or offendes; ſo that be the perſons never O criminous, or the offences never fo notorious, and 
ſo the Judgement never fo juſt, yet all muſt be reſtored, or no conſent to disbanding. And 
che reaſon and ground of the Demant is as obſervable ; Becauſe they adhered to his Maje- 
fy in theſe diſtractions: An Argument, they mult conteſſe, much uſed by the Earle of Straf- 
ford, in defence of his Treaſon, who would have juſtified the moſi notorious Crimes laid to 
his charge, by Authority and Commands derived from His Majeſtic, and his,zeal to ad- 
vance his Ma jeſt ies Service and profit : And no doubt the fame reaſon may be uſed for the 
Judges, in caſe of Ship- money, and molt of the Monopolifts and Projectors, who by Ler- 
ters Patents had not onely His Majeſties Gommand and Authority for the doing what they 
did, but brought in great Sums of Money to His uſe and benefit, and that perhaps in times 
of neceſſity and want thereof: And ſo conſequently, becauſe theſe adhered to His Majeſſ y, 
(for what they did, was for his profit) with the like reaſon it may be required, That all 
Impeachments and proceedings againſt them ſhould be repealed, and laid aſide. 

And ſurely nothing can be more deſtructive and dangerous both to Parliament and King - 
dome, chen the conſenting to that Demand: For what can be more deſtrustive to both 
Houſes, then to reftore thoſe perſons to have their former ſuffrage and Votes in Parliament, 
over the lives and Liberties of the People, and che Priviledge ot Parliament, who have not 
onely diſſerted the Parliament, diſobeyed and contemned their Authority, neglected the 
Truſt repoſed in them by thoſe that ſear them thither, in whoſe behalfe they were to atrend 
and ſerve there, but by private practiſes and open hoſtility have endeavoured to deltroy 
both Parliament and People. 

And it would be an objection of difficulty to anſwer, whether in giving a conſent to this 
demand, the people who are to chooſe theſe Members ſhould not be deprived of their intereſt 
and freedom of choice and election now divolved unto them, by putting out the Members 
already ſent ; And to this they might adde, the danger of the Preſident, and the reflection of 
diſhonour that would fall upon both Honſes, ſhould chey conſent to this which would be 
with the ſame breath, as it were, to give and repeal their judge ment, and pronounce ſentence 
of injuſticeand raſhneſſe againſt themſelves; but they will not inſiſt thereupon in a caſe 
otherwiſe ſo full of danger and inconyenieacie to the publike, 

And touching the Propoſition of adjourning the Parliament twenty miles diſtant from 
London, they ſhall not need in a cafe ſo apparant, to ſpend many wards to diſcover the in- 
conveniencie and unreaſonablenefle thereoh, for, ſhould they aſſent unto it, to paſſe over the 
inconveniencies that would happen to ſuch perſons that ſhould have occalion to attend the 
Parliament, by removing it ſo far from the reſidencie of che ordniary Courts of Juſtice, and 
the places where the Records of the Kingdom remaia (-whereof there is frequent uſeto be 
made) it would not onely give a tacite Conſent to thoſe ſcandals fo often preſſed and affirmed 
in ſeverall Declarations, That is, That His Majeſty was forced for the ſafety of His own 
perſon heretofore to withdraw, and hitherto to abſent himſelf from the Parliament, which 
both Houſes can by no means admit, but mult ſtill deny. Bur likewiſe to that high and 
dangerous aſpetſion of aw ing the Members of this Parliament, raiſed without doubt, pur- 
poſely to invalide the Acts and proceedings thereof. And by that engine, in caſe the Pupiſh 
Armie ſhould prevail againſt the Parliament, (which they truſt God in his goodneſſe will 
never permit) to overturn and nullifie all the good Lawes and Statutes made this 
Parliament. 

And it would give ton much countenanceto thoſe unjuſt aſperſions laid to the charge of 
the City of Londen, whole unexſampled zeal and fidelity to the true Proteftant Religion, 
and the Liberty of this Kingdome is never to bee forgotten, That His Majeſty and 
the Members of both Houſes cannot with ſafety to their perſons reſide there; When 
as they are well aſſured, That the loyalty of that City to His Majelty, and their affeRions to 
the Parliament, is ſuch, as doth equail, if not exceed, any other place or City in the King- 
dom: And with what ſafety the two Houſes can ſit in any other place, when even in the 
place they now reſide, the houſe of Commons was in apparent danger of violence, when 
his Majeſty, accompanied with ſome hundreds of armed men, came thicher to demand their 
Members, let the world judge. | 

And now the Lords and Commons muſt appeal tothe judgement of all impartiall men, 
Whether they have not uſed their utmoſt and moſt faithfull endeavours to put and end to 
the diſtractions of this Kingdome, and to reſtore it to à bleſſed and laſting Peace; And 
whether their Propoſitions (being the way thereunto) were not ſuch as were reaſonable and 
neceſſary for them to make, and juſt and Honourable for His Majeſty to grant; And whe- 
ther His Majeſties Anſwer to theſe propoſitions, are ſatisfactory, or correſpondent to His 
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Expreſſion, To have given wp all the faculties of Hu ſoul to an earneſt endeavour. of a Peace 
and Reconciliation with His People : But they muſt confeſle, that they had juſt cauſe to ſuſ- 
peR, That this would be the happy iſſue of the Treaty; for the prevalency of the enemies 
thereof, who like that evill ſpirit, do moſt rage when they think they muſt be caſt out, was 
ſuch, that they would not proceed therein one flep, without ſome attempt or provecation 
layd in the way to interrupt and break it off; for after they had reſolved to preſent their 
humble defires and propoſitions to His Majeſty, their Committee muſt not without a ſpeci- 
all ſafe conduR and Prote Sion from Him have acceſſe to him, (a liberty incident to them, 
not only as they are Members of the Parliament and employed by both Houſes but as they 
were free born Subjects; and yet when they paſſed over this, His Majeſty refuſed a ſafe 
conduct to the Lord Viſcount Say and Seat, being one of the Committee appointed by both 
Houſes to be employed upon that occaſion, ſuch a breach of priviledge that they beleeve is 
not to be para lell'd by the example of former times; and yet their deſire was ſuch to obtain 
the end they drive at, (that is a happy and laſting peace) That they reſolved not to inter- 
rupt the Treaty for that time by inſiſting upon ice And then they had no ſooner entred up- 
on the Treaty, but a Proclamation dated at Oxon the 16 of February, 1642. entituled His 
Ma jeſties Proclamation, forbidding all his loving Subjects, and the Counties of Kent, Sur- 
rey Suſſex, and Hampſhire to raiſe any Forces. &c. And another Proclamation dated the 
8. of February, forbidding the aſſeſſing and payment of all Taxes by vertue of an Ordinance 
of both Houſes and all entring into Aſſociations, were publiſhed in His Mjeſlies Nanie, 
containing moſt bitter invectives and ſcandalls againſt the proceedings of beth Houſes, by 
ſtiling them and ſich as obeyed them, Traitors, and Rebels, charging them under the name 
of Browniſts, Anabaptiſts, and Atheiſts, to endeavour to take away the Kings life, and to de- 
ſtroy his Poſterity, the Proteſtant Religion, and the Laws of the Kingdoms, with many other 
ſrch ſcandalls and aſpetſions; and even at this time were many deſigns practiſing againſt 
the Parllament, which in all probability were the grounds and reaſons of his Majeſties con- 
fidence and deniall of their juſt defire. Inſomuch, That his Majeſty in a Letter ſent from 
him to the Qucen, and read in the Nouſe of Commons, did declare, That he had ſo many fine 
deſignes layd open to him, that he knew not which firſt to undertake. One — pro- 
bally was the moſt bloody and barbarous-deGgn upon Briftoll atrempred (though by Gods 
infinite mercy prevented) during the Treaty. And whether that of Sir Hugh Cholmleys 
in betraying of Scarborough Caſtle, where with he was entruſted by the Parliament, to the 
Queens hands, and aRed likewiſe during the Treaty. And that of Kalingworch Caſtle, 
which ſhould have been likewiſe betrayed, and a deſign diſcovered by a Letter found in 
the Earle of Northumptont pocker, ſlaine neere Stafford, written to him from Prince RA- 
PE RT, were ſome ofthe other deſigns mentioned in His Majeſties Letter, they cinot certain- 
ly affiem, but conje ture. And when this collaterall provocations and attempts could not pre- 
va ile to make them deſert the Treaty, then comes in His Ma jeſties Meſſage of the fourth of 
eApril, which they have mentioned before, charging thein to abuſe the people with ima- 
ginaty dangers, and pretended fears to uſe force and Rapines upon His good Subjects, with 
publiſhing new docttines, That it is unlawfull for the King to do any thing, and lawfull 
to do any thing againſt Him, with malice and ſubtility to abuſe the people, that their plea- 
ſuce is all their bounds; with many other ſuch bitter expreſſions, that no man could think 
ſuch an Anſwer could be any part ofa Treaty, or at leaft to proceed from a heart that de- 
fired a happy iſſue thereunto. Notwithſtanding all which, the Lords and Commons were 
ſo reſolutely fixed to proſecute that Treaty, and (if poſſibly they could) to bring it to a bleſ- 
ſed and happy concluſion, that they were content to lye under all theſe ſcandalls, and en- 
dure all theſe wounds, fo they might make up the breaches of the Common-wealth ; And 
therefore they did forbear the returning of an Anſwer to any of theſe provocations. And 
then when that Malignant and Popiſh party(too too prevalent with His Majeſty)perceived 
their conſtancy, not to be provoked to break that Treaty of their part, they found it neceſ- 
ſary to ſeduce his Majeſly to refuſe His conſent to their moſt neceſſary and juſt deſires, and 
to propound ſuch things as could not with the peace and ſafety of the Church and State be 
yeelded to, and ſo effected their own defires, All which, The Lords and Commons thought 
it their duty to publiſh to the Kingdome, to the end that they may ſee that what hath been 
long endeavoured by ſubtill & ſecret practi s, is now reſolved to be effected by open violence 
and hoſtility; That is, the deſtruction of our Laws, and the Proteſtant Religion, and introdu- 
cing of Popery and Superſtition ; and that there is little or no hope by any endeavour of a 
Treaty to procure the peace of this Church and Kingdome, unleſſe both be expoſed to the 


will and pleaſure of the Popiſh party, uncill the Army and forces now raiſed and con- 
tinued 
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tinued by them, be firſt deſtroyed or ſuppreſſed And therefore the Lords and Commons dot 
hope, chat not only ſuch as are already convinced of their deſigne and malice; but even thoſe 
that by their ſubtile and falſe pretences have been ignorantly ſeduced to joyne with them, 
that love their Liberty and che Proteſtant Religion, will now with one heart and minde, unite 
rogether, to preſerve their Religion and Liberty. In the defence whereof, The Lords and 
Commons are reſolved to offer up themſelves, their lives and fortunes , a willing Sacrifice.

jects, in Anſwer to a Declaration of the Lords and Com- 
mons upon the proceedings of the 
Late Treaty of Peace, &c. 


have ſuch an Occaſion as is now given Him by the late Declaration of both Hou- 
ſes, to ſhew to all His good People, who it is that is really in fault, chat che laſt 
Treaty ſo much defired by his Majeſty, and onely begun upon his Deſire, broke 
off ſo abruptly (as he doubts not to do, if thoſe, who govern in the remaining part of both 
Hauſes,have but ſo much ingenuity left, as ſuffer what he ſayes to be equally & freely publiſke 
to His people; ) yet His Majeſty cannot without great griefe of Soule ſee that Treaty,which 
He hoped and expected ſhould have begot the ſetled Peace and Happineſſe of His Subje3s, 
in Read thereof beger nothing but Diſputes and Declarations ; yet it will be ſame Cardiall 
to Him, when He ſhall be forced to ſeethe Deſolation of this Kingdome, and the Mifery of 
His People, That not only it is not He that hath made that Deſolate and them Miſerable, 
but that Hee is able to demonſtrate to all the World, That Hee hath uſed His utmoſt and 
moſt 243 endeayours to prevent it, as will appeare at large by the following Rate of 
the Cale, © 
After that the Conſpiracy of ſane Perſons, againſt the preſent eſtabliſht Government 
both Eccleſiaſticall and Civill, had made meanes to infuſe into part of the People (by pub- 
liſhing unheard of Declarations, obcain'd.and paſt in a new and unheard of manner, ſome- 
times he by eleven voyces after ſeyenteen houres fitting,and that but in one Houſe ) ſtrange 
Feares and Jealouſies of the other Houſe, and of his Majeſty, and by them given the Riſe to 
thoſe inſufferable Tumults, and ſeditious unparliamentary Petitions at once to and againft 
the Lords, which they afterwards ved publikely to protect and encourage, and forced 
the Lords heyſe, by tearing them, tq gem to ſeare with them, and to joyne wich them firſt in 
requiring, and next in unge leſſe Rory for thoſe feares from his Majeſty (ho was 
then in condition to have moſt reall Cauſe of feare himſelfe) then almoſt all that power 
which the Law had truſted to Him for the ſecurity of the Crowne, and the Prote tion of His 
People; Afier that his Majeſty and woſtof the Members were forced away from the Parli- 
ainent, and that his ſhare in making new Laws was denyed to Him in any caſe in which they 
would pretend neceſſity, and every Subject that would not ſubmit to any new extravagant, 
extemporary, legiſlative Declaration, or Order of one or both Houſes againſt the ancient 
known Law of the Land, was become, ſent for up, and impriſoned as a Delinquent, and 
whoſoever would aſſiſt them, againſt the known Law was not only protected by them in 
that, but in any other Caſe (although they were of them who had beene moſt apparently 
aQiye inthoſe former Preſſyres upon the People, which they now afreſh impute to his. Ma- 
jeſty) ſo that to be of their ſide was now become a knowne SanRuary z Aſter that nothing 
was left undone or unſaid that might render his Majeſty both weake and odious, and that 
all that He could ſay or doe, to cleere hmſelfe, was either ſuppreſt or interpreted in a contra- 
ry and impoſſible ſans (Ho that His very offer to venture His Royajl Pet ſon againſt the 
Iriſh Rebels was voted to be an encouragement to that Rebellion; ) After that from decla- 
ring of Law, they came to declaring of Thoughts, and forgetting that the Hearts of Kings 
are inſcrutable, preſumed to dive into His, and without apparence, and contrary to Truth 
had declared; That He meant to make Warre upon His Parliament, and made that Decla- 
ration a ground to leavy a reall Warre againſt Him, and then made that Warre a Ground 
to begin to make Warre upon his People, farcing away the Armes and Money of all ſuch 
as they pleaſed to ſuſpeR of the Crimes of Alleagiance and Loyalty; After that they had fo 
farre expreſt and diſcovered the true end of all theſe Actions, as to propoſe the totall Change 
of the preſent Government, both Eccleſiaſticall and Civill in the nineteene Propoſitions, as 
the onely way to Peace, and that His Majeſty might by all this have been ſufficiently per- 
ſwaded, That it was impoſſible for Him to obtaine Peace from them, but either by ſubmiſſi- 
on, or by the Sword; yet after all this his Majeſty was ſo averſe to the latter Courſe, as to 


deſcend to ſo great a Degree of the former, as from Nottingham to propoſe to, and —_ 
rom 


T= his Majeſty be aſſured, it cannot but be of great Advantage ro Him to 
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from them a Treaty for Peace, and being there twice openly and abſolutely refuſed it, yet did 
then declare, that he would notwithſtanding be ready to receive it whenloever they would 
propoſe it. And to ſhew: that theſe offers proceeded not from His Condition, but His Incli- 
nation, after His victory at Edgehill, and after that the Earle of Eſſex had ſo farre forgot 
his Errand, as to returne to Landes alone, in Read of bringing up his Majeſty, and thoſe his 
good Subjects, whom they cal d Delinquents, His Anſwer at Colebrooke, will ſhew to all 
the World, that he was ſtill of the ſame mind as when he fent his Meſſiges from Notting- 
ham, and his Meſſage ſo carefully ſent from {'olebrooke to prevent all miſconftryuRion of that 
march of His, which they had neceſſitated & Brainceford, and his preſſing Mill that a Treaty 
might goe on in that and ſeyerall other Meſſages, all ſleighted and neglected, ſhewed ſuffi- 
ciently who really was deſirous of, and who were averſe to Peace. But when the Petition 
of ſo many Citnens, That a Treaty might be accepted, finding ſo little countenance ot - 
ceptance from the houſe of Commons, and the Injuries and Impriſonments which the Peti- 
tioners ſuffered for it from Alderman Pennington and others, finding fo much countenance 
from them, did fo farre begin to open the Eyes of the People, That the Avetſion to Peace be- 
gan tobe imputed to them who were truly guilty, and that they found this Diſcovery made 
men generally unwilling to part with cheir money to make themſelves miſerable, and that 
againe encouraged many of the Members to appeare for Peace too, and that conſequently 
their too open and avowed Deſire of Warre would but render them unable to continue it, 
they thought it neceſſary to make ſome Propoſitions which might deceive the People ſo farre 
as tomnake chem beleeve they defired Peace, and yet reſolved to make them fo unreaſonable, 
as they might norwithftanding be ſure to be out of all danger of effecting Peace by chem, 
and ſent thoſe downe to his Majeſty, Which though they pretend now to be ſuch as no in- 
different man will find any thing contained in them, but what was neceſſary for the main- 
tenance and advancement of the true Proteſtant Religion, the due execution of Juſtice, the 
Preſeryation of the Liberty and Property of the Subject, and the eſtabliſhment of the King- 
domes Peace and Safety; yet his Majeſty is confidentthat even thoſe who are not very in- 
different, are yet able ro ſee, that no Propoſitions could be more unreaſonable then thoſe 
fourteene, except the former Ninteene. | 

To paſſe by the Preamble, (in which moſt unneceſſarily they lay moſt heavy and moſt 
unjuft charges upon his Majeſty, and yer draw an Argument of his Averſion to peace, from 
thoſe knowne Truths, which either his defence or the matter in queſtion, crimes being im- 
poſſible to be ſpoken of but as Crimes, did after extort from Him) would not any —— 
expected, that had obſerved with what violence this Warre was begun and proſecuted a- 
gainſt his Majeſty, to have found in the propoſitions for peace the Demand of ar leaſt 
ſome, and thoſe very important Rights, which were withheld from them before the Warre, 
and fo had given ſome colour for itꝰ But of theſe there appeares not ſo much as one, and yer 
till all cheſe are granted and performed, they doe as much as ſay in Termes plain enough in 
their Concluſion, That they have nat any Hope, nor will uſe any endeavours that his Maje- 
ſty and His people may enjoy the Bleſſings of peace and Juſtice ; which was certainly by 
terrour of Armes to demand new Lawes, and as great a proofe that they did fo, as they 
ſeeme to confeſſe it unparliamentary if they had done it. Is not the taking away of the Bi- 
ſhops, Deans and Chapters, and indeed the whole eſtabliſht Eccleſiaſticall frame of Order 
and Government, a new Law? yet unleſſe his Majeſty will yeeld to take it away ( though 
there were but five Lords preſent when the Bill paſt, and though no other forme be yet offe- 
red or ſhewed to him, but the Presbiterians and Independants ace leſt to fight ic out among 
themſelves, what ſhall ſucceed inthe place,) his Majeſty is told, He muſt nor hope for peace. 
And the diviſion likely to enſue betweene diff: rent parties, what ſhall after bee introduced, 
ſhewes ſufficiently what hope there ſhould be of Peace, if He ſhould paſſe it. 

Are net the Bill againſt ſcandalous Minifters ( in which moſt of Heir owne FaRion ate 
appointed Commiſſioners, that they may make way for and introduce a new Clergy of their 
owne, ) The Bill againſt Pluralities, which makes no difference of conditions, or merits of 
Perſons, or of value of Livings, and lookes not only forwards, but extends to the immediate 
diſpoſſoſſing of preſent Incumbents of what is veſted in them for their Lives by the Law of 
the Land ; ) The Bill for the conſultation of Divines ( Perſons of their owne choice, and 
molt of them of their Faction, and of no eſteeme but with themſelves, hardly at all bounded 
as to the matter, and abſolutely unlimited as to the time of their conſulcation, ) all new 
Lawes ? Is not the ſetling of the Aſiluia both by Sea and Land, and the Forts and Ports, in 
ſuch a manner as ſhall be agreed on by both Houſes (in which his Majeſty is expected with 


a blind implicite Faith to cruſt them wich the whole Power of the Kingdo ne, and 2 
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His only meanes of defending Himſelſe, and protecting his Subjects, though into What 
hands, or for what time, or in what manner they will order or diſpoſe of it, is fo farre from 
appearing to him, that it doth not yer appeare that both houſes know themſelves, and how 
they have already us'd that Power, is knowne to all the World ) both a new and a ſtrange 
Demand? Are the Earle of Briſtolls Removall and E xcluſion from all poſſipillity of Em- 
ployment, (a Perſon uncondemned, unimpeacht and unſummoned, no crime or error either 
proved or but named againſt Him, ) or the choyce of the Judges and Maſter of the Rolls, 
the change of — of the Peace, and Oyer and Terminer, of the refloring of Mei- 
bers of the houſes even to ſuch meniall places of Service, as required a perſonall attendance, 
and who had yet refuſed to attend upon commend; Or the aſſenting to whatſoever Acts He 
ſhall be adviſed for paying of Debts contraRed upon the publique Faith, that is, by the Au- 
thority of both houſes (by which his Majeſty muſt allow himſelfe to be no part of the pub- 
lique, and muſt directly allow, and as it were ratifie that Rebellion which this mony was 
raiſed to foment ) either due to them by Law or reaſonable in themſelves? 
Doth the directing His Majeſty with whom, and how far to make Alliances belong 
to them? (or was that at all neceſſary, his inclination tothe ſtricteſt bands with Princes. 
and States of the Proteſtant Religion being by the Match of His Daughter ſufficiently ex- 
preſſed?) And yer till all this be done, and unleſſe he will Pardon all that have born Armes 
againſt Him, and leave thoſe that have aſſiſted him to theſr mercy who have none, they 
will not promiſe any hopefull endeavours for Peace and Juſtice. But is there any thing elſe 
that is due by Law, which was before denyed, and is here demanded, that can in any de- 
gree juſtifie or extenuate that ever Peace was broken, and Juſtice deſtroyed? Not ſo much 
as one tittle. Did his Majeftygive any Commiſſion till they had muſtered many men? 
Or did he fo much as take any Gaurd to him, till both they had a much greater, many 
moneths, and had of their owne Authority ordred a Serjant-Major-Generall of their City 
Forces, and till his Magazine and Towne were by Arms kept againſt him, though he were 
provoked to it before by all the other indignities and injuries. which inſolence and injuſtice 
could deviſe? was not Sir John Hat bam, for all bis knowne Treaſon, refuſed to be left by 
them to Juſtice and the triall of the Law, before ever any that was cal'd but a Delinquent was 
protected by his Majeſty? And was not his Majeſty then denied that, which themſelves con- 
feſſe to be the due, and right of the meaneſt Subject, and doe ſo far expect, as to looke upon 
it rather as a ſcorne then a ſatisfaction, Now his Majeſty offers it to them? Was any one Pa- 
piſt Arm ed by his Majeſty before many of that Religion( and multitudes of perſons againſt 
whoſe Recuſancy the Law is as ſevere as againſt theirs ) were Armed againſt him? Or then 
neither, untill their meere being of that Religion made them, without colour of Law, be 
plundred and impriſon d in all parts, and ſome of them fly into his Army for protection? 
Did not his Majeſty before of himſelfe often offer to vindicate the Priviledges of Parliament 
from any imaginable breach of them in the buſineſſe of the Lord Kimbolten and five Mem- 
bers? And did he notcffer to wave their charge, willingly ſubmitting it to the publique 
Peace? So that the obtaining that demand, or the disbanding of che Army, or the diſarm- 
ing of Papiſts; or the criall of Delinquents, though they make ſome ſuch ſhew, as they are 
ſer in this place, yet not any of them were any grounds of this their war; and all that is due 
in theſe demands having been offereil before che Warre, or occafioned or neceſſitated 7 it, 
and being till to be had without it, the whole People cannot but fee, that nothing but fears 
and Iealouſſes have been the fumes with which they have fo intoxicated His ſeduced Sub- 
jects, as to contribute to their owne miſery to obtaine no on Right, how ſmall &inconſider- 
able ſoever, denyed to them by his Majeſty, and that the maintenance and advancement of 
Religion, Juſtice, Liberty, Propriety and Peace, are really but their Stalking - Horſes, and 
neither the ground of their Warte, nor of theſe Demands ; which will appeare to any in- 
different man that ſhall duly weigh them, as far from being moderate as frum being ne- 
ceſſary . | 
Ya ſuch was his Majeſties moſt earneſt defire to catch at any thing that by producing a 
Treaty migt.e ſettle a Peace, and fo far were any ſuch enimies of it ( as are ſuppoſed by this 
Declaration) from being prevalent with Him again this defire, That bis Majeſty propoſed 
that perſons ſhould be appointed by his Majefly and both houſes to Treat even upon theſe 
very Propoſitions, and ſuch other as bis Majeſty propoſed, which were only demands ac- 
cording to, or in behalſe of the Law eſtabliſht, and which more concerned His Subjects 
then Himſelfe: and his Majeſty cannot but appeale to all the World, whether not only any 
of their Propoſitions did, but whether any other Propoſitions that could be deviſed could 
expreſſe more deſire of the maintenance and adyancement of the true Proteſtant Religion 
then 
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then his Ma jeſties fourth Propoſition, (in which his readineſſe to conſent to the execution 
of all Lawes made, and to any good Laws to be made for the ſuppreſſing of Popery, His 
defire that the Lawes already made to preſerve the Common - Prayer from the ſcorne and 
violence of Secctaries, be backt and fortified, and His Offer at the ſame time that render 
Conſciences be caſed by it, are fo cleerly and carefully expreſt and united; ) Or of the due 
execution of Juſtice then His Majeſties fifth Propoſition, ( which referres all ſuch Delin- 
quents, as ſhould by the Treaters be excepred in the Pardon, to the uſuall courſe and 
knowne Law of the Land,) Or of the preſervation of the publike liberty and property, 
(for his Majeſty conceives that he hath a property too, without maintaining, of which he 
will be never able to defend His Subjects) then his firſt, ſecond and third; Or of the Peace 
of the Kingdome, then his fixt Propoſition, which by reſtoring his Subjects by 4 Ceſſati- 
on to a ſhort Tryall ot the quiet and benefit of Peace would have rendred them fo farre in 
Love with that almoſt forgotten Happineſſe, that ſeeing nothing demanded by them that 
was worth a Warre, they would have had a hard worke to have engaged them againe into 
ſo unproficable a madneſſe. And his Majeſty is fo confident of his ad vantage in all theſe, 
that he conjures his Subjects ſeriouſly to read, conſider and compare what He, and what 
they demanded, and by their indifferent Propoſitions to Judge of their ſeverall inten- 
tions. 

And indeed, the violent party both in the City ard the Houſes (which for all the pub- 
lique Feares and Jealouſies they pretend, inwardly and really are fearefull and Jealous of 
nothing ſo much as of Peace) diſlike nothing more in his Majeſties Propoſitions then the 
moderation, and ſuſpecting that the rea ſonableneſſe and unrea ſonableneſſe of what his Ma- 
jeſty and what they askt, would but too generally appeare by the Diſcuſſion of both in a free 
and open Treaty, and ſo might in deſpight of them produce a Peace, earneſtly and openly 
oppole the Treaty, and fo far oppoſe his Majeſties propoſition of ceſſation, that it ſuffici- 
ently appeared by their averſion to the ſhadow of Peace (as themſelves call it) how much 
and how heartily they were averſe to to the ſubſtance it ſelſe. But when they found that 
they could perſwade no man to ioyn with them in rejeRing all imaginable manners of 
Treaty and Ceſſation, that did not joyne with them in abhorring an imaginable manner of 
Peace, they reſerved their Authority to enable them to breake off both, upon ſome what 
more plauſible difference in the Circumſtances and Conditions. A ſafe Conduct is demanded 
by the Houſes, and their firſt art is to get the Lord Say named in that Demand for a Ttea- 
ter, which they know certainely (he having borne Armes againſt his Majeſty, and been ex- 
cepted in one of his Proclamations of Pardon) His Majeſty muſt except aga inſt, but when they 
could not per ſwade even both houſes (who well remembred an example of no elder date then 
fince his Majeſty was at Colebrook,when the ſame exception at the Perſon of Sir John Evelm 
was made by his Majefty, and not excepted at by both Houſes) that rhis exception was fo 
unparaleld a breach of Priviledge, as to deſerve to hinder the Treaty from going on: their 
next arts are ſo to bound and limit their Committee, both in the Matter, Manner, Time, 
and power, as might wholly render it uneffeRuall ; And, to that end, they firſt obtaine that 
their Committee ſhould Treat wich none but with his Majeſty, (a courſe which how lo- 
ty, how advantagious, and how unreaſonable ſoever, yer his Majeſty out of his earneſt de- 
fire of peace contrary to their hopes and expectations, was contented to admit)and next ob- 
raine that they ſhould not Treat upon any point, but of the Ceſſation, till that were con- 
cluded, and for that allowed but foure daies, and that at twice, (in hope that ſome mat- 
ter of advantage might happen in the time of that delay) and allow them no Power 
(without (till ſending to the houſes upon every occaſion) to conclude farther then the pa- 
pers they brought downe or delivered, or ſo much as to explaine or new-word any thing 
in them, (a new and a ſtrange way of Treating, and by which at that diſtance it was whol- 
ly and plainly impaſſible that any thing ſhould be concluded ; ) and when his Majefly 
had quitted all, wherein himſelfe or his Army were ſolely concerned, and yeelded almoſt 
to all that they propoſed, and at laſt inſiſted upon nothing but that they might not make 
uſe of the Leiſure of their army occafioned by this Ceſſation, to force what Summes they 
would, from what Countries they pleas'd, (for they neither would nor could name any o- 
ther bound of their Taxes then their pleaſure, when they imputed that aſſertion to his Ma · 
jeſty) and fo extreamely burthen his Subjects, and advantage and enable themſelves againſt 
his Majeſty, (in contradiction to the principle layd downe by themſelves, and approved of 
by his Majefly, That by the very nature of a Ceſſation, matters ſhould be preſerved in the 
ſlate they are in, and neither party have Liberty, much to advantage himſelſe,) nor yet 
inſiſied any further upon that neither, then to leave roome ſtill for ſatisfaction (if any Rea- 
for 
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ſon could be offered againſt fo reaſonable a Limitation) by a continuance of che Treaty 
concerning it, They youchſafed him na Offer of any ſuch Reaſon nor allowed their Com- 
mittee any farther Time or Power to Treat concerning it, without expreſſing any better 
cauſe for lo abrupt an end of ſo important 4 debate, then to avoyd the Waſte of Time; 
though his Majeſty could not conceive, that could be called a Waſte, or how time could be 
better ſpent, then to ſettle ſuch a degree of publique Peace, as might reduce the minds of all 
men to ſuch a Temper as might make a full Peace much more probable. 

Nor did his Majeſty finde in the Treaty it ſelſe, that the Committee were any better e- 
nabled, though (to avoyddelay, and that a Concluſion might be made poſſible) his Ma- 
jcky often deſired it, They were limited twice co foure dayes, and once to ſeven; They 
were bounded to two Propoſitions, and to their bare narrow inſtructions concerning thoſe ; 
nor had they fo much as any power or Inſiructions at all concerning that molt important 
part of their one Propoſition, ſo often preſt by themſelves, His Majeſties returne to His 
Parliament; ſo that reſolving (as it will be after ſhewed they did, to. yeeld no' farther to 
His Majeſties Propoſition then with ſuch. Limitations, as would in effect retaine what 
they ſeemed to give up, they expect that his Majefly ſhould entirely yeeld to theirs without 
any Limitation, and (to invert their owne Words upon another occaſion) ſhould: yeeld 
to that, which would have produced to them an abſolute victory and ſubmiſſion, under 
pretence of Agreement and Peace : Ic being evident to all men, That His Rights forced from 
Him by violence being not abſolutely reſtored, His Army being disbanded, and He retur- 
ned to Landon, the Meinbets of both Houſes for diſſenting from, and aſſiſting of Him re- 
maining expelled, no ſecurity from Tumults for the reſt of the Members being given, and 
all good Subjects being totally diſcouraged by fo abſolute a Prevalence of the Factious 
and Rebellious, His Majeſty were as much in the diſpoſall of the five Members as if chey 
had Him in the Tower, and He ought His Crowne wholly to their Grace and Favour, if 
they did not Depoſe Him. And yet they would be thought to defire nothing, in deſiring 
that the Armies ſhould be upon theſe Termes disbanded, but onely that the Kingdome 
might be caſed of their burthen, a nd the ſpring of theſe Calamities might be ſtopped. 

His Majeſty demands; That His own Revenue, Magazine, Towns, Forts and Ships, 
taken by Force be reſtored to Him, The Revenue (which they could eaſily pay backe out 
of other mens Purſes) they eaſily agree about, but to part with ſuch ſtrengths which had 
and did helpe to enable them, to leave no Subject any more of his Right, then they had to 
the detaining of theſe, they can by no meanes endure. . And therefore they propoſe ſuch lie 
mitations, as in effect limit away all, and yet may ſeeme to the vulgar or to the careleſſe, 
not to ſignifie much; to wit, That theſe ſtrengths may be put into ſuch hands as they will 
conſidein, and that no leſſe then three yeers ; That the Commanders may, during that time, 
not admit of any Forces upon whatſoever cccafion without Conſent of the Houſes, and they 
and all Generals, and Commanders of the Armies on either fide, may ſweare to preſerve 
the Peace of the Kingdome againſt all Forces raiſed” without conſent of both houſes, and 
this for no limited time, His Majeſty who had asked nothing but what was His by Law, 
and who in order to Peace had not asked ſo much as by Law was due to him, (to wit, the 
puniſhment of thoſe who had taken theſe things from Him) could not but wonder to ſee 
ſuch things asked of Him, to which by Law there was no Pretence ; He therefore endea- 
vours to limit their Limitations to the Law of the Land ; He names thoſe Perſons to this 
Cuſtody, whom the Law had named firſt, and expreſt Himſelfe moſt willing that they 
ſhould be put out at the ſame doore they came in at; That the Law. which had veſted them, 
might eject them, if they had offended againſt it. but expected not that the Injury done him, 
of taking theſe things from Him and them contrary to Law, ſhould be a reaſon why any 
new Conditions or Limitations ſhould be laid upon him, or His Miniſters which the Law 
laid not. To this the Committee replies, not denying what the King asked to be legally his, or 
to have been illegally taken from him, noi making any legall, or ſo much as colourable, or 
at all any exceptions againſt the Perſons legally veſted in choſe Places, (and without any 
Cauſe ſhewed, it would have ill become his Majeſty to have deveſted His ſervants of their 
Rights in the inſtant, when ſome of them are venturing their Lives for His ſervice) but retire 
to their oſd inacceſſible Fort of Feares and Jealouſies. To this his Majeſty rejoynes, ſhewes 
what he had done to prevent & deſtroy Feares & Jealouſies in them, intimates what they had 
done to create Feares and Jealouſies in him, That having by force taken theſe things from him 
when he had them, he had more Reaſon to have inſiſted upon further Security to enable him 
to keepe them, then ſimply to deſire them to be returned to him, (and much more then to 
gtantthem more hold of them, to enable them the better to wreſt chem from him 2 ) 

preſents 
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repreſents to them, and by che ſame Reaſon, upon the ſame Ground, they may aske him all 
his Legall Power, ſince all the Power veſted in Princes for the neceſſary Protection of their 
Subjects, may poſſibly be employed for their hurt, and concludes in his Opinion with a very 
wholſome Advice againſt that dangerous (and now too Epidenucall) Diſeaſe of Feares 
and Iealouſies, and preſcribes to them, tu make the Law their Rule and meaſure, as the beſt 
Antidote-aod Cure for chat diſeaſe, 

This inſiſting upon this Anſwer, as his Majeſty for theſe Reaſons thought to be moſt rea- 
ſonable, ſo He likewiſe thought it molt neceſſary; firſt, becauſe themſelves having told him 
in the Debate about Ceſſation in the Point of Ships, that for them to allow Him the Appro- 
bation of Commanders, was to give him up the ſtrength, Hee could not want Logick fo 
much, as not to dra w this Concluſion from theſe Premiſſes, That for Him to allow them the 
Approbation of the Commanders, both of Magazins, Townes, Forts, and Ships, was in chat 
to give all back to them, which they would ſeem to reflore to Him. Secctidly, becauſe his 
Majeſty by now conſenting upon the frond of Jealoufies to ſuch Demands as exceed 
Thoſe, which ( before they had joy ned the injuſtice of forcing theſe things from Him, to the 
unrea ſonableneſſe of deinanding them) his Majeſty in his weakeſt condition denied to them, 
He muſt appeareto juſtiſie thoſe je alouſies, to approve of thoſe Demands and of that injuſtice, 
and to condemne himſelfe as guilty of che wofull eſſects of that Contention, for not having 
ſooner conſented to them. Thirdly, becauſe he muſt condemne the Lords Houſe of the fame 
Crime, for having twice refuſed to jayne in that Demand, and having had no jealouſies as 
long as they had no tumults. Fourthly, becauſe he muſt either quit, during the lives of theſe 
ſeyerall Perſons required to be (worne, and at leaſt for three yeaces (when the Militia in 
their owne Bill was asked but for two) His knowne Right of ſole raiſing men, and without 
the conſear of both Houſes (even although no Parliament were fitting, for the Bill that 
ſayes it may continue, does not ſay itmuli) He mult neither be able to diſcharge his Duty to 
himſelfe by his owne Defence, not make good his Oath, by the prote ting of his Subjects 
againſt any ſudden, dangerous Rebellion or Invaſion ; or the Commanders of all his Ships, 
Townes, Forts and Magazines, and all the Commanders of both Armies ( that is the moſt 
conſiderable Militia of England ) muſt according to this new Oath oppoſe any oppoſition 
He ſhall make, and muſt be equally obliged by it, to fight againſt his Forces, as againſt thoſe 
of the Rebels or Invaders. Fifthly, becauſe if he ſhould give them ſo great a Prerogative, 
for ſo long a tine, as this ſhare in the choyce of men to places of ſo high Power and Truft, 
the Dependance of SubjeRs upon the Crowne, would be much diverted, and he could never 
expect to be faichfully ſerved, when no other Crime of theirs appearing to Him, He ſhould 
ſo farre deveſt the preſent Proprieraries of their legall Right, as to ſubmit it anew to the Ar- 
bitraryneſſe of their Confiding, who have given his Majeſty no greater Cauſe to Confide in 
their Choice. Sixtly, and laſtly, becauſe if he ſhould allow them chat power for that time, 
upon that Reaſon, Hee cannot doubt but againſt that time were ended, the Sweetneſſe of 
Power being once caſted, they would be ſo unwilling to quit it, that the ſame powerfull vio- 
lent Party would not want the like feares to beget the like demands of the ſame or greater 
intereſt, in the Choice of che ſame or greater Places; and the ſame Con ſequentces would not 
likewiſe faile to follow, if theſe Bemands were not conſented to, and even His good Sub- 

jeRs ſeeing it the moſl proſperous, might be induced to thinke Faction and Sedition the 

wiſeſt Courſe z and when they ſaw his Majeſty give ſuch an Encouragement to Rebellion, 
might thinke it pity, he ſhould ever be without one. And his Majeſty conceives, Feare and 

Jealouſie may be a good Reaſon, to make him cautious how he part with his Right, though 

a very inſufficient Juſtification of their forcing that from Him, to which they could pre- 

tend none. 

But till His Majeſty hoped, that they onely inſiſled upon ſuch limitations of his Propo- 
fition, till they ſaw what Limitations Hee would offer to theirs, and therefote to reduce 
them to moderation by his Example, He propoſes to the Houſes ( for the Committee had no 
Power or Inſt ruction to treat of the principall point of it) no other limitations, then were 
both due by Law, and neceſſary in themſelves, and offers as ſoon as He was fatisfied in His 
firſt Propofition, ( to which if they would have put Him in minde of any ſuch objection in 
the Treaty, He would never have required, that the exz& Computation of his Revenue taken 
from Him, ſhould be agreed on before — which is now objeRed to Him, not as an 
Injuftice, but as a purpoſed Delay) as ſoon as the Houſes were reſtored to that Condition in 


which they were, before the Tumults and theſe Diftrations forced the Members from 
aence, and as ſoon as He and thoſe Houſes were ſecured from Tumults ( onely adding His 


own opiniom That ad journing twenty miles from London could onely effeR it, and offering 
| hy them 
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them the choice of any plate at that diſtance in His whole Kingdome ): Hee would immedi- 


ately disband and His Parkainent ; and expected much more that ibis Meſſage 
when it Wis received at Lunden ſhould ha ve met with Bells and Bonfires, then have received 
JJ 
But chat violent Patty which looltes upon Peace lilee a Monſtet, fearing leaſt ifthe Treaty 
ſhould any longer continue, ſo faire an approach to Peace, might by degrees ſtenle it on 
upon them, before they were aware, prevaile to 1 urn no other. Auſwer, chen iinmediacly 
to ſend for their Comtuittee from Oæſorũ, and to ſend the Lord ef Eſſex to — His 
Majeſty waits awhile, and againe in à Meſſage he had occaſion to ſend to the -Houſes con- 
cerhing Ireland; muy ccaſion to put them in minde of that former Meſſage, and to re- 
new che expreſſions of His Deſire of Peace, but this Meſſage had no: better luck then the 
other, for no Anſwer hach beene ſent to it, onely in ſtead of an Anſwer, che (ame violent 
Party makes a ift to got᷑ a ſtep or two higher, and to prevaile-in the; Houſe: of Commons 
to vote Exciſes upon Commodities, and the making of a he Great Seale, though the ma- 
king of it will be Treaſon by the Statüte of the fioe and twentieth of Eumd the third, 
( and an Otder of the houſe of Commons will be butan *inſufficiem Plea againſt that Sta- 
tute ) And though they Wight have rethembred, that it is by che old ond, that both. moſt of 
chem hold their Lands, and all of them ate called to chat Hoaſe.-:Bur ſince: His Majeſty 
would not allow them a ſhart in making of Peers (as they askr Him in theit ninoteene Pro- 
poſitions J nor allow of their choice o Juſtices of the Peace (at they aske Him in their 
ſourteene ) and did ſtill pretend to making of Sheriffs ( which they have denied Him by 
their Votes ) It ſeemes they thought it neceſſary to ma ke that, whith (if it could be made 
Legall by Voting) would make all thoſe; and to end the Diſpute about his Mi jeſties Ne- 
zatiye Voice, by paſſing by Commiſſion what new Bills chey ploaſetl, and fo co obtaine as 
Ir an unlimited Powet over their fellow © Subjects, as over their Soveraigne 
im eo. : n ö 14 
Vet his Majeſty would ta ke no notite of all this, but ſends once more, a third. Meſſage, to 
defire an Anfwer to His firſt ( which had then lain in their hands above a Moneth) This 
prefling for Peace Aenne ſo intollerable to them, cat the Houſe of Commons (as the beſt 
way ts make 4 finall end of all ſuch Meſſages, and indeed to cut off all Entercoùrſe) is pre- 
vailed with by theſe men to commit the Meſſenger · and ehe next day to impeach flis Maje- 
ſties Royall Conſort of high Treaſun, as if they would give Him a faire warning how Hee 
trouble them about Peace againe, left his turne be next, and they impeach Him too. But 
though they vouchſafe his Majeſty no Anſwer, yet the People is ſlill thought worthy of ſome 
Grice and that produces this Declaration, which pretemds fully and ſufficiently to 
ſhew, that in the Treaty, their Demands were ſuch and ſo moderate, as was fit and neceſſa- 
ry for them ta make, and juſt and reſonable for his Majeſty to aſſent unto, and his Ma jeſties 
were ſuch as had neither Reaſon nor Juſtiee, either in the matter ur manner of them, and 
ſuch as left the People no hope or expectation to ſee an end of their pteſent Calamities, and 
charge the King through His Counſellours in many Circumſtances, before it, and during it, 
to have laboured to interrupt the Treaty, and to have appeared averſe to Peace; and in this 
Queſtion his Majeſty is content to accept of the Atbitrator they themſelves have choſen, and 
to refer it to the People to judge. 
© Their fitſt Argument is, that this Treaty is for the disbanding of the Armies and Forces 
in oppoſition to each other, That theſe Townes, Forts and Ships are a great part of their 
Forces, ſo that for them to reſtore them abſolutely to the King, would bee for them to diſ- 
band totally, and for his Majeſties Forces to continue. To this his Majeſty anſwers, That 
this Treaty was intended by Him to be in order to a firme and ſetled (that is a juſt) Peace, 
and never to be ſuch wherein a pretended equality ſhould exclude evident Juſtice, Let equa- 
lity determine the manner of the disbanding of the Atinies raiſed upon theſe diſtractions, but 
let Juſtice reſtore what violence hath taken, and determine of knowne undoubted Rights; 
ſince by this Argument, if any Prince ſeize upon any ſlrength that belongs co his ſtronger 
Neighbour, and Armes be taken up upon it, the ſlronger muſt never in a Treaty, yvyhen the 
Armies are to be disbanded, expect to have his ſtrength reſtored to him, left the other returne 
to be what he Was, and hat he ought to be, chat is, the weaker of the two, Secondly, his 
Majefty atiſwets, That by the ſame reaſon of Security, other Power and Prerogatives — 
ſtrength as well as Fotccs, and neither more veſted in him, nor leſſe poſſible —— uſed for the 
Peoples hurt, they may as well require a hare and intereſt in thoſe too, and that things may 
be made ſufciently equal between the fides, may expect to bee as much Kings as hee. 
Thirdly, in their owe opinion, and by their owne conſt ſſion ( as it appeares by their Argu- 
ment 
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ment uſed in the Ceſſation in che point of Ships) if they be but allowed the Approbation bf 
Commanders. his Majeſty gives up this ſtrength to them, and not they to him, and it will be 
their Forces and not his, which are to continue undisbanded, and that that they ſay to bee 
contrary to equality, and (as they came by theſe Forces) it is evident to be contrary to Ju- 
Rice, Fourthly, his Majeſtie anſwers, that theſe Forces are not ſo great, or ſo great a ſtrength 
of the (ide that ſhall poſſeſſe them, but that the Arts, Union, Induftry, and Violence of that 
Party was ſo much too ſtrong for his Majeſty when he had that ſtrength, as to take that 
ſtrength from him, and therefore his Majeſty wonders they ſhould make any difficulty to 
reſlore, what it may appeare by ſo freſh experience, that they ace ſo able to reſuine;and there - 
fore his Majeſly hopes his People will attribute it to his great Deſire of Peace, that hee did 
not demand ſome farther ſecurity to enjoy that which is not denied to be his Majeſties. And 
his Majeſty obſerves that both this and the ſecond Anſwer were given by his Majeſty to 
the ſame Arguments made upon the ſame occaſion by their Committee in the Treaty, and 

et this Declaration repeats the ſame Arguments without replying to thoſe Anſwers. 
Fiftly, his Majeſty deſires that the Difficultie with which his Majeftie raiſed his Army, and 
the Eaſe with which they raiſed theirs, may be confidered; how impoſſible it would have 
been for him to have raiſed Forces, if they had not raiſed firſt, and how much ſlowlier ( this 
Army being disbanded ) he could raiſe a new one, and how quick and ready their Body of 
fierce, eager SeRaries and Schiſmaticks would be to returne into an Army upon the leaſt 
Call, and how conveniently they inhabit for ſo ſpeedy a meeting, being to continue mot of 
them in or ſo neere London, that their Quarters in Warre were uſually much more diſtant 
then their dwellings in Peace; and then his Majeſty doubts not but it will appeare, that in 
this reſpe& too, the reall and totall Disbanding is of his Majeſties part onely, and that in 
effect the Continuance of Forces is till of theirs. 

Their ſecond Argument, Why his Majeftie ſhould admit of their Limitations, is a bun- 
dle of Precedents. To which his Majeſty replies: Firſt, that the Records which are here 
quoted for theſe, are now in the ſame hands as his Majeſties Magazines, Townes, Forts and 
Chips, and therefore knowes not how hee can either have their Truth ſufficiently conſidered 
and examined, or without it conſide in their Quotations. Secondly, all the particular Cir- 
cumſtances both of matter and time, what induced it, and what followed it, doe not herein 
appeare ( though very neceſſary to be knowne, that they may be poſſible to be anſwered.) 
But this his Majeſty can finde upon view; That ſome of them concerne not any part of 
what is now demanded, but one of them concernes a Chancellour, Treaſurer, and Privie- 
Seale, and another concernes Privie-Councellours, and another the Protectorſhip, another 
the choice of ſome without whoſe Advice, or of foure of them, nothing ſhould be done by 
the King; ( which it ſeemes they have an eye upon demanding too, which made them run 
lo much in their heads, who collected theſe, as to put them in here 3 ) That ſome concerne 
not the Perſons now demanding, but conclude onely for the Merchants to chooſe an Admi- 

rall, and not for the Houſes to confide in him, Which Precedent may bee of ſome uſe to the 
Common Councell, but of none to the Parliament ; that ſome are wr no concerne at all, as 
onely about appointing of Clerks for paiment of Wages (yet put in to increaſe the Bulke ) 
that hardly any of the Precedents, that concerne any of the things in Queſtion, concerne 
any more then part of thoſe which are altogether demanded in the limitations defired ; ſome 
concerning onely the command of Ships ( and thoſe too not granted by AR, but by Com- 
miſſion. and that, for ought appeares, only during pleaſure; ) ſome extending but to one 
Towne or Place, as Berwick or Jerſie; That moſt of theſe Precedents appeare to have been, 
when the Kings were in minority and under Prote tors; ſome when they were in extreame 
Age and Impotencie ; ſome in the Reigne of a King who was ſhortly after depoſed in Par- 
liament too, (an unlikely Circumſtance to invite his Majeſty at this time to follow that 
example; ) others in his Reigne, who ſucceeded him, and (having no Right to the Crowne 
but the Criminall conſent of both Houſes ) had reafon to deny them nothing who had given 
him all. And of ſome of the Precedents now quoted, the Inconveniences are knowne to 
have been ſo great and fo ſuddenly found, that they were ſo ſpeedily revoked in Parliament 
( with no leſſe a Brand then as being contrary to the Cuſtomes of the Realme, and to the 
blemiſhing of the Crowne ) that if they had ingenuouſly added thoſe Circumſtances, theſe 
Precedents would more have juſtified His Majeſty for not yeelding, then them for either 
asking any thing towards thoſe, or but for quoting them at all. But doth any of theſe Pre- 
cedents tell us, that theſe Parliaments claymed any Right in any of theſe, or that any King 
yeelded any degree of Power in any one of theſe Points to both Houſes, when they had 
firſt taken them from Him by force, and raisd an Army by Ordinance againſt Him, _ 
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He was in a condition to refiſt what they had raiſed ? And if either any of cheſe Kings were 
ſo much in their Power, that his Conſent was as much forced from Him as theſe particular 
were forced from His Majeſty, or if they were ſo farre out of Danger of any farther En- 
croachments upon their Power, that Hee could have no cauſe of Feares and Jealouſies in 
granting ſome of theſe to them, nay, that their advice in the Choice aroſe wholly from His 
Majeſties Deſire and not their Demand, then the Precedents fit not to this Caſe, and ſo make 
nothing for their purpoſe, But now that the perpetuity of chis Parliament hath ſo farre en- 
couraged thoſe, who by Arts and Violence have gotten power over it, that they may proba- 
bly hope to make this Power as perpetuall as it, and have given fo ſufficient Evidence, what 
farther uſe they wo ld make of any Power, His Majeſty ſuppoſes himſelfe to have more 
reaſon to be cautious in that point then any of His Predeceſſors, who were content to ſhare 
any part of this power but for once, with but a temporary A ſſembly, eſpecially ſince their 
ſeverall Propoſitions have ſhowed how much more they wiſh, and M. Prinnet Bookes 
(printed by Order of a Committee of the Houſe of Commons, ſignificd by warrant under 
Mr.#hites hand) have ſhowed how much more they pretend to; and ſince any Grant of 
His is defired by theſe men but to enable them to obtaine the reſt of their pretences or deſires, 

what He yeelded to them concerning my Lord of Eſſex, and Sir Jobs Conniers being Liev- 
tenants of Yerkeſhire and the Tower, being preſt in theſe very Precedents as an Argument 
to Him, why Heſhould grant all they aske now. On the other fide, if His Majeſty ſhould 
make uſe of their owne kind of weapon, and doe the ſame or as great things, or make them 
the like or as great demands, as their Predeceſſors have tacitely approved ot, or directly aſ- 
ſented to, when they were done or made by his, (as in the juſt famous time of Queene Eli- 
zabeth, in the caſe of Stanhop and Savile, or in the ſame time in Wentworths caſe; or in the 
Reigne of Hemry the Eight, in the power given to Him to diſpoſe of the Kingdome by his 
Will and Teſtament, and others of the like and neere as high kinds) Hee beleeves both 
Houſes would thinke what others then did, to be no argument to perſwade them either to 
approve or conſent, but would rather for ever wave all Arguments from Precedents, then 
direct themſelves by the ſame Rule. 

Their third Argument is, That his Majeſty had formerly expreſt that his Forts and Ca- 
ſtles ſhould be only in ſuch hands as both Houſes might (ately confide in. And his Majeſty 
expreſſeth ſtill as much; and till ſome juſt legall cauſe be ſhewed Him why che Perſons now 
in thoſe Commands cannot be fafely confided in by them, Hee conceives they might ſafely 
confide in them if they pleas'd. But his Majeſty did likewiſe once ſay, Hee would put 
all theſe places, both of the Forts and Militia, into ſuch hands as both Houſes ſhould approve 
or recommend,unleſs ſuch were named againſt whom He had juſt and unqueſtionable excep- 
tions. To which his Majeſty replies, That His offer not giving them ſatisfaction then, ( for 
they would then limit no time for the Militia, which was the condition of that offer of his 
Majeſtics)and ſince it ſeemes it would give none yet, (for they now aske no lefle for the Ships 
then for thoſe, and more for both, is to the time and other circumftances,then He then offered 
for theſe ) and they, by forcing thoſe Places from Him ſince, and ſome of the Perſons legally 
veſted in thoſe places, by their fa ithfulneſſe to him in this War, having given Him fo much 
more cauſe not to yeeld to it now, Hee conceives the cafe to bee ſo altered by all theſe diffe- 
rences, that though, out of His earneſt defire to ſatisfie them as long as Hee thought them 
capable of ſatis faction by it, He then intended what He ſpoke, yet He may inſiſt upon what 
Hee now inſiſts, without being ſaid to have receded from His word. Did not they refuſe to 
accept of foure Perſons named in his Majeſties Bill concerning the Aliluia, which them- 
ſelves had but newly offered Him in their Ordinance concerning it ? And had thoſe Perſons 
in that time given them fo preat cauſe for that refuſall as his Majeſty hath had given Him for 
this? And yet will they conſeſſe that ill counfell prevail'd with them to recede from their 
words, and that therefore his Majeſty had the more cauſe ro be farther ſecured? 

Their fourth Argument is, That unleſſe theſe limitations bee granted, thoſe ſecret and 
wicked Counſellours, that have been inſtruments of the preſent miſeries, will have the diſ- 
pofing of thoſe places, and his Majeſty carry but the Name. To this his Majeſty replies, 
That knowing who have beene the Inſtruments of theſe miſeries, He ſhould by that beleeve 
the fecrer and wicked Counſellours ſpoken of to be the active part of the cloſe Committee, 
for if He have any wicked Counſellours about Him, Hee conſeſſeth they have cauſe to call 
them ſecret as well as wicked: ſince they have not only wholly concealed themſelves from 
him, but He having often preſs'c to have ſome named, could never obtain from them the name 
ſo much as of one, nor ſinee hath heard fo much as one proofe or charge either of being 
wicked Counſellours, or of any Legall crime againſt any of His Servants whom they have 
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named, though they have publiſht them withall to be incapable of pardon, How ever he 
finds that if what they ſay were true, the ends of theſe Counſellors and of their violent Par- 
ty is but juſt the ſame, that is to diſpoſe of theſe places, and that his Majefly may only car- 
ry the Name. : 

V Bur they have Found a Letter of his Majeſties to the Queen, Which ſhowes that the 
great and eminent Places of the Kingdome are diſpoſed of by her advice, (and then con- 
clude from her Religion, that they are by conſequence diſpoſed of by the advice of Papiſts 
and Jeſuits) and that the Perſons there named, even during the ſitting of Parliament, are 
either all impeact by them, or beare Arms againſt them. To this his Majeſty replies; Firſt, 
that he cannot but deplore the condition of the Kingdome when Letters of all forts of Hus- 
bands to Wives, even of his Majeſty to his Royall Conſort are intercepted, read, brought 
in Evidence and publiſht to the World. Sccondly, that if they will remember how farre 
many of thoſe Perſons of both Sexes, who have received molt notable markes of fa vour 
from her Majeſty, are, even in their owne Opinion, from ſo much as inclining to Popery, 
they muſt conſeſſe her Favours and Recommendations not to be diſpoſed of by Prieſts and 
Jeſuits. Thirdly, That the Places there named, in which her Majeſties Advice may ſeeme 
to bee deſired, are not places (as they call it) of che Kingdome, but private meniall · places, 
2 Treaſurer of the Houſehold, a Captaine ofthe Penſioners, and a Gentle - inan of the Bed- 
chamber: That concerning the other more publique Places, his Majeſty abſolutely de- 
clares himſelfe without leaving roome for her advice, which ſeemes to prove the contrary to 
that, which by chis they intend to prove · Fourthly, That of the Perſons there named, there 
is not one that either is a Papiſt, or ſo like one, that a Jeſuite may be thought to have re- 
commended him, nor any one (except the Lord Digby) chat was either impeacht, or other- 
wiſe taxt, or that could appeare to his Majeſty to have ever beene in any degree diſlik't by 
both or either Houſe, before aſſiſting his Majeſty againſt a Rebellion did lately become 
Treaſon : and whoever conſiders the Time and other Circumftances even of that impeache 
ment, and that their eyes were then ſo dazled with Feares and Jealouſies as to take a Coach 
and ſixe horſes for an Army ray ſed againſt them, will hardly looke upon that impeachment 
with that Reverence which hath uſually beene paid to Accuſations of that kinde: And for 
their bearing of Armes in ſuch a Time, wherein all his Majefties SubjeRs do either beare 
or aſſiſt Arms, either for or againſt him, he ſuppoſes thatic will not be thought ſtrange, if he 
chuſe Perſons for ſuch Places as are in his owne Diſpoſall, rather out of the firſt ſort then 
out of the ſecond, 

And as his Majeſty hath fully anſwered their Obfervations upon his Letters, fo he be- 
lieves that one thing more (though unobſerved by this Declaration) cannot but be obſeryed 
out of them by his people; and that is, That in his Majeſties 'moſt private Letters, to the 
Perſon neerelt to him, wherein he cannot (as by ſome in his publique Declarations he is) 
bee ſuſpected to ſay any thing out of Deſſign or Policy, his one cleare perſwaſion that the 
Rebels, and not he, have beene the cauſe and are the foſterers of this Warre and univerſall 
Diſtract ion; and his Senſe of it, and his Defire of the end of it, are fo plainly expreſt, that 
they will by this accident bee much ſatisfied with His Majeſties innocence and reality, and 
beleeve that the reading this in ſuch a Letter, is the very next Degree to reading it in his 


Their fifth and laſt Argument is, The attempts of force and violence againſt the King- 
dome and this Parliament, and they inftance in foure. The firſt is, a Deſigne many yeeres 
ſince, to bring into this Kingdome the German hotſe, to compell the Subjects to ſubmit 
to an arbitrary Government. And to this His Ma jetty replies, That he eſteemes his con- 
dition more miſerable then any of his Subjects, when he ſees a few fact ious perſons have 
obtained that power, as to be able to publiſh to all his people, in the name of boch houſes, 
a Charge, which (comming forth with the ſemblance of ſuch Authority) may much worke 
with them againſt him, and yer doe not (which is certainly becauſe they cannot) tell any 
one proofeor particular, either whence, whether, when, by whm, or by whoſe Deſigne 
theſe horſe ſhould have been brought. They confeſſe it is many yeers ſince, and it ſeems it is 
ſo many, that theſe particulars are all worne out of the memory of man, 

The ſecond is, the endeavor to bring up the Northern Army by Force and violence to 
aw the Parliament. To this his Majeſty hath fo often anſwered and received ſo little Re- 
ply, that he will only now briefly ſay, that according to the Evidence they have publiſhe 
themſelves, (and that before hearing the perſons concerned in ir, after fo long a time of the 
Houſes leiſure and their attendance, whoſe anſwer, it was perhaps feared, would have clea- 
red it more) it doth not appeare that there was ever any Endeavour uſed in it, nor — 
thing 
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thing further then a meer motion, which dyed as ſoon as it was conceived ; and it doth a p- 
peare that His Majeſty abſolutely diflik't as ſoon as by way of Diſcourſe it was but named 
to Him: But if it had been really endeavoured, it had been but an Endeavour towards 
that which was directly put in Execution by the Tumults, and Thoſe countenanc't by the 
Refuſall ofthe Houſe of Commons not only to puniſh them, but ſo much as to joyne wich 
the Lords in a Declaraticn againſt the like for the future, and by the Ropping the legall Pro- 
ceedings againſt Riots by a ſingle Order of the Houſe, 

The third is, His Majeſties comming in Perſon to the Houſe of Commons with many 
armed men to demand their Members to bee delivered up, His Majeſty confefſech He came, 
He denies that (to His knowledge) he came accompanied with any men otherwiſe armed, 
then with His Guard and Penſioners, in the ſame manner as He uſually came to the Houſe 
of Lords, and with ſome Gentlemen (as His Train when He goes to any publicke Place is 
alwaies ſo wayted on) with theic uſuall weapons, their ſwords, And if they had becne as 
carefull to publiſh what Perſons of Quality (as Sergeant Major eAſbl for one) teltified 
upon their knowledge and Oath, as what meine, unknowne, and unſworne Perſons de- 
livered upon their bare Credit, or upon heareſay, it would have appeared to His People 
how little violence was intended by any who came with Him, however armed; and what 
Care He tooke, and what Orders He gave to bee ſure to prevent any that poſſibly might 
have hapned. His Majeſty likewiſe confeſſ:s, That he demanded the Members He had ac- 
cuſed of high Treaſon ; but puts them withall in mind, that the houſe of Commons had 
hardly left him any other Courſe; having by their ſingle Order, the night before, intercep- 
ted all ordinary proceedings of Juſtice againſt chem, forbidding all Officers to attach any 
Member for any Crime without the conſent of the houſe, and encouraging the People in 
that caſe to aſſiſt them againſt any Officer ; though their Priviledges had been conſeſs d by 
a late Petition of both houſes not to extend to Treaſon ; and though this Order were as 
illegall and unjuſtifiable, as not only by his Majefties comming to the houſe, but even as 
any thing they would have had the People beleeve that he intended when he came, B ut 
what ever Breach of Priviledge there was in this, his Majeſty did not offer to juſtifie it by 
their preceeding breach of Law, but offered them often Reparation and ſatisfaction for it; 
but it ſeems nothing but the Ships, Forts, Parts, Magazine and Militia of the whole King- 
dome would appeare to them a Reparation, for a fingle, and (this Circumſtance conſidered) 
perhaps a diſputable Breach of Priviledge. 

The fourth is the Treaſon of the Earle of Strafford, to bring over the Iriſh Popiſh Army 
to conquer the Kingdome, To this his Majeſty replies, That whatever the Earle of Straf- 

fordcould have faid (for this Army he is ſure was never brought, nor, that he ever heard, was 
ever endeavoured to bee brought over, either to that or any other purpoſe) his Majelty cãnot 
ſee why it might not have remained buried with him, or why any other ſatis faction ſhould 
be given for it, or other ſecurity againſt the like, then the puniſhment he hath already 


undergone, ; 
Having given what Reaſons they can to juſtifie their limitations of his Ma jeſties Pro- 


D 
poſitions, This Declaration in the next place attempts to ſatisfie that Reaſon inſiſted on by 
his Majeſty, that it is his Right by Law, (to which they ſhould have added, and contrary 
to Law forced from him) and not being able to deny that, and yer being willing to deny 
ſomething , they quarrell at the phraſe , and deny that this power of diſpoſing theſe 
Commands is by Law abſolutely veſted in his Majeſty , and that becauſe he is tru- 
Red with them ſor the Defence and Safety of the Kingdome. His Majeſty ſtill ju- 
ſifies what he ſaid himſelfe , and yet confeſſes all that they ſay too, but only de- 
nies the Conſequence ; for no man is abſolutely veſted in any thing, if being truſted with it 
to ſome end hinder him from being ſo. The houſe of Commons is truſted with a Prepara- 
tory, the houſe of Lords is truſted with a Judicatory, the King, Lords and Commons are 
truſted with a Legiſlative Power, and all theſe have thoſe Truſts veſted in them for the pub- 
licke good; and are not yet all theſe Truſts abſolute, that is, ſubject to the Controule of no 
other Power ? is no man abſolutely veſted in his Goods, becauſe all We have We are truſted 
with for the glory of God ? his Majeſty meant only that this was ſo abſolutely veſted in 
him by Law, as nothing but a new Law, could without Breach of Law, take or hold it 
from him, 
But the Declaration is content to admit that too, only denies it to be a Reaſon why his 

Majeſty ſhould deny to alter that Law, when by Circumflance of Time and Affaires, that 
Power becomes deſtructive to the Common-wealth, and ſafery ofthe People, the Preſetva - 


tion whereof, is the chieſe end of the Law. And his Majeſty is equally ready to conteſle that 
it 
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it is no Reaſon, but doth abſolutely deny that this is the Caſe, ( inſiſting that the circum- 
ſtances of time and Affaires hath made this power mote neceſſary then ever to remaine in 
in his Majeſty for the protection and fafery of His People ) and He claimes Himfelfe to be as 
abſdlutely crafted by Law with the finall Judgement, whether it be the Caſe or no, and with 
a Power of rejecting any ſuch Alteration upon any ſuch Pretence, if it appeare but a Pre- 
rence to Him, as either Houſe is tufted ro ptopoſe any ſuch Alteration to the other, or both 
to Him, if it appeare to them neceſſary and convenient. | 
Bat ſa yes this Delaration, che two Houſts of Parliament being the repreſentative Body 
of rhe Kingdome, ate the moſt competent Judges thereof; and faies his Ma jeſty, The repre- 
ſentati ve Body of the Kingdome is indeed, and that is the King, Lords and Commons; elſe 
either the Head is no patt of the Body, ot atleaſt will be no longer then the Body pleaſe, 
Indeed che rwo Houſes in ſome ſenſe repreſent the Kingdome, in any action which the Law 
(which is the rule of the Kingdom) hath entruſted and enabled them to doe; but either one 
' Houſe or his Majeſty doe equally repteſent it in any thing, which the ſame Law bath enttu- 
ſted and enabled Him or them to doe: and for thoſe Actions in which the Law requires the 
Conſent of all three, every one is to be allowed their one ſeverall diſtin& judgment, for 
themſelves only, and any one without the other two have as much Right as any two, with- 
out the Third, to —_— the Kingdome, and to be competent Judges of the Caſe. And 
his Majeſty cannot but take notice how much teafon He had, not to yeeld to this Demand, 
fince the grant of this Demand would be received as an admiſſion of this Caſe, and it would 
Logically enough follow, That if his People cannot be ſafe, and He retaine this Power, Hee 
doth not deſerve to retaĩne any: and if theit Demands were granted, and the Armies upon 
their Demands disbarided, this conſequence in all Probability would ſoone be both percei- 
ved and preſt. 

But his Majeſty may without Prejudice admit both houſes to be the moſt competent Jud- 
ges in this particular, and then put them in minde, that before ſo many things had been done 
by che violent Party to turne the Tyde of Feares and Jealoufies, before they had involved 
the King and Subject in a common Suffering, and equally deſtroyed all the Property of the 
one, and Prerogatives of the other, by Orders anti Ordinances, and fo there then appeared 
leſſe neceſſity that this Power ſhould'remaine in the Crowne, either for the preſervation of 
it ſelfe or of the people; and little danger appearet? to the people if this power were thus 
ſhared. The houſe of Lords did then twice deliver this Judgement, That this power in his 
Majeſty was not become deſſructive to the Cotumon-wealth and ſafety of his people, nor 
the Alteration of chis Law neceſſary, by rwice' denying to joyne with the Commons in 
in their deſire, That part ( for the Ships and the Time were not then named) of this power 
might — andofikie Law altered; by which denyall the Commons were forced to 
Petition for it by themſelves. Nor did they only deny it, but both times, in full houſes, af- 
ter long and free debates, it was carriei upon the Queſtion by above Twenty voyces, and 
thatat a Time when all the Papiſts Lords had left the Towne, and hardly any Biſhops 
were left uncommitted (Twelve being at once clapt up upon an Accuſation of Treaſon, 
which they themſelves have ſince been aſhamed of enough to wave) who were then the 
Perſons uſually repreſented to the people to be the civill Counſellours of the Lords houſe, 
and to whoſe prevalence it was imputed in the firſt Remonſtrance of the houſe of Com- 
mons, that their good and neceſſary motions did not paſſe in that houſe. And as they de- 
nied it twice, ſo they would have denied it till now, if the Petition of many Thouſand poore 
people about London ( who certainly did not then believe the Lords to be competent Judges) 
and the demand of the houſe of Commons joyned to it, to be told the names of thoſe Lo 
who denied it, and the direct Threats of ſo many Petitioners (to which the former Tumalts 
gave ſufficient Credit that they would be really executed upon ſthem ) had nat made many 
of the Lords to be of his mind who would not diſpute with him who commanded thirty 
Legions, and give way to the potent Minor part to appeare the Major, by abſenting them- 
ſelves and ſuffering them to paſſe what they pleaſed. So that neither the Votes which then 
paſt to defire theſe particulars, nor the Execution of theſe Votes, and ſeaſing theſe particu- 
lars, with a violence yet greater then obtained the Votes, nor the multitude of Conſequences 
of the ſame kinde built upon chat foundation, can at all be ſaid to have had the Authority of 
beth Houſes, though molt of thoſe Actions have beene ſuch, as the Authority even of both 
houſes, how full and free ſo ever, would not be fafficient to juſtifie. And this opinion of the 
neceſſity of altering the Law in theſe points, was even then at moſt but the Opinion of the 
houſe of Commons, awed by a few Members affified by the commer people, and together 
with them awing the Lords. | they 
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They next pretend heartily to wiſh. that the Lawes and Statutes of the Kingdotne, may 
be the Rule of what is, or what is not to be done; bur how little fruit hath beene gathered 
from this Tree, they ſay let the experience of the laſt Eighteene yeares judge. To this his 
Ma jeſty replies, That ic is true in ſo ue ſenſe, they are willing theſe Lawes ſhould bte his 
Rule, chat is, that he goe no farther ( chough they will by no meanes allow him to goe neete 
fo farre ) but almoſt all their Ations, and moſt of their, Demands, and particula rly theſe, 
doe ſufficiently ſhew, that they will not admit of theſe Lawes and Scatutes to be any rule to 
them, And how much better fruic they have graff:d then they found growing, and whether 
they have not made uſe of the Cure and Remedie of Grievances, a Parliament, to impoſe 
more of all kind of grievances upon the people in cighteene moneths, then can bee obje d 
to His M ajeſtie or Miniflers upon the breach, and in the intermiſſion of Parliaments durin 
thoſe eighteen years, let experience be judge. And it cannot bur appeare ſtrange to his Ma- 
jeſty (if any ching could ſtill appeare ſtrange to him) that the illegalities under which his 

Subjects ſuff-red by ſome of his Miniſters, in ſome part of his Reigne, ſhould be now, and 
by them, laid as a charge upon him, when not onely the people have ſuffered farre greater 
illegalities and preſſures, upon the lame, if not leſſe pretences, by thoſe who charge him 
with them ; but when he bath by his acknowledgements, by his ample ſatisfactions, by 
the ſubmitting the offenders to puniſhment, how great ot neere ſoever to him, and by his 
many and ſolemne ptoteſtations, given gene to his people, that they ſhall nevet Fr the 
like under him: and when they on the other fide as good as profeſſe to the people, that they 
thinke chemſeives obliged to maintaine ( and conſequently are likely to continue) what they 
have done, becauſe they have done it, and that their actions ſhall not be retra ed, left ſome 
reflection or diſhonout fall upon both Houſes, and leſt they may ſeeme to pronounce a ſen- 
rencc of injuſtice and raſnneſſe againſt themſelves ; this being one of the reaſons given 2 
them, why they cannot readmit the Members they have expelled, And his Majeſty is confi- 
dent, that his people, when they ſhall confider both his Miniſters actions and theirs, and af- 
tet compare his ingenuity with their principles, will eaſily conceive under whoſe goyern · 
ment they are molt likely to returne to the known rule of the Law, and to find that eaſe,and 
to be continued in thoſe rights, in and to which they were borne, and of the exorbitance of 
whoſe power they have moll reaſon to haye any feares and jealouſies,and againſt whom they 
have moſt reaſon to defire to be ſecured that they (hall enjoy their rights. 

Nor doe they with more colour oppaſe. his Majeſties limitations and conditions then they 
defend their owne. They object aga inſt his Majeſties demand or limitation of being ſatisfied 
in his firſt propoſition, at if his Ships, Forrs,&c. were to be delivered before disbanding, 
it mult after be left co the pleaſure of the Papiſts, and other evill counſellouri about his Ma- 
jeſty, whecher they would disband or not. But his Majeſtie replies, That he made not his 
limitation in theſe termes, As ſoon as his firt Propoſition ſhould be wholly granted to him, 
But as ſoon as he ſhould be ſatisfied in his firſt Propoſition; which left roome enough upon 
debate to ha ve agreed either upon the time of delivery, or upon ſufficient caution, that after 
the deliycry the disbanding ſhould una voidably follow. Nor can his Majeſty looke upon 
this obje ion otherwiſe then as a jeſt, fince if after the performance of part of the conditi- 
ons he had refuſed to performe the reſt, he is perſwaded that ſo open a breach of faith would 
have given them a farce greater ſtrength then they had parted with in the Ships and Forts, 
and have rayſed aga inſt him a farre greater Army then he ſhould have refuſed to disband. 
Taxy object againſt his Demand of the reſtiturion of Members, that in his Demand no di- 
ſtin ion is made of Pei ſons, or Offences, when the reaſon thereof is, that really no diſtin- 
Rioncan be made, they being all equally innocent, and all equally in juriouſly expelled, not 
only for committing no crime, but for that duty and loyalty which deſerves both approbati- 
on and reward. And if they could make any diſtinRion in this point, ot any objeRion in 
any other, which might poſſibly have ſatisfied his Majeſty, why did they not continue the 

Treaty, and there offer it to, and debate it with his Majeſty, rather then break off the Trea- 
ty without giving any Anſwer to any part of his Majeſties Meſſage, and to turne themſelves 
wholly to the People, from whom no recurne could poſſibly be made, that might be in order 
to peace ? They object againſt the Reaſon of this Demand; (That theſe Members have 
been expelled only for adhering to his Majeſty ) That the ſame Reaſon may be uſed for the 
Judges who adhered to Him, by furniſhing him with great ſummes by illegall Judgemencs 
about Ship-money and Monopolies; and that he may aſwell require the Houſes to repeale 
the Impeachments and proceedings againſt them. To which His Majeſtic replies, That by 
never having appear d at all in the favour, excuſe or extenuation of the fault of thoſe Judges 
( who are to anſwer for any unjuſt judgement, in all which his Majeſty left them wholly to 
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their cooſciences, and whenſoever they offended againſt that, they wrong d his, Majeſty no 
lefſe then his people) and by his being yet ſo carefull of cheſe Lords aad Gentlemen, ii may 
appear chat his Majeſty conceives, that thoſe only adhete to him who adhere to him accordiag 
to Law. And whether the remaining part of the Houſes be not more apt to tcepgale their own 
Impeachments and proceedings againſi thoſe Judges ( if they conceive they may be made of 
uſe and brought to adhere to them) then his Majeſty is to require theꝝ ſhould. may appeare by 
their requiring in their fourteen Propoſitions, that Sir Jabs Bramfton(unpeacht by themſelves 
of ſo great miſde meanours ) may be made Chieſe Juſtice; and hy their freeing and retutur 
ing Juſtice Barkley ( accuſed by themſelves of high treaſon) to fis upon the Bench, rather 
then free and imploy Juſtice ¶Mallot, who was not legally committed at firſt, but fetcht from 
the Bench to Priſon by a Troop of horſe, and who after ſo many moneths impriſonment 
remaines not only unimpeacht, but wholly without any knowledge of kat crune hee is 
ſuſpected. 0 | , 
They next object againſt the per ſons in whoſe behalfe the Demand is made · And to this his 
Majelty replies. That to ſhew how far He was from having ray ſed this Army,. ot from incend- 
ing to imploy it to deſtroy this Parliament, or the AR for the continuance therephas is fallely 
and maliciouſſy charged upon Him: To avoid the Obje ion made againſt him, as if he any 
ly pretended to deſire to rule by Law, but would ceally be the only Judge of Law Him- 
elfe, and deny all judgement to both Houſes : To how how willing hee was that both 
Houſes ſhould be the Judges of what belong'd to them to judge, whenſoever they might be 
in that full and free condition in which it belong'd to them to be; and to avoid the Deſtru- 
Sion of the Kingdome, which would be occaſioned by the delay of disbanding, if that 
were not ended before all the preſent Differences, his Majeſty propoſed this way of a full 
and free meeting in Parliament, and to referre thoſe many differences berween him and the 
remaining part of both Houſes (on which he might with juftice have inſiſted, and which 
in themſelyes were neceſſary to be ſetled) till they might be ſetled in that meeting, and iuſi- 
Nod for the preſent only upon that which was neceſſary for the ſetting of fuch a meeting, 
And in ſuch a Convention, if the perſons now in queſtion ſhould upon debate have appea- 
red guilty of ſuch crimes, wherewith this Declaration charges them, as to have deſerted the 
houſe (hen intolerable tumults, and unjuſtifiable Votes drove them from it ] ta have diſo- 
beyed and contemned the authority of the Houſe, ( far not having ſubmittiug heir Allea- 
ꝑgiance to that authority) to have neglected the truſt xepoled in diem ( for ſtay ing no longer 
where they could not with freedome diſcharge it) and to have hy pra &iſes and hoftilicy en- 
deavonred to deſtroy both Parliament and People, ¶ for having aſſiſled his Majeſty, and de- 
ſended his perſon againſt an Army rayſed and fighting aga inſt him ) his Majeſty would 
have been very well contented if che Houſes ſhould then judge fo, that they ſhould have 
been finally expelled, and that the people might injay their intereſt and freedoime of choice 
and election. when it ſhould have been. juſtly deyolved to them. But by cheix geclining of 
this courſe ir is evident that they well know, in ſuch a full and free meeting, who would ap- 
peare by molt voyces to be the innocent, and who the guilty, who the deſerters, and who 
the drivers, and that then and there they would as liale be able to juſtifie their oe votes, 
as to condemne theſe perſans : and therefore having by force gat ſole poſſeſſion of the place 
are wiſely reſolved to admit none to judge there of what is Law, but only ſuch of the major 
part of whoſe judgements they are ſecure, as having been made inſtrumenta to ,violate- it- 
To his Majeſties demand of ſecurity from ſuch tumuks as formerly awed the Houſes, they 
only anſwer; That what js ſaid of awing the Members is a high and dangerous af ſion 
raiſed without doubt to invalide the ARs and proceedings of Parliament, but to the n 
particulars urged byhis Majefty they are wholly ſilent; and neither deny ſuch ſumultuous 
aſſemblies to have been, nor the Lords to haye twice in vaine complained of them, and deſi- 
red the Houſe of Commons to joyne wich them in a Declaration againſt them; nor can 
they deny but the Lords ᷣdded this Reaſong Left ſuch Aﬀewbliesvight bee derogatory from 
the good «Ati» made, and to bee made in this Parliament all which Acts never cles that 
Houſe undqubtedly did not intend to inyalide, either by that deſire, ot by that reafon, Nor 
can any man, that hath ſeen what proteſtations his Ma jeſty hath taken, (all which hee doth 
now againe renew) for maintaining of the Laws comſented to by his Majeſtic: this Parlia- 
ment, bat ſufficiently free his Majeſty from the aſperſion of having rais'd this. to-invalide 
thoſe, But if they meane, by their proceedings, the Votes, Oxders, Ordinances and Decla- 
rations, wherewith they have almoſt daily oppreſt his ſubJeRs4- and deſamed bis, Majeſty 
fince thoſe tumults; if they meant — have glyen by per ſonall contribu- 
tions, 
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Wong, by oaths, by Commiſſions of Generalſhip, and the like, to the preſent rebellion 
Emin 1 : Hee then confeſſeth, not that Hee rais'd this aſperſion, but that hee 
d chis truth, as an argument of the more evident invalidity of their preſent proceed- 
ings, Which thoſe rumuilts, ( and apprehenſions of the like, and of an Army now in the 
City to — then the inclination of both Houſes, may appeate to have pro- 
duced. Arid this appeares to bee no leſſe then Opinion too, by their being ſo infinite- 
ly unwilling to ſuffer the Members to meet in ſo ſecure a manner, that they may 
bee hindred by no awe from declaring to all the world, whether they were awed 
befure or no; and thence the world may judge of theſe mens averſion from all a+» 
greement , when in order to fo bleſſed a thing as Peace, they refuſe fo juſt a demand 
2s 5 % ; 
They nert object againſt adjourning twenty miles from London, and in the firſt place 
they object ainſt it, That in making that a condition of disbanding to which by Law they 
are not toconſent, His Majeſty requires a new Law by Armes; in which they are 
Wholly deceived, for his Majeſty never made it a condition; to have ſecurity for Himſelfe 
and both Houſes from tumults (which they cannot deny to have beene, and againſt which 
hotwithſtanding they doe not offer any other kind of ſecurity ) his Majeſty did demand as a 
condition, (and ſecurity is undoubtedly his Majeſties due by Law) but the adjournment 
was onely expreſs d as that which his Majeſty only conceived to be the onely ſecurity ; nor 
but if they could find a better or by another way, his Majeſty would as readily approve of 
it. But his Majeſty appeals to the world, whether his Majelty ought to have done lefle for 
his ſafety and that of the Meinbers, and the freedome of their Votes, then to demand ſecuri- 
againſt Tumults : whether he could doe more for Peace, then to bee ready to accept any 
ufficient ſecurity that they ſhould offer, and withall to bee induſtrious to finde out a fit 
meanes for that ſecurity himſelfe, and to =__ it in fo large a manner to them, as to leave 
them to chooſe their owne place out of all the reſt of England; and whether on the other 
ſide, they could doe leſſe toward either, then not to grant the ſecurity, when they cannot de- 
ny the —_ and not only not to ſecke after, and offer any one way that mighe ſecure, but 
ſoabſolutely to refuſe that reaſonable way of ſecurity which is offered to them; whether the 
ihconvenience of removing Records twenty miles, ought to be in any ballance with the mi- 
ſeries of a Warrez whether the avoiding of this (but eacite ) confeſſion of that truth, 
( which they call a ſeandall, but can never prove one) that his Majeſty was forced for His 
ſafety to withdraw from his Patliatnent, (of which the Army raiſed without his conſent, to 
bring in triumpli to the Houſes, Perſons accuſed of high treaſon by Him, were alone a ſuffi- 
tient teſtimony ) and that the members were awed ( when their names were ſometimes de- 
rmanded, and ſometimes poſted, their perſons laid hands on, and the tumultuous multitude 
neither puniſhe nor diſcoumtena he d ſo much as by a Declaration; ) whether the feare left 
London (in which and by a part of which all this was done) ſhould ſeeme to ſuffer under a 
Charge : And lafily, whether the Doubt leſt in any place out of London his Majeſty ſhould 
againe come to the Houſe of Commons with arined men, (upon what apparance of Right, 
aſter what orders againſt his knowne Right, and with how little either intention, offer, or 
colour of violence He came thicher having beene ſhewed before,) can appeare a ſufficient 
reaſon for their reſclution againſt ſuch an adjournment, in ordet to the publike peace: And 
wherher, although there were no neceſſity of it but his Majeflies deſire, ( who out of com- 
pliance with them hath put the abſolute power out of his owne hands, not only of adjourn- 
ing the Parliament Whithet, but of diſſolving it When he pleaſed ) it might not ſeeme no 
unrea ſonable requeſt after ſo large a Grant. 
ir chitd part is to prove his Majeſties averſion to Peace by ſeverall circumſtances, 
The firſt is bis having denied to receive their petitions, which his — never did, for if 
they meane ( which was all he ever did towards any refuſall) his refuſing to receive any 
from or by any perſon accuſed of high treaſon by him, (when they had other and more 
direct wayes of ſending to him, as they had then by the Earle of Eſſex, if they had not gone 
out of theit Way, out of defire to have it refuſed.) They may as well fay, Hee hath refuſed 
ill that haye ever finee come to him from them, fot hee continued alwayes to make that ex · 
ception: and if their hope of preſent and totall victoty, had not made them infift upon that 
before Edpehilh, which they quitted after, the Petition, offered to have beene ſent from my 
Lord of Effex from the head of his Army, had beene then received too by any other 
Linde of hand; though if his Majeſty were rightly informed of the contents of that 
Petition; txeither their offer of ſuch a Petitich could ſhow any inclination to Peace 
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in them, nor could his abſolute refuſall have ſhowed any averſion to it iti His 
Majcltie. 

The ſecond is, That their Committee muſt not; without a ſpeciall ſaſe Conduct and pros 
tection from Him, have acceſſe to Him, a Liberty incident to them not only as Members of 
the Parliament, and employed by both Houſes, but as they were freeborne SubjeRs. To this 
His Majeſtic replies, That He never denied their Committee to have acceſſe to Him with- 
out a fafe Conduct; nor dil Heeever ſo much as mention any to them. The firft motion 
concerning a ſafe Conduct, was in a Lotter from the Lord Grey of Warke, Speaker pro tem- 
pore, of the Lords Hauſe, to either of his Majeſties Secretaries, dated the thirdof November, 
1642. defiring one for that Committee, which after attended his Majefty at Colebrooke ; 
and the ſame was againe deſired for the Committee appointed to Treat at Oxid by a Letter 
from the Earle of Mancheſter, Speaker of th: ſame Houſe, to the Lord Fawikhiand, dated 
the 28. of February, And muſt it not ſeeme ſtrange to all the World, that his Majeſlies 
granting of that which both Houſes in order to the Treaty ask'd of Him, ſheuld bee after 
charged upon Him as a provocation laid in the way to interrupt or breake off the Treaty? 
Aud fince undoubtedly ( and that rea ſonably) ĩt would have beene interpreted averſion in 
his Majeſty from Peace, if Hee had denied this when it was askt ; His condition was very 
hard, when, it ſeemes, Hee could not either way have avoided this imputation, whether Hee 
had denied or granted it. But his Majeſty defires His SubjeRs to confider the great diffe- 
tence betweene what his Majeſtie bath cauſe to complaine of, and what they doe. Mr. A- 
lexander Hampdenemployed by his Majefly with an Olive branch, a Meſſage for Peace di- 
reed to both Houſes, incloſed in a Letter to the Speaker of the Lords Houſe, having his 
Majefties Paſſe · teſtifying that hee was ſo employed, having delivered this Meſſage to the 
Lords Houſe, and that Houſe having received it as a gracious Meſſage, is committed by the 
houſe of Commons ( not withſtanding the liberty of acceſſe ſaid to bee incident to all free- 
borne Subjects) for nat having a ſafe Conduct from their Genecall, upon pretence of an 
Order of that Houſe but lately made, and never paſt the Lords, nor publiſhe by themſelves; 
and nocwithſtanding chat the Lords ata Conference deſired the Meſſengers releaſe, upon the 
aforeſaid reaſons, and that hee was ſent to them, and that their owne Meſſengers had divers 
times of late gone to Oxford in the ſame manner, and none of his Majeſt ies had come other- 
wiſe, yet the only anſwer returned was, 7 bat they wanld fland to their owne order, Upon 
which his Majefty cannot but obſerve, Firft, chat how great Authority ſoever both Houſes 
expect to have with his Majefly, yet one Houſe hath bur a lictle with the other. Secondly, 

That the priviledge of that Houſe is as little conſidered as their interceſſion . fince undoub- 
tedly, if the Lords ( who in many caſes have power to commit, which the Houſe of Com- 
mons hath net over more then their owne Members, in any caſe but of breach of priviledge) 
had commicted a Meſſenger ſent to the houſe of Commons ( eſpecially from any to whole 
Meſſengers they paid holfe that teſpect which they owe to his Majeſties) upon an Order 
only of their owne Houſe, and having comminted him without their Conſents, ſhould not 
releaſe him at their defire, it would have beene lookt upon by them as no leſſe a breach of 
Priviledge, then His Majeftics comming to their houſe. Thirdly, That by this His Ma- 
jeſty hopes that the violent party doth now ſce better times are not farre off, ſince 
Hee is told by this very Declaration, That evi Spirits doe then rage moſt, when they thinks 


they maſt be caſt aut. 


The grounds of their Third and Fourth ( for ſuch as have beene taken notice of by the by, 
and replied to before, need not to bee repeated) are theſe. During the Treaty two Procla- 
matious iſſued at Oxford againſt Aſſociations, and raifing of Forces and Taxes by vertue 
of Ordinances, in which his Majefty charges a Traiterous and rebellious Army of Brow- 
nifts, Anabaptiſts, and Atheiſts ( but not both Houſes, as, for want of being charged, they 
charge themlelyes ) to endeavour to take away His Life, and the Religion and Lawes of 
the Kingdome. And ſome Letters were intercepted, by which, they ſay, it probably ap- 
peares to them, that his Majeſty had then defignes upon Ralingwerth, Scarborough, and 
Briſtol. But His Ma jeſty thinkes ic ſtrange that it ſhould bee expected, That this Treaty 
ſhould have fo much influence on one fide, and ſo lietle on the other, that during the Trea» 
ty, taxes may bee illegally laid and levied, and His Majeſty may not legally forbid them; 


That Souldiers of the Earle of Efex his Armie daily raile againſt Epiſcopacy, breake 
2 2 into 
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itito Churches, pull downe Organs and Monuments, teare Surplices and Common- 
Prayer Bookes, and His Majeſty may not call them Brownilts ; That that Army may goe 
on daily during the Treaty in overt Acts of Rebellion and Treaſon, and ic mult bee an in- 
terruption of the Treaty in His Majeſty to call them Rebells and Traitours; That Hee 
may not ſay they endeavour to take His Life, who hath ſhot at Him as often as Hee 
hath come within Cannon ſhot of them; And that the Treatie ſhould not oblige them from 
taking any Towne or Caſtle of his Majeſties from Him, and yet his Majeltie bee obli- 
ged by it, neither to regaine any of His Townes, or receive any of His owne Caſtles; 
That Sir William Waller may really take CMalmsbury and Tewxbury, and his Majeſty mult 
not ſo much as thinke of Scarborough or Briſtol; upon which City as his Majeſty doth 
avow to have had a Deſigne to recover it from the Rebels, ſo Hee abſolutely denies 
it to have beene either bloody or barbarous, Epithites which they are pleaſed to give it, 
but for what reaſon hee cannot imagine, his Majeſty abhorring all thought of what is 
printed at London, That it was intended Man, Woman, and Childe, ſhould have been 
all killed in that Towne, that had not ſuch a Word, or wore not ſuch -a Ribband : 
Though ſome word or marke might well bee agreed on, not with intention to kill all 
that had ic not, but that more particular care might bee taken of their protection that 
had it, not onely from all danger, but from all diſreſpect. But the execution upon cold 
blood .of ſome of the principall Citizens of that City for their loyalty to his Majeſty 
upon a fingle Order, wichout the leaſt colour of any legall proceedings, will appeate 
to all men moſt barbarous and bloody, and ſuch a murther as his Majeſty muſt not 
leave unrevenged , nor can His Subjects looke upon otherwiſe, then as purpoſely 
now committed to make peace yet more impoſſible, and as an earneſt of that intolerable 
Arbitrarie Government, which they mult alwayes expect to ſuffer under, if that violent 


party ſhould prevaile. 


Since therefore, notwithſtanding theſe frivolous objeRions , his Majeſties Deſire of 
Peace (by his earneſtneſſe for it both before, and during, and after the Treaty) doth fo 
full appeare; and fince their inclination to the contrary ( by their moſt earneſt and utmoſt 
endeavoursto hinder both the beginning, continuance, and renewing of the — is no 
leſſe evident; fince in the Treaty his Majeſties maine aime was the immediate disbanding 
of the Armies, and that differences might bee debated in a full and free Convention in 
Parliament, and that to that end the Parliament might be reſtored to the naturall and ge- 
nuine Condition, and all things only reſtored into that Rate wherein they were when the 
Houſes were full and free ; lince his Majefly askt nothing chat they could deny to 
bee due to Him by Law, and his Majeſtie denied nothing that themiſelyes could claime 
by Law to belong to them, nor any one thing of that publicke neceſſitie or value as de- 
ſerves the ſhedding of one drop of that Sea of blood which will bee ſpent in this unna- 
turall Quarrell ; ſince his Majeſty made the laſt moſt reaſonable Propofition , and they 
will never ſuffer it to bee granted nor debated, and three Meſſages of his Majeſties cannot 
obtaine one Anſwer, his Majeſty hopes that the ſcales will now fall from the eyes of 
His moſt blindly ſeduced Subjects, and they will now bee able to diſcerne both their 
Duty, and their Intereſt by ſo cleare a Light; that it will bee no longer in the power 
of this violent party, to ingage them to bee Wicked that they may bee miſerable, and 
by oppoſing Juſtice to deſtroy Peace, And his Majeſty doth mot earnefily conjure 
thoſe, whoſe fault hath hitherto procceded rather from want of heat, then want of light, 
who out of too much care of their private ſafety have beene either lookers on, or have at 
once diſliłk d and countenanc'd theſe Courſes, that they at laſt rouſe up their Courage to 
take part with their Conſcience, and feare to bee damned more then to bee Plundred, and 
conſider that if they will deſert and oppoſe that party whom their Tameneſſe only makes 
conſiderable, and unite themſelves with but halfe that Induſtry to defend his Majeſty, and 
che Religion and Law eſtabliſh'd, which the others uſe to deſtroy them all, they may 
avoid che One, and bee in no danger of the Other, their numbers being ſuch, that if they 
once but knew one another, by meerely joyning to appeaie to thinke as they doe, they 
might ſpeedily end this (truly ſtyled by them) the worſt kinde of Warre, both as it is 
of Engliſh againſt Engliſh, and of Subjects againſt their Prince. But if they ſhall ſtill 
ſuffer themſelves to bee carried away with the Streame, they will by that ſuffer the Power 
of the violent Party totake ſo deepe a roote (by being ſeized of all the Armes, Ships, and 
ſtrong 


(117 ) 
ſtrong places of the Kingdome ) that if they Chould happen to prevaile in this Warre againſt 
His eſte, they will (in deſpight not only of them; but of their preſent Rulers, if they 
ſhould bee willing to divert them) extirpate the Law Root and Branch, alter the whole 
frame of Government, introduce Democracy, Independance and Parity, and leaye neither 
King, Ghurch nor Gentleman: and ( beſides that they will then appeare to themſelves 
guilty of this intollerable innovation, which they have not timely enough oppoſed) this 
Party will then forget that they did not oppoſe them at all, and remember that they did 
aſſiſt them but a little, will diftinguiſh berweene thoſe who aſſiſted them out of zeale and 

out of feare, and who are now called moderate, they will then call Malignant, and 
the Inequality Injuſtice and Oppreſſion then they will then indure, will too late diſ+ 
cover to them to their Coſts, That they have undone themſelves with too 
much Diſcretion, and obtain'd nothing by their unjuſtifiable 
cautious Compliance but to bee 
deftroyed laſt,

* been lately deviſed and pꝛactiſed in ſeverall Churches and C with- 
in this Realm, and Dominion of Wales, without warrant ot Law, to the 
great greveiance and diſcontent of His Pateſifes loving Subieds: And whereas the 
L 02ds day hath been much pꝛolaned, by aſing of Spdzts and Paſtimes upon the ſanie 
day; and the P ꝛeaching of Gods holy Wozd hath been by the undue pzadiſes of divers 
Biſhops and their adherents mach hindzed and reſtrained, Lecurers ſuppzeſſed, and 
many godly and learned Pzeaching Piniſters mach diſcouraged and oppzeſſed, to the 
great diſpleaſure of Almighty God, and ſcanvall of this Church. Foz t?medy whereof. 
Be it Enacted and declared by The KIN GS Molt Exellent Majeſty, and the Lozos 
and Commons in this pꝛeſent Parliament aſſembled,and by authozity of the ſame, That 
in all. and every the Churches and Chappels, as well Cathedzall and Collegiate, as o- 
ther Churches and Chappels; and other uſuall places of publique P2ayer authoziſed by 
Law within this Realme of England and Dominion of Wales, All Alters ana Tables 
of ſtone Mall befoze the firſt day of April in the yeare of our L God .

Theſe pretended Commiſſioners make it criminall to fuch Te- 
nants as ſhall refuſe to p-;; in che Rents unto thein, threatning them with ſevere puniſh» 
ments for their negle& and contempt. 

Theſe Letters further inform us, what adviſe the Author hath commended to His Maje- 
{ty concerning the Members of both Houſes, That He ſhould not allow of a Treaty with

His Majeſties Meſſage, ſent the twentieth of May, 1643.

Ince His Majeſties Meſſage of the twelfth of April, (in which He conceived He had 
8 ſuch an overture for the immediate disbanding of all Armies, and compoſure of 
theſe miſerable and preſent Diſtractions by a full and free convention of Parliament 
that a perlect and ſetled Peace would have enſued : ) Hath in all this time, above a full 
Month, procured no anſwer from both Houſes ; His Majeſty might well believe Him- 
ſclfe ablolved both before God and man, from the leaſt poſſible charge of not having 
uſed His uttermoſt endeavours for Peace. Yet when He conſiders that the ſenſe of all 
this Calamity is in the bowels of His owne Kingdome, that all the blood which is 
ſpilt is of his owne ſubjecte, and that what victory ſoever (it (ball pleaſe God to give 
him) muſt bee over thoſe, who ought not to have liſted up their hands againſt hi 
when he conſiders that theſe deſperate civill difſentions may incourage and invite a for- 
reigneEnemy, to mokea prey ot the whole Nation: That Ireland is in preſent danger 
to be totally loſt : That the heavy judgements of God, plague, peſtilence, and famine, 
will bethe inevitable attendants of this unnaturall contention : And that in a ſhort time, 
there will be ſo generall a habit of uncharitableneſſe and cruelty contraſted through 
the whole Kingdome, that even Peace it ſelfe will not reſtore his people to their old 
temper and ſecurity : His Majeſty cannot but againe call for an Anſwer to that His Gra- 
cious Meſſage, which gives ſo faire a riſe to end theſe unnaturall diſtraftions: Aud His 
Majeſty doth this with the more earneſtneſſe, becauſe he doubts not the condition of 
His Armies in ſeverall parts, the ſtrength of Hor Foot, Artillery, His plenty of Am- 
munition, (when ſome men lately might conceive Hee wanted) is ſo well knowne and 
I, that it muſt be conſt, ing but the tenderneſſe and love to His 
and thoſe Chriſtian impreſſions, which alwayes live, and He hopes alwayes (ball duel 
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in His heart, could move Him once more to hazard a refuſall: And He requires them ag 
they will anſwer to God, to Himſel e, and all the World, that they will no lo 
ſuffer their fellow Subjects to welter in each others blood, that they would * 
by whoſe authority, and to what end they met in the Councell; and ſend ſuch an An- 
ſwer to His Majeſty, as may open a doore to let in a firme peace and ſecurity to the whole 
Kingdome: It His Majeſty ſhall againe be diſappointed of His intentions therein, the 
blood,rapine, and deſtruction, which may follow in England and Ireland, will be caſt 
upon the account of thoſe, who are deafe to the motive of Peace and Accommodation,

Hereas divers good Orders have been lately made By both 

Houſes of Parliament, fot ſuppreſſing the great late abuſes, 

and frequent diſorders in Printing many falſe, forged, ſcans 
dalous, ſeditious, libelous, and unlicenced Papers, Pamphlets, and Bookes 
to the great defamation of Religion and Government. Which ordert ( not- 
Þichſtanding the diligence of the Contpany of Stationers, to put them in 
full execution) have taken little or no eſett: By reaſon the Bill in prepara- 
tion; for redreſſe of the ſaid diforders bath hitherto been rttarded through the 
preſent diſtractions, and very mam, aſwell Stationers and Printers, as 
others of ſundry other proſeſSions not free of the Stationets Company, have 


* taken 
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taken upon them to ſet up ſundry private Printing Preſſes in corners, and 
to print, vend, publiſh and diſperſe Books, Pamphlets and papers, in ſuch 
multitiides, that no induFrie could be ſufficient to diſcover or bring to 
niſhment, all the ſeverall abounding delinquents ; And by reaſon that divers 
of the Stationers Company , and others being Delinquents ( contrary 
to former orders, and the conſtant cuſtome uſed among the ſaid (on. 
pany ) have taken liberty to Print, Vend and publiſh,the moſt profitable wen. 
deble Copies of Bookes, belonging to the ( ompam, and other Stationers, eſpe, 
cially of ſuch Agents as are imployed in putting the ſaid Orders in Executi. 
on, and that by way of revenge for giving information againſt them to the 
Houſes for their Delinquencies in Printing, to the great prejudice of the ſaid 
Company of Stationers and Agents, and to their Qcouragement in this pubs 
litke ſervice.

and cruell effects of an unnaturall civill Warre, being too viſible, and apparent in 

all the parts thereof; and the power of the Sword ſo prevailing, as that the pub- 
lique Juſtice of the Kingdome cannot be expected to be adminiſtred in a juſt and indifferent 
way, but that — and Miniſters thereof may be terrified, and awed by the power of 
Armed men; And alſo for preventing af inconveniencies, which may happen by afſ:ablg

reſort to them, ſo they expect that all ſuch as have cauſe to complaine, ſhould addreſſe them- 
ſelves to ſeeke reliefe in a peaceable and orderly manner, and not in a way of violence, and 
force, yet that this may ſhew their care of the Publique ſafery, and their unwillingneſſe u 
apply the rigour of Iuſtice to the Cure of theſe Diſternpers, if they ſhall be capable of mare 
milde remedies ; And out of their tender compaſſion of thoſe People, who by theſe Tunub

A Declaration of the Commons aſſembled in 
Patliament, Concerning the Riſe and progreſſe of the Grand 
Rebellion in Ireland, with ſeverall Examinations of Perſons 
| of quality,and other Paſſages of confequence. 


He Commons in Parliament doe obſerve, that the grand deſigne of altering Rel 
gion throughout His Majeſties Dominions, had a more ſpeciall influence in In. 
land, as being more remote from view, and more propence to receive ſuch impre 
| lion, and therefore they think fir to call to minde ( as introductive to that wid 
follows.) ſame particular footſteps, by which Popery hath been advanced, and true Religion 
.diſcountenanced in that Kingdom, ſince the acceſſeof His Majeſtic tothe Crown of Englod, 

Ia ie ſecond yeare of His Majeſties Raigne, certain Propoſitions were ſer on foot in In 
land, the ſcope whereof was to fautour and indulge Popery in that Kingdome, as namely 
to ſuſpend all proceedings againſt the Papiſts, for being marryed, or for procuring thet- 
children to be chriſtened by popiſh Prieſts, to allow the ſuing out of Liverics & Ontre LI. 
mains by the Papiſts, without taking the Oath of Supremacie ; with many like Priviledgs 
to the Papiſts. The Deſigne being to bring in a more publique Tolletation of the popih 
Religion in that Kingdom, for a ſumme of Money to be paid to His Majeſtie for the fant 
Theſe Propoſitions and Deſigne were ſo groſſe and ſcandalous, that even the then Biſhopsd 
Ireland, by a writing under their hands bearing date the 26 of November, 1626. did make 1 
Proteſtation, ſetting forth how grievous a fin it was to conſent to ſuch Tolleration of Pope 
ry, and that to grant it in reſpect of any Money to be given, were to ſer Religion to (al, 
and withall, the ſoulsof the ptople whom Chrift hath redeemed with his pretious blood 
And that, as it was a great ſin, ſo they did conceive it of moſt dangerous conſequence, as 
the (aid Proteſtation herewith printed may appeare: And although the Houſe of Common 
in their Remonſtrance made in the third year of His Majeſties Raigne, did truly informs 
that.cven then thePapiſh Religion was openly proſeſt in every part of that Kingdome, thit 
Monaſteries and Nynneries were chen newly exected and repleniſhed, with men and womd! 
of ſeyerall Orders, that this might prove of eyill conſequence, if not ſeaſonable repreſſed 
therefore moſt humbly beſought His Majeſtie, to lay the ſerious conſideration thereof to HB 
Reyall and pious heart, and that ſome ſpeedy coutſe might bee taken for redreſſe therein; 


Let how this faithfull and timely advice of the Biſhops of Ireland, and the Come 
| | Eng 
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England was followed, and what ſpeedy courſe was taken for redrefſe therein, will appeare 
by this which inſures, For, 


N the beginning of the Fourth year of His Majeſties Raigne, upon the agreement of cer- 
| par Agents ſent from [reland to His Majeſty (all or moſt part of them · being profeſſed 
Papiſts ) theſe Propoſitions and Graces, with many like Additions, were granted and con- 
firmed by His Ma jeſtie, in conſideration of One hundred and twenty thouſand pounds, to 
be leryed in three years upon the Kingdome in generall, as well upon the Proteſtants as upon 
che Papiſts: How great an encouragement to the Papiſts this was, and what an inſufferable 

ure to the Proteſtants, that beſides the illegall impoſing ic upon them, without their con- 
ſent in Parliament, they mult be compelled to purchaſe with their money, Tollerations and 
Immunities for the Papiſts, let even thoſe men judge who will bee ſtiled the moderate and 
honeſt Proteſtants, whiles with all their faculties of body and minde, they ſtrive to advance 
Popery, and to root up the Proteſtant Religion, and the Liberty of the Subject. 

Many potent and notorious Papiſts have been created Peers by His Majeſtie, whereby the 
Votes of the Popiſh party in the Lords Houſe (too many before) are much encreaſed, and 
thoſe Papiſts become more powerfull and more exemplary in their reſpeRive Countries, to 
the great encouragement and growth of Popery, and diſcouragement to the good people of 
chat Kingdome. 

That when by direction of che Lord Chancellour Leftus, and the Batle of Corke, then 
Lords Juſtices, proceedings were begun againſt the Papiſts, upon the Statute of 2. Elix. for 
not comming to Church, and the Judges in their Circuits gave that Statute in charge, and 
Indictments were framed thereupon, directions were ſent from England, to ſuſpend and tay 
all proceedings upon that Statute, when by taking the penalty impoſed by that Statute, being 
Nine pence, fur abſenting from Church Sundayes and Holy-dayes, the poore Proteſtants 
there might have been caſed of many heavy payments and Taxes which were after impoſed 
upon them, and the Papilts cither brought to conformity, or elſe kept fo under, that this Re- 
bellion, if not wholly prevented, yet could not have proved fo Univerſall, and ſo bloody 
28 no it is. 

That the late Earle of Strafford be ing the Kings Lieutenant there, did by his great Favo- 
rite Sir George Ratchff, one of His Majeſties Privie- Councell of that Kingdome, hold cor- 
reſpondencie wich the Popiſh Clergie, and particularly with Pan Harris, a knowne Prieſt, 
who had both publique and private acceſſe to Sir George Ratcliff at all times, as well by 

ight as by day. 
* 20 1636. che Earle of Strafford, carryed with him into Ireland, Sir Toby 
Mathews, a notorious, pernicious Engliſh Jeſuiced Prieſt,(baniſhed at the beginning of this 
Parliament upon the importunity of both Houſes ) lodged this Prieſt over againſt the Ca- 
ſtleof Dublin, the houſe where che Earle did himſelfe refide, and from whence this Prieſt 
daily rode to the publique Mafſ:-houſes in Dublin, and negotiated the engaging of the Pa- 
piſts of Ireland, in the Warre againſt Scotland. 

When the late Lord Chanc: Loſtus, and the Earl of (orke, were Lords Juſtices, they en- 
deayoured to ſuppteſſe the Mafl: houſes in Dublin, and to convert them to pious uſes ; one 
which was in the ſtreet called the Back-lane, they diſpoſed of to the Univerſity of Dablin, 
who placed a Rector, and Schollars in it, and maintained a weekly Lecture there; ro which 
Le dure the Lords Juſtices and State of Ireland did uſually reſort, to the great countenancing 
of the Proteſtant Religion there; But after the Earle of Strafford came to the Government, 
the Lecture was put down, the Schollars diſplaced, and the houſe became a Maſſe-houſe, as 
formerly it had been, 

That divers Monaſteries and Nunneries were newly erected immediately before the Re- 
bellion brake forth in divers parts of that Kingdome : That at the Naa where the Earle of 
Strafford had his chief ſeat and reſort, Convents of Friars, namely, Auguſtines, Franciſcan, 
Dominicans, were not onely permitted, but alſo an houſe built there by the ſaid Earle, for an 
other purpoſe ( as he pretended ) ſoon after the building was converted to a Friery, by the 
connivenceof the ſaid Earle, 

That the Popiſh Iriſh Army was kept on foot there for a long time after the beginning of 
this Parliament, contrary to the advice and frequent defires of both Houſes of Parliament, 
and to the great furtherance of this Rebellion, by teaching thoſe barbarous villains the 
knowledge of Arms under the notion of fighting againſt Scotland, but now made uſe of to 
extirpare both Engliſh and Scots from the Kingdom of Ireland. 

And that Lead might not be wanting tg the co npleating of this intended Rebellion) as 
it 
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it had been in the laſt great Rebellion there, to the great diſadvantage of the then Rebells) 


the Silver Mines of that Kingdome (which doe afford great ſtore of Lead, and therefore fi 

onely to be in the hands of Proteſtants of known integrity) were farmed out by His Maje- 

ſtie ro moſt pernicious Papiſts, namely, Sir George Hamilton, Sir Baſil S rob, and the like; 

and upon the diſcoyery of the Plot for the ſurpriting of the City and Caſtle of Dablin, di- 

vers barrels of Muſquet- bullet were found (upon ſearch) in the houſe of the ſaid Sir George 
Hamilton in Dnblin. 

Before this Rebellion brake forth, the Earle of Strafford (well knowing the ready 

way to endear his Prince, was to promote his profit) had by a violent endeavour en- 
titled His Majeſtic by Office ro the whole Counties of Roſcommon , Mayo, Slego, Gu. 
loway and Clare, and to a great part of the Counties of Limerick, and T pperary , by 
which means a door was opened, not onely to increaſe His Majeſties revenue in a very gteat 
proportion, but there wich to ſettle a Plantation of Engliſh Proteſtants, to the advancement 
of Religion, anal ſafety of that Kingdom; And however the proceedings of the Earle here 
in were not to be juſtificd in all points, yet when the Committee was ſent from Jreland, xt 
the beginning of this Parliament, to complain of divers grievances, they had no particular 
directions to mention this for one: neither did that Committee ever attend His Majeſtie to 
complain thereof, or deſire a redreſſe therein, ( conceiving the mentioning thereoſ wouldex- 
ceedingly diſtaſte His Majeſtie) untill His Majeſtic freely offered to depart with His Title w 
the former proprietors; But on the conttary, the Lords Juſtices, and Councell of Ireland ap- 
prehending the great advantage of this ſervice, did by their Letters exceedingly importune 
His Majeſtie, that he would not part with His Title to thoſe Counties and lands; and that 
the Plantation of Engliſh Proteſtants might proceed as was formecly intended: But when 
thoſe miſchievous Councells, ( now onely prevalent with His Majeſtie) found that the bar 
liament had both diſcovered and interrupted them in ſome meaſure, and that their Deſigne 
could be no longer carryed on by fraud and ſubtilties, as before 3 and had therefore proje- 
Red this hideous Rebellion, then the Lord Gormanſt own, Sir Donnaugh Mac Cart ii, Knight, 
now Lord Viſcount Munberry, Nicholas Plunket, Uncle to the Earle of Fingal, Sir Roe. bu 
Lynch, and Jeffery Brown a Lawyer ( all principall and active Rebels now in Traland, Jand 
Thomas Bauri ( who was named a Commiſſioner in the late Commiſſion to treat with the 
Rebels, and whoſe father, brothers, and kindred, are all now in Rebellion, being the chick 
of the Popiſh part of that Iriſh Committee: were conſulted and carrefled at Whitehall, 
and. they or ſome of them without the privity of the reſt of that Committee, had divers pti- 
vate conferences with the King in the Q aces preſence : and what Clandefline agreement 
was made with thoſe Rebels may eaſily be imagined, when upon their private mediation 
His Majeſtie was induced to give away theſe five whole Counties, with a great part of the 
Counties of Limmeric and Tipperary ; after ſo great an endeavour had been uſed for diver 
years together, to entitle His Majeflie to the ſame ; and all this for a rent of 2000. pounds 
or thereabouts, when as in finding the Offices, ſearching Records, and ad meaſuring the 
Counties. and Lands, the King had expended out of His Own Coffers cen thouſand pounds 
and upwards. And this ſervice of entitling the King, was before that time eſteemed ſuch : 
Mialſter-piece of the ſaid Earle, that ſome perſons who came over to complaine againſſ the 
Earle for the ſame, were impriſoned here, and after ſent into Ireland to be further dealt with 
as the ſaid Earle ſhould think fir. 

Neither is it improper to obſerve upon this occaſion, the extream difference between this 
Superlative Indulgence to the Iriſh Papiſts, by this unuſuall bounty, and that exquiſite pic, 
of injuſtice offered to the City of London, in the caſe of London Derry and Collerane , which 
ſhews the Land of Ireland is worth the owning, where no greater compenſation is propo- 
ſed for the parting therewith: And His Majeſty was drawn to tell the Committee for Ireland, 
that now fince he was conter t to part with ſo much of His Right, He expected they would 
recompence Him ſome other way. 

Immediately after, (namely in Auguſt before the Rebellion) they returned into Ireland, 
where how they beltir'd themſelves by ſeconding their Letters and Meſſages, with their pet- 
ſonall ſollicitations, did appear by the Sequell, for that the 23. of October following, this 
Rebellion brake forth in Y/ſter. 

To theſe violent preſumptions may be added, that which is expreſly proved by Archdea- 
con Maxwell 2 Learned Divine, who teſtifies in his examinations taken in Ireland. that hee 
heard Tirlagh Oge O Neale, brother to Sir Phelim O Neale, the arch Rebell of Mſter con- 
feſſe; That this buſineſſe ( meaving the Rebellion) was communicated by the Popiſh Iriſh 
Committee to the Papiſts in Fngland who promiſed their aſſiſtance, and that by their advice, 
ſomething 
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R formerly re ſol ved on were altered; ſaying, it was a good amen and undoubted 
hgne of vine approdation, chat the Parliament of Ireland ſhould ſend over a Committee 
3 the a4jor part whereof were Papiſts. And Aa MAaluum, who was to joyn 
wich the Lord Mac Gare, for che ſurprizing the Caſtle of Dublin being taken and exami- 
ned at che Racke, confeſſed that the originall of that Rebellion was brought to them out of 
y the Iriſh Committee employed to His Majeſty for the redreſſe of Grievances, as 

by the Examination of James Pieſly Gentleman, herewith Printed may appeate. 
And as theſe Iriſh Papiſts did negotiate in both Kingdomes, ſo the Earle of Caſtlehaves, 
a Peer ef this Realm; ( chat ſate here in Parliament at the beginning thereof, but now a no- 
torious Rebell in Ireland) Mr. Porter, ſon to Endimion Porter, who declated himſelſe a Pa- 
ill in Ireland, Sir Bazilt Brooke, the Popiſh Treaſurer for the moneys raiſed by the Queens 
| Uliciration for the Warre againſt the Scots; Mr. Andrew Brown a Lawyer of Lixcolns«{nne, 
expelled thence for being a known Papiſt, with divers other dangerous Engliſh 
papiſts went out of England into freland, the Summer before the Rebellion brake forth, and 

were very active there. 

If theſe Circumſtances preceding the Rebellion, and divers other of the like nature, be not 
enoagh of chemſel ves to open the eyes of the world, It hath pleaſed God to diſcover ſuch 
teridence of this kinde, that may ſerve to convince the greareft unbeleever. There- 
fore ( not repeating any of the proofs ſet forth in that Anſwer to His Majeſties Mefſage of 
thethirreemb of Augaſt. 1 642. but referring to the ſame herewith printed, to which no Re- 
hach yer been made; ) they thinke fit to adde to that evidence this which follows, name- 
ly the generall profeſſion of the Rebells in all parts of that Kingdome, that the cauſe of their 
nſing was to preſerve His Majeſty and the Queene from being oppreſt by the Puritan- 


Parliament, and chat it was by their conſent. That they knew well the beſt in England Collenel Mey- 
would fide with them, that they had good Warrant in black and white for what they did, π⁹ Examie 
Their calling the Engliſh Army Parliament-Rogues, and Traitours to the Queen: and tel- 22,1.

ling chem at the beginning of the Rebellion before any appearance of War here, that ere 


long they ſhould fee England as much in blood as Ireland then was. That they had their Eſquires;Exa- 
party in England and Scotland, which ſhould keep both Kingdomes ſo buſie at home, that mination. 
ſhould not ſend any ayd againſt them, with a multitude of ſuch like expreſſions from tolo 256, 


che Iriſh of the beſt quality and degree; as may appear by the Examinations of Collonel 


diversother proofs. And although theſe expreſſions proceed from Rebels, yet concurring 
witha multitude of other proofs, and found true in a great part by ſad experience are not 
inconfideradle. 

In the fame Moneth of October. wherein the Rebellion of Fre/and brake forth; the Lord 
Dales of Coſtelough, (an Triſh Peer, now in Armes againſt the Parliament and Kingdome 
of England ) went out of Sri and from His Majeſty into Ireland, bringing His Ma jeſties 
Letters ( which he obtained by mediation of the Queen) to be preſently ſworne a Privie- 
Councellour of Freland, who when he had taken the Oath of a Privie-Councellour, endea- 
vouts to be uſefull to the Rebells, preſents to the Lords Juſtices, and Councell, from many 
of the Gentry and Inhabitants of the County of Long ford, (all in Rebellion) a rebelliogs 
and ſtandalous Letter in the nature of a Remonſtrance, full of pretended grievances and un- 
reaſonable demands: As namely, to have freedome of Religion, a repeal of all Laws made 
to the contrary, and the like; as by the faid Letter herewith printed may appeare. | 

In December aſter the Rebellion, the ſame Lord Dillon, together with his brother in Law, 
the now Lord Tuff (a notorious Papiſt ) repaired into England. bringing with them ſeve- 
rall Papers and Inſtructions in writing from the Lord Gormanſton, and other Lords and 
Genelemen'of che Pal, all now in Rebellion, to negotiate for them to his Majeſty, and as they 
Glliciewith his Majeſty bete on the behalſe of the Rebels, ſo doe they ſdllicite the Rebels 
ſtom hence, in the Name of his Majeſty, to perſiſt in their wicked Rebellion, as appears by 
the Teſtimony of Maſter Fephſon, a Member oß the Houſe of Commons, lately delivered at a 
Conference before both Houſes in theſe words, viz. |

That theſe Letters were ſeen by the Lord — the chief Commander of the Emglih 
Forces in Mounſter, and by his Secretary who had kept ( opies of them; and that } was re 
to jwuſtific as much. Wherenpon the Lord Faulkland, was pleaſed to ſay, that they deſerved i 
be hanged, ' But though I ſtayed there at Oxford ab ont a weeks after this diſcovery made, J 
never wan called to any farther accompt, nor any prejudice done _— to Lords, but they ba 
the ſame freedowe in Court as before, for ought f could obſerve or hear to the contrary, Thus 
far in Maſter Fephſons own language, a man of known honour and integrity. 


That ſince this diſcovery made to the Lord Faulk/and by Mafler Jephſon, the ſame Lord 
Taaffe, one Reche,and William Brent, a Lawyer, active Papiſts, with Letters from his Ma- 
jeſty went from Oxford to Dublin: And upon Thurſday before Whitſontide 1643. inthe 
Evening (taking with them one Collonel Barry, a proteſt Papiſt ) and pretending tor Cay. 
naught, ſlipt away to Kilkenny, where the Tueſday following was a generall aſſembly of al 
the chiefe Rebels. When they had don their Errand, Barry was leſt Lieger at Kilkenny z. 
mong the Rebels; the Lord T affe returned to Dublin, and upon Friday the ninth * 
1643. the Lord Taaſſe with divers of the Privie-Councell of Ireland, that favour the Rebel 
met at the Marqueſſe of Ormoud s houſe, where the Propoſitions which the Lord Taff 
brought from the Rebels were debated. The Lord T aaffe is ſince gone into ¶ unnaugit, Brent 
is come back to Oæford to give an accompt of this imployment. 

By this which hath bin thus truly related every man may conſtrue what was meant by His 
Majeſties not conſenting that the Parliament ſhould ſend a Committee into Ireland the la 
yeer, to endeavour the carrying on the War againſt the Rebels, upon pretence that the Eat 
of Leiceſter was preſently to goe over thicher, who is yet remaining at Oxford, That when 
that Committee had prevailed with the Lords- Juſtices and Councell, and with many ofthe 
prime Commanders and other Officers of the Army in Leinſter, to ſubſcribe by way of Ad- 
venture for Land in Ireland to be ſetled by a new Bill, very conſiderable ſums which were to 
be deducted out of their reſpective entertainments, and were in a faire and hopefull way to 
induce moſt of the Officers of that Kingdome to doe the like, which would have been a pin. 
Cipall means under God to have quickned the mannaging of that War, when the Officer 
that muſt doe the worke ſhould have been engaged in intereſt, as well as honour to proke- 
cute the ſame with vigour and efeR, and would have leſſened the inſupportable charge of 
that War, and in all probability would have encouraged the Adventurers in Londen and 
elſewhere, to have proceeded cheerfully to a ſecond Subſcription, Then to render this endei- 
your fruitleſſe, one Captain Tuner did confidently affirme, that thoſe which had or ſhould 
ſubſcribe, were enemies to the King, a thing ſo incredible, that few could believe it, till the 
fame man went to Oxford, and upon his returne to Dublin, aſſured the Lord Marqueſſe of 
Ormond and the Officers, that he had diſcourſed with His Majeſty about this way of Sub- 
ſcription, and that His Majeſty did not approve of the ſame : Whereupon choſe who had 
{ſcribed did withdraw their hands, and the reſt were wholly diſcouraged, finding His h- 


jeſty to diſlike of that way, which he had formerly approved of, by His Aſſent to the Pro- 


tions preſented to Him at Dover; and by His Royall Aſſent to foure Acts of Parlii- 
ment, all made in purſuance of theſe Propoſitions. 

That about this time a Commiſſion was ſent over, to meet with the Rebells, and to heart 
what they could ſay or propound for themſelves, which Commiſſion was directed to tht 
Lord Marqueſſe Ormond, the commander in chiefe of the Engliſh Armies there, (whoſedu- 
ty was to fight, and not to treat with the Rebels; ) and to ſome other Commiſſioners, among 
whom the ſaid Thomas Bourł that had an hand in contriving this Rebellion, was one, and 
who brought the ſaid Commiſſiion into Ireland, and confidently deliveted the ſame at the 
Gouncell Table, to the amazement of all the Councell then preſent that were not acquainted 
with the Plot, | *

Upon the whole matter, no man can think that this Rebellion in Jrelavd, ſo barbatow 
and bloody, that one hundred and fifty foure thouſand Proteſtants, men, women, and chil- 
dren, Engliſh and Scotch, were Maſſacred in that Kirgdome, between the 23 of Offuber, 
when the Rebellion brake forch, and the firſt of March following, by the compuraiina of 
the Prieſts themſelves that were preſent, and principall Actors in all thoſe Tragedies, and 
were dire Sed by ſome chief Rebels of Ireland to take this computation, leſt they ſhould be 
reported to be more bloody then in truth there was cauſe, all which appears by the exam 
nation of the ſaid Arch-deacon Maxwell, who lived as a Priſoner a long time with Sir 
Philem O Neils mother, and was there when this Computation was brought in. 

No man can beleeve that this horrid and unparaleld Rebellion ſhould be the undercaking 
of the Rebels alone, being fer on foot when a Parliament was ſitting in England thac could 
not diſſolve without irs own conſent, when all Nations profeſſing the Romiſh Religion wer 
at peace with Engl and, and ſo engaged at home, that the Rebels in reaſon could not expe 
any conſiderable aſſiſtance from chem; nor could think themſelves able to incounter Englan, 
or Scotland either; much leſſe both together, being fo concerned and engaged by Religion 
and the common intereſt of both Kingdoms, to ſuppreſſe by all means poſſible, ſo inſuffetr 
ble an inſurrection: So that to imagine the Nobilicy, Gentry, and in a manner, the whok 
Kingdom of Ireland, who at that time enjoyed more freedome of Religion, then they had 
done for many years before ; ſhould thus deſperately engage their lives and eſtates in b 
wicked, ſo raſh an enterpriſe, without being encouraged, incited, nay commanded frou 
England, with an aſſurance both of connivence and aſſiſtance too, were to deny them to bee 
reaſonable Creatures. 

And therefore the Houſe of Commons abundantly ſatisfied in their own conſciences and 
judgements of the truth hereof, (though wich deep ſorrow and amazement ) cannot but 
clare to the world, That by all theſe concurring circumſtances and convincing Proofs, (t 
which nothing can be added, ſave a witneſſe, to confeſſe that he was preſent at the makings 
the bargain, which no man will expect in a conſpiracie of this horrid and high importance) i 
that this unheard of and monſtrous Rebellion of Ireland, was projected, incited, and infiſted, 
by thoſe Councels now onely prevalent with His Majeſty, That the Queen with her Ro- 
miſh Prieſts, the Papiſts of all His Majeſties three Kingdoms, have been principall Atoun 
and Sticklers herein. That now thoſe bloody Rebels have, in a manner, rooted out the Pio 
teſtant Religion in Freland, there is a Deſigne to pardon them, and to bring them into E 
lud to doe the like, That no earthly power is likely in humane reaſon to withſtand thi 
damnable Plot, but the power of the Parliament of England; which is now declared by a lit 
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Proclamation to be no free Parliament, to be null, and of none effect: and poſſible en 
deaygur ed b. ſtrengch and ſtra tagem to deſtroy the ſame. So that — the Royall 
wine bf ing james, and the in nocent blood of the Proteſt ants of prelaud, doe lie as a ery⸗ 
ing an pindbus guilt upon this Nation; which God hath determined at this time to re- 
veage and retalliate: che Houſe of Commons do conceive it impoſſible, that ſo many of thoſe 
which would be thought the hon:(t and moderate Engliſh Proteſtants, ſhould any longer

The Examination of James Peiſley, ate of Dublin, in the 
Kingdom of Ireland. 
Sab, * 
Hat about the moneth of March 1641. it was his fortune to be preſent when Mac- 
wohon, one of the grand Rebels of Ireland, was Wracked, and his Examination ta- 
ken by Sir Charles Coot, ſenior : in the preſence of Sir Francis — Sir Artbur Loſter, 
the Conſtable of the Call le, and ſome others, the ſaid MAacmohon confeſſed that the Origi- 
nall of that Rebellion was brought over to them by their Committee, who were employed by 
the Iriſh Parliament to His Majeſtie, for redreſſe of their grieyances in that Kingdome, and 
that they having ofcen ſolicited His Majeſtie, for that purpoſe, was anſwered, That he was 
willing to grant them their defire, and chat he did confeſſe they were Hiz good Subjects; 
but that he was ſo oppreſt by his Parliament in England, that he knew not how to relieve 
them; wiſhing he knew how to be revenged on them, or words to that purpoſe ; which oc- 
cakoned Sir 4 barles {oot to take him up, calling him Rogue and Raskall, for offering to lay 
ſucha charge upon the King, whom he ſaid would aſſiſt them in things honeſt and juſt, but 
not give them Commiſſion to cut our Throats. This Narration was not incerted in the Exa- 
mination read to MMackmohon after Sir (harles (oot had finiſhed it: The Reaſon, as this 
Examinate then conceived, was, That it being a mattet of great conſequence, they would 
take ſome other time to examine that point more priyately, which whether they did or no, 
thisexaminate knows not.

A Declar ation of the Commons aſſembled in Parliament in Anſwer to His Majeſties 
Meſſage of the 1 3 of Auguſt, 1642. ſhewing the obſirnttions 
of the reliefe of Ireland. 


T* Houfe of Commons having received a Meſſage from His Majeſtic of the 13 of Au- 
2 laſt, whereby they are required to retract an Ocder made by them for the borrow- 
O 


ing of One hundred thouſand pounds of che Adventurers money for roland, W. Fe 
r 
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Order very prejudiciall to the affaires of Ireland, and contrary to an Ac of Parliament 


made this preſent Seſſion; Doe in the firſt place Declare, That theſe ditt tions given by Hig 


Majeſty for the retraRing of this Order, is an high breach of priviledge of Parliami u And 
they cannot, without a deep ſenſe of ſorrow, call co minde how poviſh and Prekaticall Coun. 
fels did ſo far prevaile with His Majeſty, that two Armies were brought within the bowels 
of this Kingdom, and two Proteflant Nations ready to welter in each others blood; that 
when both choſe Armies had been a long time defrayed at the charge of the poore Commong 
of England, and at length, by Gods bleſſing upon the endeavours of the Parliament, quietly 
bisbanded , the ſanie wicked Counſels ( prevented of that deſigne) did ſoon after raiſe this 
bloudy and barbarous Rebellion in Jrel/and: The ſuppreſſing whereof / for the better colour) 
was recommended to the care of the Parliament; who, out of a feilow-fecling of the un. 
ſpeakable miſeries of their Proteſtant brethren there ( not ſuſpecting this horrid Plot, now 
too apparent) did cheerfully undertake that great worke, and doe really intend and endea- 
your to ſettle the Proteſtant Religion, and a permanent Peace in that Realm, to the glary of 
God, and the great honour and profit of His Majeſty, and ſecurity of His three Kingdoms: 
But how they have been diſcouraged, retarded, and diverted in and from this pious and glo- 
rious Work, by thoſe Trayterous counſels about His Majeſty, will appeare by many parti- 
culars, ſome whereof they ſhall, upon this juſt occaſion, call to remembrance, 

That when the Lords and Commons had upon the firlt breaking out of the Rebellion,im- 
mediately provided and ſent over twenty thouſand pounds, and engaged themſelves and the 
whole Kingdom for the reducing of the Rebels; Yet His Majeſly, after His returne from 
Scotland to London, was not either pleaſed by Word or Meſſage to take notice of it, untill af- 
ter ſome in the Houſe of Commons had truly obſerved how forward thoſe miſchieyo:s 
Counſellours were to incite His Majeſty againſt His Proteſtant Subjects of Scotland, and 
how {low to recent the proceeding of His Pa piſt Traytors in Jreland. 

That although the Rebels had moſt impudently Riled themſelves, The Qweens Army and 
profeſt that the cauſe of their riſing was, To maintain the Kings Prerogative,and the Queens 
Religion, againſt the Puritan Parliament of England; And that thereupon both Houſes of 
Parliament did humbly and earneſtly adviſe His Majeſty to wipe away this dangerous ſcan- 
dall, by proclaiming them Rebels and Traytors to His Ma jeſty, and the Crown of Elon, 
which then would have mated and weakned the Conſpirators in the beginning, and have 
encouraged both the Parliament here, and good people there, the more vigorouſly to haye 
oppoſed their proceedings: Vet ſuch was the power of thoſe Counſels, that no Proclamation 
was ſer forth to that purpoſe, till almoſt thr@ moneths after the breaking out of this Rebel- 
lion, and then Command given, That but 40 ſhould be Printed, nor they publiſhed, till fu 
ther directions ſhould be given by His Majeity. 

That after both Houſes of Parliament had found out a probable way to reduce the King- 
dom of Ireland, by the Adventure of private men, without any charge to the Subject in ge- 
nerall, and which they are very confident would have brought in a Million of Money ( had 
His Majeſty continued in or neer London) thoſe malicious whiſperers, that durſt not hinder 
the paſſing ofthe Bill, which was ſo ſpecious ip it ſelfe,and fo generally approved: Vet hase 
by practiſe, by drawing His Majeſtie from H is Parliament, by keeping Him at this diſtance, 
and adviſing him to make War upon His People, ſo intimidated and di ſcouraged the Adven- 
turers, and others that would have adventured, that they have rendred that good Bill in: 
manner ineffectuall. 

That the Parliament and adventurers had long ſince deſigned five thouſand Foot, and five 
hundred Horſe for the reliefe of Munſter, to be ſent as a Brigade, under the command of the 

Lord Wharton 3 had made choice of, and liſted all the Commanders, and prepared Money, 
Arms, and other Proviſion for that expedition, and all to be at the charge of the Adventurers: 
And when nothing was wanting, but a Commiſſion to the Lord #harton, to enable himfor 
that ſervice, ſuch was the power of thoſe Counſels, that no Commiſſion could be obtained 
from His Majefly ; by reaſon whereof, Zymbrick was wholly loſt, and the Province of 
Munſter is now in very great diſtreſſe, 

That when divers pious and well affected perſons had prepared twelve Ships, and fix Pin- 
naces, with a thouſand or more Land-forces, at their own charge, by way of Adventure for 
the ſervice of Ireland, and deſired nothing but a Commiſſion from His Majeſty to enable 
them thereunto ; that Commiſſion, after twice ſending to Torł for the ſame,and the Ships hy- 
ing ready to ſer Saile for three weeks together, at the charge of neer three hundred pounds a 
day,was likewiſe denied; and thoſe Adventurers ( rather then to loſe their Expedition) were 
conſtrained to goe by vertue of an Ordinance of both Houſes of Parliament. b 

That 
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That although the Lords Juſtices of Ireland have three moneths ſince earueſtly deſired to 


have two Pieces of Battery ſent over, as very neceſſary for that ſervice, yer ſuch commands 
are given to the Officers of the Tower, That none of His Majeſties Ordnance muſt bee ſent 
to ſave his Ma jeſties Kingdome. 

That although whilſt the Earl of Leiceſter ſtayed here in the Service of the Parliament, 
and in providing for his Long - expected Voyage into Ireland, a Meſſage was ſent to the Par- 
liament from His Majeſty to haſten him away, and Letters were written to the ſaid Earle 
from His Majeſty, that he ſhould make no ſtay at York for his diſpatch, but that his Inſtru- 
ions ſhould be ready for him againſt he came: And although it is notoriouſly known, That 
the Aﬀaires of Ireland do exceedingly ſufſir by wanting the perſonall affitance of a Com- 
mander in chief, to give both life and motion to the Army there ; yet the ſaid Earle hath been 
ſtayed with His Ma jeſty in the North a moneth and more, and as yet can get no diſpatch. 

That notwichſtanding the bleeding condition of Ireland, yet divers Commanders and Of- 
ficers in pay, and in actuall employment there againſt the Rebels, have been called awa 
from that important Service, by the expreſſe Command of His Majeſt y, as ( Baris Floyd, 
Engineer and Quarter- maſter Generall of the Army in Ir ſang aug divers ochers. 

That Captain Green, Comptroller of the Artillery, a e employed 
and truſted here by the Lord-Lievtenant of Ireland for the p ing and ordering the Train 
of Artillery, which was to be ſent to Dublin, and who had recerved great Sums of money 
for that purpoſe, was comman led from that employment and truſt, to ſerve His Majeſty in 
this molt unnaturall War againſt His loyall and beſt- affe Sed people. | 

That the Parliament having made great proviſion of clothes for the poor Souldiers in Fre- 
land, for their preſent ſuccour, and ſending fix hundred ſuits, part thereof t»wards ¶ leſter the 
laſt week; the man that undertook the carriage of them, one William Whitaker by na. ne, was 
aſſaulted by His Majefties Cavaliers, then lying about Coventry, who took away thele tix 
hundred ſuits of clothes,and the Waggon and horſes of the poor man, although they were told 
that the 600 ſuits of clothes were for the Souldiers in Jreland;and notwithſtanding the poote 
Cacryer was five times with the Earle of Northampton, to beg a releaſe of his Waggon. 

That three hundred ſuits of clothes, with a Chirurgions Cheſt of Med:caments, being like- 
wiſe ſent for Jreland by one Richar dOwefield, who was employed by the Parliament to car- 
ry chem to Cheſter, a Troop of His Majeſties Cavaliers, under command of one Capraine 
Middleton, met with them upon the Road, and tooke away the clothes, and Chirurgions 
2 2 with the poore Carryers horſes and Waggon, for His Majeſties pretended 
ervice here. 

That a great number of Draught · horſes prepared by the Parliament for the Artillery and 
Baggage of the Iriſh Army, were ſent to Cheſter: for that purpoſe; and being there, attend- 
ing a Paſſage, are now required by His Majeſty, for His ſaid preſent ſervice in England, 

That His Majeflies Forces are ſo Quartered in and about the common Roads to Ireland, 
that _— Money, Clothes, Victuals, or other Proviſion can paſſe thither by Land with 
auy ſaſety. 

That Captain Kettleby the Admiral, and Sir Henry Stradling, the Vice- Admirall of the 
Ships which were directed to lie upon the Coaſt of Freland to annoy the Rebels. and to pre- 
vent the bringing to them Ammunition and reliefe from Forraign parts,are both called away 
from that employment by His Majeftics Command ; and by reaſon of their deparcure from 
the Coaſt of Munſter, to which they were deſigned, the Rebels there have received Powder, 
Ammunition, and other relief from forraign parts;by which,and many other particulars, too 
long to relate, it may ſeem as if thoſe barbarous Iriſh Rebels are kept on foot and counte- 
nanced there, of deſigue to aſſiſt the Northern Cavaliere, and according to the Earle ot Straf- 
fords unheard of advice, to have an Army in preland, with which His Majeſty may reduce 
this Kingdom, eſpecially conſidering thoſe confident Rebels have preſumed, very lately, to 
lend a Petition to His Majeſty, intituling themſelves His Majeſties Catholique SubjeRs of 
Jreland, and complaining of the Puricane Parliament of England, and deſiring, That fince 
His Majeſty comes not thither accocding to their expeRation, that they may come into Eng- 
lud io His Majefly ; Which Petition, we may jullly feare,is but a Prologue to that Tragedie 
they have deſigned to act here, in caſe their coming over be not prevented by the care and vi- 
gilancy of the Parliament and good people of England But leſt the Houſe of Commons might 

toexcuſe the making of this Ocder by a way of Recrimination, They, for ſatiſaction to 
the world,do proteſt before Almighty God (the ſearchers of all hearts) That they have as 
great compaſſion and ſorrow for the preſent ſufferings of their diſtreſſed brethren in Freland, 


a8 if hemſel yes were in their caſe (into which they are confident thoſe EEE 
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thoſe monſters of men about his Majeſty do labour to bring this Kingdom) That they haye 
and ſhall ever really endeayour by all means poſſible (with a due regard to the preſent eftats 
ofthis Kingdom) to ſupply and ſupport them in this their great affliction, notwithſtanding 
the malice and obſtruRions of all oppoſers. 

That the Houſe of Commons lively apprehending the imminent danger of this Kingdom 
and finding that whileſt they were active here to ſubdue the Rebels of Ireland, there wer 
Papiſts, Traytors and Delinqnents more active in the North, to conquer and deſtroy the par- 
liament and good people of Exgland, Thought it neceflary to provide for the ſafety of both 
by preparing a competent Army for the defence of King and Kingdom. And although an 
titudes of well-affeRed perſons had cheerfully brought in great ſtore of Plate for that purpot, 
yer in regard the Plate could not be coyned with ſuch expedition as the Importance of the 
Service did require, and well knowing that One hundred thouſand pounds might for a thor 
time be borrowed out of the Adventurers Money for Ireland, without any prejudice to the 
Afﬀ:ires of that Kingdom, whoſe ſubſiſtance depends upon the well- fare of this, and refolvine 
to make a reall and ſpeedy xe- payment of what Money ſhould bee ſo borrowed, did make 
this Order; whichzth tirrmay. appeare to all che world to be neither miſchievous, illegall, 
nor unjuſt (as His Maj he inſtigation of thoſe Malignant whiſperers, is pleaſed to 
tearm it ) the Houſe o Commons thought fit to recite it, in hee verba; and in ſtead ef re- 
tracting the Order, to re- pay the Money with all poſſible ſpeed.

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The Examination of Collonel Audley Mervin, g; ven in the fiſth day of July, 1643. 
unto a ſeletF Committee of th: Houſe of Commons, and atteſted 
under his hand, 


His Examinate faith, That about the 27 of October, 1641. Rory Maguire, vrothet 

to the Lord Maguire, came unto Catile Treuck, in the County of Tyrone,being 

this Examinates then houſe, who among other diſcourſe told this Examinatt 

that it was reſolved amongſt themſelves, ro imploy him into England, to preſent 
unto his Majeſtic, upon what grounds they had taken up Armes, and what deſires being 
granted, they would lay them down : the reaſons Rory Maguire acquainted this examinat 
withall for the preſent were, that the Parliament in England was fully bent to the extirp®» 
tion of the Catholique Religion, as was apparent in the execution of ſome of their Prieſts, 
and that they invaded the Kings prerogative in which their greateſt ſecurity repoſed. To the 
firſt, I anſwered him, the power of the Parliament in England extended only to that Kings 
dome, their Statutes obliged not us untill confirmed, it being found agreeable to the conſii- 
tution of this Kingdome, by our own Parliament. As to the ſecond, we were no competent 
Judges of the Parliaments proceedings, and it were ſeaſonable enough to vind icate the Kings 
prerogative, when his Majeſty had declared it wounded, and had commanded his aſſiſtanct, 
and defired further to know, in what high point, thoſe poore Proteſtant ſoules already mur- 
theted, had offended his Majeſties prerogative. Hee replyed, that when he came next with 
the heads of their Remonſtrance unto me, he would ſat ĩsfie me in every ſcruple. Upon his 
departure, this examinate called him aſide, adviſing him ( in reſpeR the ſaid Rory Maguire 
had married his ſiſter, and by her got goo. pounds per annum inheritance) that he would de- 


ſiſt from further proſecuting ſo barbarous,and treaſonable a deſigne, and that it were feizable 
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pardon, if he would beſtow his endeavours in appealing this Rebellion; but 
how ſoever he aſſuming at the preſent, the power to ſend Proclamations itito the Countrep ) 
except he would repreſſe the fury of the fire, and ſword, and ſuch other acts of hoſtility, by 
publique notice given to the Countrey, that · I durit not addreſſe my ſelſe unto his Majeſtic, 
fince the ſubject, I feared, would receive but a cold welcome at the beſt, but eſpecially when 
it ſhould be dyed in ſo much innocent bloud: which he — did, and this Exami- 
nate gave notice to the Proteſtants about him, to diſpoſe of themſelves towards Derrey, and 
chat he would adventure himſelf the laſt man, and ſo by the bleſſing of God many were ſa- 
ved, and this examinate, his wife, two filters, and his childten eſcaped in the night, ſaving 
nothing but their lives: ſuch as remained being deluded by the Rebels promiſes, and wedded 
to their own habitations were maſſacred. This examinate further faich, that amongſt other 
dehortatorie rea ſons uſed to Rory Maguire, he alleaged, that admit the Papiſts could for the 
preſent root the Proteſtants our, yet they, nor their poſteritie, could never enjoy a peaceable 
ſetlement, whileſt England or Scotland ſurvived. To this hee replyed, that the Catholique 
Princes would aſſiſt them,viz,, France, and Spaine. I anſwered if ic were fo, they would bee 
well paid for their paynes, and that it were better to reft with their peactable government in 
their hand, then to drea me after a fained, and uncertaine priviledge in the buſh ; and that 1 
could aſſure him, thoſe Princes were in a condition of borrowing ſupplies, not lending any. 
This examinate remembers well his Reply, vix. Come, come brothet, deceive not your ſelfe, 
in becing too Wile, all Jreland is at this inſtant in our hands. Iwill ſhew you all che places

to fight againſt us. But I fearing this was to ſound me, and that ſo many lives depended up- 
on my demeaſner; I replyed, bring your heads, the ſooner the better; but unwilling to truſt 
to any further curteſies eſcaped before his returne; Hee told me this plot had brene of ancient 
date, and many times diſcontinued, but it had beene lively revived, and proſecuted from Candle- 
mas laff paſt, before the Rebellion. both in England, and Scotland. Al! which I have heard 
from many more of very conſiderable quality.

doubleth this obligation. Your Lordſhip may be therefore pleaſed to acquaint the Loch 
Juſtices, and Councell, (to be imparted unto his Sacred Majeltic ) with our grievances, and 
the cauſes thereof, the redreſſe which we moſt humbly pray, and the manner oft ; Firſt, the

Alete Lines are ſent to give you this further accompt of our proceedings fince May laſt, 
from Stafford upon Thurſday May 30. that God who delivered the Town of Nawpr- 
wichfrom three attempts of our Enemies of Whitcharch, did notwithſtanding upon the firſt 
attempt made againſt i hite hurch, delivered the lame into our hands, and teure pieces of 
Ordnatice, ſome Powder, Armes, Horſes, and much Treaſure which was taken, but concea- 
led by ſome of tae common Souldiers and others ; All their Carriages, cloathes, proviſions, 
and ſome horſes taken; Two of their Captaines, and other perſons of worth ſlaine, and one 
Captaine, and ſome other perſons of qualitie taken Priſoners; The Lord was pleaſed much 
to appeare in this dayes ſucceſſe, and to aſſiſt our men with invincible and indefatigable cou- 
rage. ſo farre as to enable them to make their entrance upon the mouth of their Cannon; There 
were twenty of theirs ſlaine out · right, and not above two or three of ours. Collonell Wir, 
Collonel Crow, Serjeant Major Generall #ooghowſe,and the moſt of their prime Comman- 
ders eſcaped ; Their Cannonier was killed by a ſhot made by our Cannonier: wee were not 
ſſeſſed of one Piece of Cannon at our entrance into this Countie, yet now God hath pleaſed 
plentifully to furniſh us with fix Pieces at Namptwich, and two at Stafford, ſo as wee now 
want Cannoniers to order and mannage the ſame. ¶ F Within a few dayes after this victory 
there landed in two Barks many Iriſh Rebels in Worrall in Cheſhire ſome wherof acknowledged in 
the Preſence of divers ſaſſicient men, who afſſirmed the ſame unto me, that they had waſyed t heir 
hands in the blood of divers Engliſh and Scots in Ireland. and now hoped to walh their hands in the 
bloodof Engliſh men in England; Which Rebels being brought into Cheiter, were accuſed by 
ſeveral of thoſe perſons who came to Cheſter for refuge, to be the perſons who cut ther buſ- 
bands throats ; others that they ripped up their childrens bowels, The Countrey wherem they 
firſt arrived, dia apprehend ſo much diſtaſte, that they did all riſe with their beſt weapons, and 
apprehended divers of the Iriſh Rebels; but being unarmed, not having above ſeven or eight 
Muſquettlers, they could not make good their Priſoners, who were reſcued ont of their hands 
by a Troope of horſe, which came from the Cemmiſſioners of Array. who alſo ſeized about 28. of 
eur honeſt Countrey-men priſoners, Theſe Iriſh acknowledge they came from Strongforth, and 
that there are 1 200, ſoms ſpeake of 10000. more to follow after,

God and his Ma jeſty the next enſuing Parliament, taking to their deepeſt and moſt 
ſerious conſideration the belt wayes of preſerving the peace of this Kingdome, That all His 
Majeſties good and dutifull Subjects may enjoy their Religion, Liberties, and Laws, which 
God in a ſingular and wonderfull providence, in the time of His Majeſſ ies raigne hath 
vouchſafed them, and of the peace betwixt the two Kingdoms ſo unanimouſly and happily 
eſtabliſhed in the late Treaty of Peace, and in che Parliaments of both King domes, Hax 
Githfully endeavoured by all good means to reduce Ireland to His Majeſties obedience, 
which through the unnaturall, barbarous, and Antichriſtian cruelty of Papiſts, is from: 
peaceable Kingdome turned into a [tage of unexampled and unexpreſſible miſeries, to bet 
looked upon as an horrid and dangerous example by this Kingdome, and by their neemt

And to have a Maga- 
zine at Carble for twenty thouſand men, to fall in with an hoſtility upon the South parts of 
this Kingdome- The Letters ſent from Nithſdail and A boyne, all written and ſubſeribed by 
their hands to the Earle of Antrim, and found with him, although in ſome things covertly 
written, do carry thus much expreſly, that for furtherance of the deſigne and point teſolv d 
on, there was aſſiſtance aſſured from the Iſles, and from the North and South of Scotland. chat 
Ammunition and Armes, without which they thinke their ſervice uſcleſſe, were appointed to 
be ſent to the North, and other parts of this Kingdome, and that Popiſh officers were com- 
manded,and had undertaken to goe into Scotland; of which we are informed, ſome are alrea- 
dy gone to the North, for ſtopping and diſappointing ſo far as may be for the preſent (till the 
ſame divine providence make a more full diſcovery) the attempts and devices of this unna- 
turall and bloody confederacy and conjuration. As the Lords of his Ma jeſties Privy Coun- 
cell have given order that Vithiſdail and Aboyne be cited, and criminally purſued of high 
Treafon, and have made the ſame as a mutter of publike and moſt high importance knowne 
to his Majeſty, and to the Parliament of England: ſo they and the Commiſſioners of Peace 
alſo, for acquitting themſelves in their truſt, and for the ſafety of the Kingdome,do make the 
ſame publikely known to all his Mijeſties good Subjects, that being forewarned of their 
danger, they may be upon their guards, and prepared againſt forraign iInivahon, and inteſt ine

and Liberties of this K ingdome, according to the Laws Civill and Ecclefiaflick,the Papi are 
ronſptring, plotting, aud practiſing againſt the Religion, Ri ghts, and Liberties eſtabliſhed, and 
againſt the lives of nis Majeſties good Subjects; whereby they doe really manifeſt to the 
world what the Kings Majeſtic againſt his Declarations, and his Subjects againſt their con- 
fidence grounded thereupon, may look for from their malice and power, if they ſhall continue 
in Arms and (which God forbid) if they ſhall prevaile in the end. And whereas the Lords of 
Councell are informed, That the late Act of Councell for publiſhing his Mjeſties Decla- 
ration is miflaken by ſundry,as a Declaration of their own judgement, concerning the pro- 
ceedings of another Kingdome; For preventing of this miſtake, they think fit to remember 
& declare, according to the act of Councell in January laſt, hewing that their Lordſhips giye- 
ing Warrant to print any Paper comming from his Majeſty, or Parliament of England did not 
import their approbation of the contents thereof: That they did on the firſt of — re- 
member the ſamine, and expteſſe their intention in this publication to be fat from taking on 
them to judge of the proceedings of the Parliament of another Kingdom; but onely to thank 
his Majeſty for his gracious expreſſions towards the preſervation of the Rights and Liberties 
of this Kingdome : And ordain this to be Printed and publiſhed at the Market-Croffe of 
Edinburgh, and all other Burghs wichin this Kingdome, for the information of his Majeſtic?

Xpe& nothing from your honours reall and faithfull ſervant in this adverſe time, ba 
E what brings comfort; In my laſt expedition againſt the Rebels, occaſioned by ſudden 
intelligence, I went forth with two thouſand foot, and three hundred horſe, being provide 
for ten dayes, at no greater allowance then ſeven ounces of meale a day for a ſouldier, our 
ſcarcicy being ſo great, that for want of viRuals and ſhooes we were unable to doe the fer. 
vice we wiſhj or your Honours expect from us; Neverthelefle our fortune was luch, that 
with this ſmall party, without Cannon, for wantof carriage horſes, we bear Owen Mac ar 
Oneale,Sir Philome Oneale, and Owen Mac art the Generall his ſon, being all joyned 
together with their Forces, and forced them to returne upon Charlemount ; after quitting the 
Generalls houſe to be ſpoyled and burnt by us, with the whole houſes in ZLochgal, being the 
beſt Plantation in Z/Fer, and ſtraiteſt for defence of the Rebels; At the ſame time Collone 
Hoome with a party of five hundred men was buſied in beleaguering the Caltle ot Newcafth: 
the receipt of all the Intelligence comes from England to the Rebels in Uliter, where it was my 
good fortune in time of treaty there, to triſt a Barke come from the Ille of Man, with that 
treacherous Papiſt the Earle of Antrim, whoſe brother Alex aner was [ent before by the 
Queenes Majeſty from Yorke, to make way ſor the Earle, in negotiating berwixt her Maje- 
ſties Army in the North of England, and the Papiſts on the borders of Scotland, in the Iſles 
of Scotland, and the North parts thereof, and with the Rebels in Ireland, 7 heir plot being ſet 
downe by the Qurenes Majeſties conſent, for the ruine of Religion, and overthrow of His My 
jeſties lojall Subjects in all the three Domwions, as evidently doth appeare by the Letters, (ls 
raters, Paſſes, and Papers found with the Earle, directed by me to the Councell of Scotland, 
and the Generall. It becommeth me as the ſervant of the publique, intruſted with your 
Commiſſion under the great Scale of England, to inforiue truly your Honours of the oreat 
prejudice the cauſe in hand ſuffers by your Honours _ of this Army, being unable to do 
ſervice as might be expected from them, if they receifed the halfe of the allowance your 
Souldiers receive at Dublyn, and had allowance for ſoine hor ſes for carriage; in my opinion, 
in fix weekes time we could ſettle Garriſons in X/fcr. and thereafter overſway your enemies 
elſewhercin any part within His Ma jeſties Dominions, where your enemies prevailed moll. 
Therefore my weake opinion is, this Army muſt not be negleted, wherein conſiſts ſo much a 
your peace and ſafety, having no friends you can repoſe into more then in us, who are def- 
rous to ſee Religion flouriſh, Rebels ſubjected to obedience, and his Mijeſties Throne eſſa- 
bliſhed in deſpight of Papiſts, and of wicked Counſell, miſ-leading his Majeſty co the ruigt 
of his Dominions, whe would be the happieſt Prince in the World, if the Lord would more 
his heart to hearken to the Counſell of choſe ſheds their blood for his honour. The Eatled 
Antrim ſhall (God willing) be kept cloſe in the Caſtle of Carrickfergws till I be acquaint 
from your Honours — what courſe ſhall be taken with him: and the Tray 
conveyed him laſt away, is to be executed, ſince we can extort no dilcovery from him then is 
contained in the Papers ſent to Scotland, fo recommending your honours, and your weighty 
affaires to the direction and protection of the Almighty, deſirous to heare from you,!

The Examination of John Dod Clerks, taken by a ſeleft Commutee of the 
Houſe of Commons, July $1643. 


Aich, that after he had ſuffered many miſeries in this Rebellion of Ireland, he repayted 
into this Kingdome, and ſome occaſions carrying him to Oxford, he ſtayed there (even 
weekes, and came out of Oxford, June 13. 1643. That during his Ray there, he faw 3 
reat number of Iriſh Rebels whom he very well knew to have had an hand in the molt 
Earbarous actions of that Rebellion, as the daſhing of ſmall infants in pieces, che ripping vp 
of women with child, and the like: among whom was one Thomas Brady, who at 75 
in the County of Cauas in the Province of ter in Ireland, within ſeven miles wheie this 


ſaid Examinate lived, as 36. old men, women,and children, not able to flie, were paſſing 
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over 2 bridge, cauſed them all to be thrown into the water, where they were all drowned. 
That this Brady is now at Oxford, in great favour, and Serjeant-Major to Collonel Percy his 
Regiment: That he ſaw there three Franciſcan Fryers, namely, Bryan 0 Gormati, Anthony 
mac Geogbagen, and Thomas Nuegent ; and three Jeſuits, namely, Lawrence Sutton, Philip 
Roche, and Edmund 6 Rely, who were all very earneſt for the cauſe, and daily encouraging 
the ſouldiers to fight againſt the Round-heads; and for that purpoſe have lifted chemſelyes 
in the Lord Dillon: Troepe ( as was affirmed by diyers ;) they goe very brave, and are cal- 
led Cornets. That there ate daily and publique meetings at Maſſe, in almoſt every ſtreet 
there ; and verily believes in his conſcience, that for one Sermon preached, there are foure 
Maſſes ſaid now at Oxford. That he ſaw Sir John Dungan there (a man accuſed of high trea- 
fon in Ireland, for partaking in that rebellion, and fled into England ) who had a Commiſſi- 
on for a Troope of horſe. The Lord Barnewall of Trimletſtomne, and his ſonne, who hath 
a Commiſſion for a Troope of horſe, and is now gone into Wales, to rajſe them; a ſonne of 
the Lord Meuter vllt, who hath gotten a command likewiſe. That as neere as he can poſſi- 
bly compute, there was then at Oxford about 3000 [riſh Rebels; and that moſt of the Kings 
life-guard are Iriſh,

ouſands of judicions well minded men being throughly ſenſible of the miſer- 
able condition of the Common-wealth,ſeeing their moſt faithfull Friends Corn · 
manders, and Souldiers deſttoyed in ſmall parties againſt firong and treache- 
rous Enemies ; and finding by long and fad experience, that all endeavours of 
Parliament whether by gent le or forcible meanes , availed not to prevent or ſub - 
due their implacable malice, but as they increaſed in numbers, ſo they continued 
to ſpoile and murther honeſt religious people in all places where they came. And 
being throughly ſenſible of the diit reſſed eſtate of our brethren in Ireland, and 
the wants and neceſſities of the poore through decay of Trade, and want of fuell, 
and foreſeeing that famine and deſtruction, were even ſeizing upon the whole 
Nation, if not ſpeedily, and by extraordinary meanes prevented, did propoſe un- 
to themſelves the generall raiſing of the whole people ( as one man) as the oneſy 
meanes to give a ſpeedy end to this deſtructive war. To effect which, they pre- 
ſented a petition to the Commons of Buglewd in Parliament aſſembled the 2orhs 
day of July 1643. wherein they manifeſted, that they rightly underſtood the con. 
dition of their enemies, and were no whit blinded by their delufions : and in moſt 
earneſt , and humble manner deſired, that the Honorable houſe would be pleaſed 
to appoint a Committee to manage that great affaire of raiſing the whole people, 
The petition was received with great expreſſions of affection; and a Committee 
of worthy members of the Houſe appointed for advance ofthat ſervice. 

This honorable Committee with great reſolution and confidence undertooke 
this burthenſome and great employment, as conceiving the ſame to be the laſt 
refuge of the people: in purſuance whereof they proceeded with great caution, to 
ly a ſound Foundation and good method: which being agreed upon both for the 
City of Lenden, and all other Counties; they then ſummoned all ſorts of well- 
iected perſons of London, Weſtminſter, Southwarke, and parts adjacent, to 
appeare at Merchant Taylers-Hall on thurſday the 27 of July, there to ſubſcribe ſor 
monies, ammunition, armes, horſe, &c.and to liſt their perſons. | 

The people appeared in great numbers, the Right Honorable the Lord Major, 
andmany worthy Aldermen and Gentlemen were there to countenance the work, 
which went on with great alacrity and cheerſulneſſe; Amidit theſe proceedings, 
the people were very deſirous that Sir Wiliew Waler might be appointed com- 
mander in chiefe. The peoples deſire therein was preſented to the Committee by 
Maſter Sheritfe Langham ; which was immediately taken into debate, and upon 
mature deliberation agreed upon to be preſented to the Honorable Houie of Coms 
mons for approbation , which ſucceeded according to the peoples earneſt deſire 
and expectation. Sir William Waller, upon motion of the Committee, being vo-

Hut ye know on the other part , upon the ſwearing and ſubſcribing of this 
venant by true Chriſtians and patriots, the oppoſite and maliznant party of papith, 
prelates, and others the ſonnes of de fection and contention their adherents, mil 
rage and tumultuate more then ever before. And therefore, unleſſe we will either 
berray our Religion, Liberties, and Lawes, and all that we and ours doe poſſeſe 
into their hands, and ſuffer our ſelves to be cut off and maſſacred by ſuch b'oudy 
and barbarous cruelty, as they have executed this time paſt in elan and Sul, 
there is a neeeſſity of taking of Armes for mutuall defence, in the cauſe of flelg 
on, of the Kings honour , of the liherty and peace of the kingdomes, and of every 
one of us in our orn private Eſtate and condition.

ded, nor reformed, nor hu of Religion with us, and other reformed Kirks be 
attained, who have in the cauſe of Religion, and the like exegence aſſiſted us, and 
ocher reformed Kirks ; to whom, of old and of late, we have made promiſes of the 
reall Declarations of all Chriſtian duty and thankſulneſſe; and who, upon our de- 
ices and their undeavours for unity in Religion, have often wa ned us, that the 
t party would hend all their invention and forces to interrupt the worke, 
and to ruine and deſtroy them in the undertaking of it vhich we ſee this day come 
topaſle.

God for- 
bid that we ſhould give them cauſe to laugh at our calamity , and mocke when our 
fearecommeth : and if they ſhall be given over into the hand of the enemy(which

our mediation and interceſſion — rejected by the one ſide upon hope of yi 
or ſuppoſe, by both ſides, upon confidence of their owne ſtrength, and ſeveral ia 
ceſſes, it be not our duty, it being in our power, to ſtop or prevent the etfulinny 
Chriſtian blood ? Or whether wee ought not to endeavour to reſcue our au 
King, His Crowne, and Poſterity out of the midſt of ſo many dangers, 100 
preſerve his people and kingdome from ruine and deſtruction ? If every pm 
man be bound in duty io interpoſe himſelfe as a reconciler and ſequeſtratorl, 
twixt his neighbours, armed to their mutuall deſiruction ; if the ſonne oui 
hazzard his one life for the preſervation of his father and brother at varia 
againſt another; Shall a Kingdom ſit (till, and tutfer their King, and neigtbem 
EKingdome to periſh in an unnacura!l warre? In the time of animoſity and 
tite of revenge, ſuch an interpoſing may be an irriration : But afterwards 
the eyes of the mind no more blood · xunne with paſſion doe diſcerne thingyari 
it ſhall be no griefe, nor offence of heart, but matter of thankſgiving to Ged, a; 
to the inſtruments which have kept from ſhedding of blood, and from revenge, 
The Covenant is now folemnely taken in England, and is countenanced they 
already from Heaven with marvellous ſucceſſe.

Ceſlſation of Armes, or a Treaty of Peace with 
the Rebels in Ireland. 


S it is evident to all the World, that this late horrid rebellion of the Papiſts in 
wd did, without any colour or pretext of provocation, profeſſedly and 
: ayme at the deſtruction of the Proteſtant Religion, the rejecting of the Lawes of 
Exg land, and the extirpation of the Brittiſh Inhabitants out of that Kingdom: 
So it is no lefle manifeſt, that this Parliament of England (co whom His Majeſty hath lefith 
mannaging of the Warre againſt thoſe Rebels) hath taken the troubles of Jreland, to bein 
with char reſentment and compaſſion, as may evidence their zeale to Religion, their loyety 
their diſtreſt Countrey-men, and brethren there, in theſe times, when the like Jeſuiticall pry. 
ices have caſt England into wofull diſtractions and unnaturall warre, notwithRandi 
which the reducing of Ireland hath (till been a chicfe part of the care of this Parliaments 
And God hath beene pleaſed to bleſſe our endeavours with ſuch ſucceſſe, as that thoſe furious 
blond-thirſty Papiſts have beene ſtopped in the carriere of their cruelty, ſome part of the 
Proteſtant blood which at firſt was ſpilt like Water upon the ground, hath beene rey 
their maſſacres, burnings, and famiſhings, have by a Divine recaliation beene repayd in 
their boſome ; And the Proteſtant party hath beene erected to that condition of ſtrength and 
hope, that their enemies are conſtrained, ( diſtrufting their Forces) to have recourſe tothei 
craft and policies; And therefore by their ſubtill Agents at Court, and their active Iuſin 
ments elſew here, have beene endeavouring now of a long time to make our Armies in I 
land diſaffected to the Parliament, what by occaſion of their wants not ſo readily ſupplyed 
as their need required, what by amuſing them with theſe unhappy differences fallen in her 
betweene King and people, labouring by that meanes to divide thoſe Forces into faftions 
to the end the maine Wotke they have in hand might be negleAed, which is the proſecuting 
the Warre againſt the Rebels. fo farre brought low in ſome parts of Iraland, that if they an 
be deprived of the benefic of this Harveſt, they are not likely to ſee the next Summer, And 
therefore the Rebels finding that notwithſtanding the diſtractions here occaſioning theſloy- 
neſſe and ſcarcentfle of ſupplies, yet they themſelves are in a farre worſe condition, being in 
want of moſt thinks neceſſary, not onely for the maintaining of a warre, but even of lik 
the jadgement of God being remarkable upon them in this, that as their bloody and te- 
cherous Religion made them inhumanely cruell in ſhedding the Proteſtants blood, ſo nov 
the famine amongſt many of them, hath made them unnaturally and Caniball-like eat ad 
feed one upon another: Therefore that they may have time to expect from their friend 
abroad new ſupplies both of Victuall and Ammunicion, and may without moleſtation 
reape the fruit of this Harveſt; they have laboured a Treaty for a Ceſſation, which Proj 
of theirs doth no leſſe ayme at the overthrow of the remainder of the Proteſtants in thi 
Kingdome, then their treacherous taking of Armes at firſt, did intend the deſtruction ofthen 
all; for their Ceſſation and Hoſtility, their War and Peace are alike to be eſteemed of, uid 
with thoſe that neither in peace nor war keepe any faith, it is beſt to be in perpetuall 
*ahce ; Therefore the Lords and Commons in Parliament aſſembled, according to their 
tinijed'care of that Kingdome of Ireland, doe in a ſpeciall manner take into their conſider» 
tion the condition thereof, upon this occaſion of an intended Ceſſation, and ſo much the i 
ther, becauſe it is feared that the Proteſtant forces through want of proviſions for their Av 
mies, may at laſt, if not relieved, be perſwaded to admit of this courſe, in hope thereby v 
procure Cie meanes for their ſubliſting ; as alſo becauſe there is too much ground to ſuſped, 
that if this Ceſſition ſhould be agreed unto, they might have opportunity to joyne with tt 
Popiſh patty here for their greater — : And though it were to have no influent 
upon this Kingdome, yer the evill Conſequences of it are ſo many and pernicious to Ila 
that this Parliament ſhould berray the cruſt repoſed in them, if they did not declare againl 
this Ceſſation, and uſe all meanes in time to make it prove abortive. And therefore they & 
tte that it may be obſerved and taken notice of. 
Firſt, from whence the counſell and deſigne of this Ceſſation ariſeth, even from the hon

Secondly, the Lords and Commons defire it may be obſerved, That during all theſe Paſ- 
ages zud Negotiations, the Houſes of Parliament were nevec acquainted by the State of 
lreland, with the Treaty of a Ceſſation, much leſſe was their Advice or Councell demanded, 
notwithſtanding that the care and managing of the War was devolved on them, both by

free from theterrour ofthe —4 Forces, were ſtill procuring not contemptible aide and re» 
liefe for the diſtreſſes of /reland. . | 
3. As the Lords and Commons have tea ſon to Declare againſt this Plot and deſigne of a 
Ceſſation of Armes, as being treated and carried on without theic advice, fo alſo becauſe of 
the great prejudice which will thereby redound to the Proteſtant Religion, and the encou- 
ragement and advancement which it will give co the practice of Popery, when theſe Rebel=

W Pun ns Commons aſſembled in Parliament, taking into cad 
deration the neceſſity of ſpeedp recruiting the Arm under the {nameviate co 
mand of the Loꝛd Generall, the Earle of Eſſex, have by an Ozdinance of the fro 
this inſtant February, 1643. Entftuled, An Ordinance for the preſent recruiting 
of the Army under the immediate command of the Earle of Eſſex, Lord Ge 


ncrall, Oꝛdained Chat the ſaid Army ſhall be fozthwith recruited, unto the number u 
ſeven tiovſand five hundzed foot, befides Officers, and thzee thouſand hozſe, beſides 
Dfficers ; and ſhall conſiſt of ſeven Regiments of foot, and ix Regiments of d 
with a ſuitable Train of Artillery:and to that end have 02vained that the ſumme of tum 
ty thouſand pounds be fozthwith pzovived out of the E xciſe, oz elſewhere, and pan bh 
the Treaſurer of War, toʒ the purpoſes afo2eſatd ; And do farther by the ſaid Dzdinann 
detlare that they intend ſuddenlp to ſettle a conſtant pay foz the ſaid , and that 
on the recruiting thereof, care ſhall be taken fo2 the regulating and retozming there 
In purſuance of which Dzdinance, the Lozds and Commons now aſſembled 
Parltament, taking the ſame into their ſerious conſideration, have ozvatned, and 
o2dained by the ſafd Lozds and Commons. That the ſatd Earle of Edex ſhall

- BigMeiby having by his Proclamation, upon occaſion of the Invaſion from Scorhond, 
and ocher weighty reaſons, Commanded Our attendance at Oxford upon the 22 of I 
kf, there toadviſe Him for the preſervacion of the Religion, Lawes, and ſafety of the 
and to reſtore it to-i*'ts former Peace and Security. Theſe Motives, with the 
aueſenſe ol Our Countries mileries, quickned Our duty to give ready obedience to thoſe 
Ha Royal Commands, hoping (by Gods bleſſing) to have betome happy Inflruments for 
ich good ends. And upon Our comming hither, We applyed Our ſelves with all dilti- 
io adviſe of ſuch meanes as might moſt probably ſettle the Peace of this Kingdome, 
— defired by His _— and Our ſelves; ) and becauſe We found many 
gratious offers of Treaty for Peace by His Majeſty, had rejected by the Lords and 
Commons remaining at Weſtminſter, We deemed it fit to write in Our owne Names, and 
thereby make triall, whether that might produce any better effect for accompliſhing Our 
defires and Our Countries happineſſe. And they having (under paine of death) prohibi- 
ul che addreſſe of any Letters or Meſſige to Weſtminſter, but by their Generall, and We 
' conceiving Him a Perſon who ( by reaſon of their truſt repoſed in Him) had a great in- 
fluence indo, and power over their proceedings, reſolved to recommend it to his Care, and 
wengage Him in that Pious Worke, wich Our earneſt defire to him to repreſent it to thoſe 
dat truſſed him, (to prevent all exceprions and delay; ) and thereupon the 27 of the ſame 
leney,dſpatched a Letter away under the hands of the Prince his Highnes, che Duke of 
Tete, and of 43 Dukes, Marqueſſcs, Earles, Viſcounts, atid Barons of the Houſe of Peeres, 
and 118. Members of che Houſe of Commom there preſent, (many otbets of us by reaſon 
ofdifiance of place, ſicknes, and imployments in his Majeſties Service, and for want of 
timely notice of the Proclamation of Summons not being then come hither 2 ) which Ler- 
ter Wecauſed to be incloſed in à Lener from the Earle of Forth the Kings Generall.

wanting to doe our utmoſt for the procuring thereof : But when wee cunſider 
the Expreſſions in that Letter of Your Mayetties, we have more fad and deſpaire- 
ing thoughts of attaining the ſame, then ever; becauſe thereby choſe perſons now

And what js be 
all; and without the power and capacity of a Parliament, they have declared another 
Kingdome, and the Parliament it ſelſe, guilty of high Treaſon, having Vored our Breth.

come in to aſſiſt us in maintenance of our Religion and juſt Priviledges ; and the tuo 
Houſes, whohave raiſed Forees for their owne juſt defence and the maintenance of thei 
Religion and Liberty, Traytors and Rebels.

ſtreſſe, which want cauſeth their miſerie to become more uncomfortable al 
keepes back the cure of their wounds and fickneſſe. It is therefore the dy 
Ordered by the Commons aſſembled in Parliament, that the Treaſurers fr 
aimed Souldiers, ſhall appoint three or foure ſuch meete perſons « they 
ſhall thinke fit, to goe from Pariſh to Pariſh within the Lyne of Cummuni, 
cation, Bills of Mortalitie, and the aſſociated ( ounties, who may earneſtly 
flirre up, and defire all well· affected people to contribute their old cloth, 
either Linnen or Woollen, towards the reliefe of the aforementioned por;

were the firſt Diſcoverers of that Countrep, and foz many years ſucceſsively 
maintained the Fiſhing there, which hath ben a great increaſe of many 
ea-men, and many Ships yoarly imployed, to the great benefit of this Kingdom:. 
Bat of late years have bien much pꝛejudiced, foz that great quantities of W 
Hul of ſtrangers Filhing are permitted to be Jmpozted into this Kingdom 
then it can ſpend ; by means whereof, the ſaid Petitioners, and others his Pa-

A Declaration of the Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parlia- 
ment, Concerning the Inhabitants of Wales, 


Hereas the Lords and Commons in Parliament aſſembled are informed, That 
V by the ſubtile and malicious practices of a Popiſh and Malignant party, op- 
te to Gods Cauſe and the proſperity of this Kingdom, it hath been inſinuated ang in- 
ed into ſundry of the Inhabitants of His Majeſties Dominions of Wzles, to diſaffect 
and poiſon them againſt the proceedings of the Parliament, That it was their intertion to 
ratifie our Brethren of Scotland for their aſſiſtance in theſe our extremities drawn up- 
on us by the ſaid Popiſh and Malignant party, with the Eſtates and Lands of the faid Inha- 
birants, which is ſo abſolutely falſe, that it never entred into their thoughts, and conſe. 
quently, needed no re futation: Vet that the Subjects of this Kingdom, inhabiting with- 
in the ſaid Dominion of Wales, may receive full and befitting ſatisfaction, and Ye and 
our Brethren of Scotland Vindication againſt ſo foul and ſo barbarous an Aſperſion, the 
ſaid Lords and Commons do teſtifie and declare to all perſons whatſoever to whom theſe 
ſhall come, That they do much abhor and deteſt an act of ſuck Injuſtice and Inbumanity, 
and that they are ſo far from doing any ſuch thing that if any of the ſaid Inhabitants u 
due ſenſe and ſorrow for any of their Crimes and Miſdemeanors commitred againſt the 
preſent Parliament, (hall ſubmit and apply themſclves by humble Perition to the Parlia- 
ment, and defire the favor of, and reconciliation to the ſame, the ſaid Lords and Com- 
mons will be thereupon ready to receive any, and all ſuch upon ſuch reaſonable terms as 
the wiſdom of the Parliament ſhall think in ſome meaſure proportionable to the qualities 
and degrees of their ſeveral offences, and thereupon yeeld them all ſuch ayd and affl- 
ſtance as they ſhall reaſonably deſire, and the Parliament be able to afford. Provided l- 
ways that this ſhall not extend to any that are excepted from pardon within the Propo- 
ſitions lately preſented to His Majeſty for a ſafe and well grounded Peace.

VVV. by a late Oꝛdinantce of Sequeſtrafion it is amongſt other things

ſeveral Wives and Childzen, ſo as the ſame exceed not the fifth part of the Lands 
oz Gods ſo Sequeſtred: And whereas by occaſion hereof, divers Wives and 
Childꝛen of Delinquents may reſozt hither, only to obtain the ſaid fifth part, and 
may be ready to do ill offices to the Parliament; the Leds and Commons, to pꝛe⸗ 
vent the ſaid miſcheif, and other of like nature, Do D2dain, That no Wife, 
Childe oz Childꝛen of any Delinquent, who ſhall come from their own Yahitati, 
on info the Parliament Auarters, with oz without their Fathers oz Husbands, 
from the Kings Quarters, ſhall have, hold and injoy any fifth part by the ſaid 
D2dinance ; And therefo2e they do D2vatn, that all ſuch Allowances hereafter to 
be wade to ſuch Wife 02 Childzen, ſhall be utterly void.

Au- 
jence in both Houſes of Parliament, with their offers of mediation, preſen- 
ed likewiſe a Paper Intituled, Ships Merchendizes and other Goods : of which 
de High and Mighty Lords, the States General of the United Provinces 
if the Netherlands, Demand by their Ambaſſadors the due Reſtitution and 

tofall es and intereſts, And in the begininng of Avesf follows 
ap, ſent to the Speakers of both the Houſes of Parliament, a ſecond Paper 
Demands) Intituled, Continuation: other Ships, Merchandizes and Goods, 
hereof the Ambaſſadors of the United Provinces Demand Reſtitution and 
ment of es; and inthe Cloſe of chat ſecond paper, made a Demand 
atheſe words following: 

That the Parliament would pleaſe to give Letters of Licenſe ar Paſþort ts Tho: 
(ave, aud Edward Man, dwelling at Amſterdam, to withdraw their Marc han- 
liz and Goods, which were then in the Town of Exeter, bought lung ſince by their 
tder and for theiv Accoum,and that they might lade them in a Ship and carry them 
texce : Aud that the like Licenſe and Liberty be granted to all the Subjetts and In- 
lbitants of the United Provinces (being defir al) for the future. 

Upon Receipe of theſe Demands, we did with all Reality and Readineſs 

a Select Committee of the Lords and Commons of boch Houſes, 
rich full power and Commiſſion to conſider thereof, and to Treat with your 
Lardſhips Ambaſſadors, touching the complaints of damages and matters 
— Hereupon, ſeveral conferences were by that Committee had with 
Your Ambaſſadors ; and after ſeveral debates, the Demands concernin 
Reſtitution of Ships and Damages, were found by their Lordſhips own di- 
indtion, to be of theſe two ſeveral natures ; either concerning the publike 
mereſt of your Stare , or the privare intereſt of particular perſons. 

Under the firſt head they Reduced only four Ships, The Vtrecht, Capt.

had aboard her divers Letters directed to the ueſs of Newcaſtle , 
vir Hugh Chelmley , and other perſons in Armes againſt the Parliament.

This Committee in 
further Teſtimony of their great deſire to maintain all good correſpondence with thoſe 
from whom they are ſent, and the good Amity between this Kingdom and thut Stat, 
are well content the ſaid Ship, with her Tackle and Furniture, be reſtored. 

The next three Ships in order, were the Thomas Bonadventure, with her la- 
ding of Coals; the golden Parat, with her lading of Coals; and the Paw, 
with her lading of Corn; of which Ships, with their lading, your Ambaſſa- 
dors demanded Reſtitution, for that they were taken by the Ships in the ſer- 
vice of the Parliament, within the Boys and Iuriſdiction of that State. 

The firſt of theſe Ships, the Thomas Bonadventure, upon proof; appeared 


ro be * Newcaſtle, taken by the Ships in our ſervice, as ſhe was co- 


ming with her lading of Coals from Nemcaſtle, then in the height of hoſtility 
and Rebellion: Theſe Coals, upon proof, appeared to have been laden by Sir 
Fohn Marley, the then Mayor of Newcaftle, to be fold, and the returnto be 
made him in Powder, Arms, and Ammunition : The Maſter, Tho: Sharper, 2 
known Incendiary, and very active againſt the Parliament; againſt whom, 
we had juſt cauſe to have proceeded upon a Charge of high Miſdemeanors,to 
have brought him ro exemplary condigne puniſhment, 

The ſecond of theſe three, the Golden Parat, upon proof, was found to have 
carried from Dwnkirk, Sadles, Match and Bandaliers for Newcafle, then in 
Rebellion, and returning with the proceed of the ſame in Coals, was taken 
and condemned for good prize, and ſold two moneths before this Demand. 

The laſt of theſe Ships (the Paul) was taken laden with Corn to be carried 
to Dublin, ſince the pretended Ceſſation there, and had a Paſs from the Earl 
of Ormond, one of the chief Rebels of that Kingdom; and therefore was 
taken and brought in as Prize, _ fince diſcharged. 

My Lords, We doubt not, but that the bare Repeating of the ſeveral caſes of 
theſe 3. Ships,dorh give full ſatisfaction to — Lordſhips in point of Judg- 
ment, that they, with their lading, were lawfully taken, & might as juſtly have 
been detained; and it did at firſt ſeem ſomthing ſtrange unto us, that your Am- 
baſſadors ſhould inteteſt themſel ves in the ſhips, goods and perſons of men in 
rebellion againſt the Parliament: but becauſe they affirmed, that thoſe 3. ſhips 
were taken in plates within the Boyes of that State, and repreſented the ſame 
as an infringement to the Liberties, and'Derogation to the Honor of that

LO are fully aſſured. 

Me therefore on the former ſenſe of our affairs, and ſeeing there was ſo 
natural and ſpeedy. a way forthe recciving of Juſtice, in the Admiralty 
Court, where the demands had received ſome proceedings, returned them 
our Anſwer, That we held it fir, that the parties Complainants ſhould have 
free liberty to proſecute their intereſts in the High Court of Admiralty of 
this Kingdom, for ſuch as had not been before that time ſentenced, ot by 
way of Appeal for ſuch as had been adjudged there; In which Courts we 
ſhould have taken care for Right to be done them with all expedition.

and Parliament, and from thence by all lawful means and ways to withdraw, 
tranſport, and carry away their goods and eſtates, which advantage not- 
withſtanding at the ſame time by that Declaration we denied to the beſt 
affected ſubjects of this Kingdom.

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A Copy of a Letter in Cypher. 
Honorable Sir, 


Tic are ſome paſſages which we omitted in our Letters to the Com- 
mittee, becauſe we judge it expedient to expreſs them in Cypher; the 
Rebels grew higher in their demands fince the Kings affairs have been in a 
declining condition, which with their abuſing the Kings and au- 
thority in the taking our Gariſons in Connagh, and turning the Engliſh out 
of ſome of them, hath ſo incenſed the Marqueſs of Ormond, that he defires 
but power and opportunity to break off all Treaty and fall upon them; and in 
order thereunto, we have had an Overture by one that came from him to us, 
for the Britiſh and Scots Forces to joyn with him againſt the Rebels upon 
theſe conditions.

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Lordſhips defires, commanded his Troop to march unto him to be at Slies 
on Thurſday night, Nevemb. 27. to joyn in ſome expedition by his Lord- 
ſhips Orders, againſt the Rebels in that Province. 

The greateſt part of his Troop with their Horſes, were then in the Iſland 
of Baaw, ſixteen miles Northward from Inistilin, who upon his notice did 
march away upon Munday, Nov. 24. together with almoſt all the Foot Sol- 
diers of Two Companies of his Regiment that quartered with their Cattel, 
and many of the Cows of Inistilin in that Iſland unto Baleſhenon , which 
was their place of Rendezvouz. 

The Cornet of that Troop, upon Tueſday Nevemb. 25. with about 
Twenty Horſmen , marched from Inistillin to the Weſtward of Log bern, 
with reſolution to lodge that night by the way, within fifteen miles of Slige; 
but a little Snow falling, altered their determination, and fo took their 
courſe to Balleſhanon without appointment, God in his high Providence for 
the high advancement of his own glory and our good, directing them thi- 
ther: where, aſſoon as they got their horſes ſhod, they were ſtill haſtning 
towards Sligo, whither ſundry of their Foot Companies aforeſaid on horſe- 
back rid before them, And a great part of the Troop were advanced as far 
25 Bundrows, where the Alarm overrook them, with Orders to return to re- 
fiſt the Enemy, to the number of four or Five hundred men of owin mac 
ries Army, under the conduct of ſeveral Captains, led by Rowry mac 
Gaire in chief, who upon Wedneſday morning, Novemb. 26. being pro- 
vided with Two of our own Boats by the Treachery of one.Bryan G Har. 
rand others of our boſome Snakes, protected Synons, had entred the 
ſaid Iſland of Baum at the South end of ir, and was burning, ſpoiling, prey- 
ing their goods; wherein they prevailed, even to the ſtripping naked of all 
our women, plundering and taking theirs and our then. abſent Soldiers 
Clothes, Victuals and Arms — 

That party of our Horſemen ſpeedily returning to Baleſharon, whence 
with the Corner, the reſt of the ſaid Troop, ſome of the Foot Soldiers on 
horſeback, and Caprain 7 Fallin, accompanied with as many horſemen 
2s he could make, haſtned towards the North end of that Iſland, which is 
diſtant from the Sourh-end thereof Three Engliſh Miles. But the E- 
nemy having driven the Prey of Cows, Horſes and Mares forth ar 
the South end, our Horſemen, with Captain Falliat, followed by Ter- 
un. Caſtle; whence they marched through very inacceſſible Woods and 
Boggs in the night to the Caſh ( diſtant fixteen miles from Balleſhanny ) 
being the firſt place that they could guide themſelves by the track of rhe 
Enemy and prey, which they till purſued with cheerfulneſs ro Zowrher- 
fern, where — them about One of the clock in the morning 
of Nov. 27. 1645. their Trumpet ſounding a Charge, they followed it home 
ſo reſolutely, that after a fierce Confliion, in a ſhort time, they routed the

oſterity after us may as Brethren live in Faith and Love, and the Lord may 
delight to dwell in the midſt of us. 

II. That we ſhalt in like maner, without reſpect of perſons, endeavor the 
extirpation of Popery, Prelacy (that is, Church- government by Archbi- 
ſhops, Biſhops, their Chancellors and Commiſſaries, Deans, Deans and 
Chapters, Archdeacons, and all other Eccleſiaſtical Officers depending on 
that Hicrarchy) Superſtition, Heteſie, Schiſm, Prophaneneſs, and wharſoever 
ſhall be found to be contrary to ſound Doctrine and the power of Godli- 
neſs , leſt we partake in other mens fins, and thereby be in danger to re- 
ceive of their plagues, and that the Lord may be one, and his Name one in 
the three Kingdoms. 

III. We ſhall with the ſame fincerity, reality and conſtancy, in our ſe- 
veral Vocations, endeavor with our Eſtates and Lives, mutually to preſerve 
the Rights and Priviledges of the Parliaments, and the Liberties of the King- 
doms, and to preſerve and defend the Kings Majeſtics Perſon and Autho- 
riry, in the preſervation and defence of the true Religion, and Liberties of 
the Kingdoms, that the World may bear Witneſs with our Conſciences of 
eur Loyalty, and that we have no thoughts or intentions to diminiſh His 
Majeſties juſt Power and Greatneſs, . 

IV.We ſhall with all faichfulnes endeavor the diſcovery of all ſuch as have 
been, or ſhall be Incendiaries, Malignants, or evil Inſtruments, by hindring 
the Reformation of Religion, dividing the King from His People, or one 
of the Kingdoms from another, or making any Faction or parties amongſt 
the people, contrary to this League and Covenant, that they may be brought 
to publike Tryal, and receive condign Puniſhment, as the degree of their 
Offences ſhall require or deſerve, or the Supreme Judicatories of both 
Kingdoms reſpectively, or others having power from them for that effect 
ſhall judge convenient. 

V. And whereas the Happineſs of a bleſſed Peace between theſe King- 
doms, denied in former times to our Progenitors, is by the good Providence 
of God granted unto us, and hath been lately concluded and ſetled by both 
Parliaments, we ſhall each one of us, according to our place and intereſt, 
endeayor that they may remain conjoyned in a firm Peace and Union to 
all Poſterity; And that Juſtice may be done upon the wilful 2 
poſers 
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poſers thereof, in maner expreſſed in the precedent Ax r ICS. 
VI. We ſhall alſo according to our places and callings in this common 
Cauſe of Religion, Liberty and Peace of the Kingdoms, aſſiſt and defend 
all thoſe that enter into this League and Covenant, in the maintaining and 
purſuing thereof, and fball not ſuffer our ſelves directly or indirectly, by 
whatſoever combination, perſwaſion or terror, to be divided and with 
drawn from this bleſſed Union and Conjunction, whether to make defection 
to the contrary part, or to give our ſelves to a deteſtable indifferency or neu- 
trality in this Cauſe, which ſo much concerneth the glory of God, the 
of the Kingdoms, and the Honor of the King; bur ſhall all the days 
of our lives zealouſſy and conſtantly continue therein, againſt all oppoſi- 
tion, and promote the ſame according to our power, againſt all Lets and Im- 
pediments whatſoever; and what we are not able our ſelves to ſuppreſs or 
overcome , we ſhall reveal and make known , that it may be timely pre. 
vented or removed; All which we ſhall do as in the fight of God. 


And becauſe theſe Kiugdoms are guilty of many ſins and provocation 
againſt God and bis Son 1 5 Chriſt , as is too maniſeſt by our preſent 
diſtreſſes and dangers the fruits thereof , We profeſs and declare before 
God and the World, our unſeigned deſire to be bumbled for our own fins, and 
for the ſins of theſe Kingdoms, eFpecially that we harve not as we ought 
valued the ineſtimable benefit of the Goſpel ; that we harve not labored for 
the purity and power thereof; and that we barve not endeavored to receive 
Chriſt in our hearts, nor to walk worthy of him in our lives, which are the 
cauſes of our ſins and tranſgreſsions, ſo much abounding amongſt us; And 
our true and unfeigned purpoſe, deſire and endearvor for our ſel ves, aud all 
others under our power and charge, both in publike and in private, in all du- 
ties we owe to God and man, to amend our lives, and each one to go befare 
another in the example of a real Reformation, that the Lord may turn away 
his Wrath and head Indignation, and eſtabliſh theſe ( burches and King- 
doms in Truth and Peace. And this Covenant we make in the preſence 
of Almighty God, the ſearcher of all bearts, with a true intention to per- 
form the ſame, as we ſhall anſwer at that great Day, when the ſecrets of 
all hearts 2 be diſcloſed, Moſt humbly beſeeching the Lord to ſtrengthen 
us by his holy Spirit for this end, and to bleſs our deſires and proceedings 


with ſuch ſucceſs as may be delirverance and ſafety to his people, and in- 
conragement to other ( Priſtian Churches, groaning under, or in danger of 
the yoke of Antichriſtian Tyranny, to joyn in the ſame, or like Aſſociation 
and Covenant, to the glory of God, the inlargement of the Kingdom of Je- 
ſus Chriſt, and the Peace and Tranquility of Chriſtian Kingdoms and

made thereof, ro diſcover by further Examination what we have nor oppor- 
tunity to do here; but yet may be worthy of your knowledge: For it appears 
by ſome of the Letters, that he hath much intruſted by the Earl of Glamor- 
gu to him, to give a verbal Accompt of: I have given Captain Aoulton who 
is upon the Iriſh Seas, advertiſement of the Enemies intentions. To ſay no

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more, you will perceive by the Date of the Earl of Glamorgans Letters, That 
he hath the Honour, Truſt and Liberty of a very good and Loyal Subject.

Ol, In my laſt, which was but pony by the Poſt, I gave you an ac- 
count of the Agreement made for the delivery up of Mount - Edgecomb, 
and the disbanding of the Regiments raiſed in thoſe parts, and of the com- 
ing of Mr. Coriton and divers other Gentlemen of quality, which is every 
day more apparent then other, by their hourly ſending to the General to be 
received into the protection of the Parliament, vrhich is now in ſome mea- 
ſure made known to the Countrey, who had this day a meeting upon Bod- 
wan Downs: It was but yeſterday they had notice, and one Hundred of 
the four had not the notice come to them, yet about eight hundred or nine 
hundred appeared; And now for the occaſion the meeting was deſired, 
which was for this purpoſe, to let them know the Army was come to pro- 
tect them, not to ruine tbem; That the Soldiers horſe and foot had charge 
to defray their Quarters; That if any Soldier offered violence unto them, 
upon complaint it ſnould be redreſſed; That the Gentlemen ot the Country, 
naming ſuch and ſuch perſons, were come in to the Parliament, which 
did very much incourage the commonalty to be the more forward to harken 
to what might be for the ſervice of the publique, and defence of their own 
County: And that which wrought the impreſſion deepeſt upon their hearts, 
was Mr. Perers his publiſhing to them the packets taken in the Iriſh Veſſel, 
which I mentioned unto you in the laſt Letter, which he not only ſhewed 
unto them, but read the ſame, and permitted ſuch of them as deſired it to 
read them, and told them they ſhould have Copies of Glamor gans Articles, 
and his other Letters, if they deſired them, which abundantly gave them 
ſarisfaion ; and that which put it out of doubt was, That the ſhipand 
packets were ſeized on, and taken by the affiſtance of the Inhabitants at Pad- 
fow within their own County but the day before: And indeed it was a very 
ſeaſonable and remarkable accident as could have hapned for the Uniting of 
this County to the Parliament, for the very thoughts of Iriſh and French 
are hateful unto them: Thoſe Letters that were moſt conſiderable miſcar- 
ried in the water; which was the Earl of Glamorgans to the Prince, Sit 
Edward Hide, and to another, which Capt. Allen, an 1riſh Papiſt and 
Merchant of Waterford confeſſeth he had from the hands of the Earl of 
Glamorganto deliver as aforeſaid : Upon his Examination he ſaid further, 
That the three hundred Jriſb defired for the Princes Lifegard were ** 

thus 
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thus diſpoſed, an hundred to be put into the Mount, an hundred to Rexdenys, 
and the other hundred to be a gard to the Prince: The General hath ſent poſt 
to Capt: Monlton Admiral of the Triſh Coaſts, to give him notice in what 
forwardneſs the Iriſb were to be tranſported, That they may keep our ſhips ar 
Sea for prevention: The Trumpet that went with the Summons to the 
Lord Hopten it not yet returned. To morrow early the whole Army horſe 
and foot advances towards Truro : All paſſes, By-lanes and Fords being 
for the moſt part barricadoed or blockt up; ſo that if the Enemy ſhould flip 
by (whioh we no ways fear) their marches will be ſo ſſow, That their Rear 
will be ingaged before they get half through the paſſage. Before this come 
to your hands, without peradventure the buſineſs will be very near decided 
by a Treaty or retreat into the Sea : There came ſeven or eight of the Princes 
ſervants this day for paſſes ro go home, much lamenting the ſudden cary- 
ing the Prince on ſhipboard when they dreamed not if it: At Fey we took 
thirteen pieces of Ordnance mounted, beſides Arms and Powder; the firſt 
night the Town ſtood upon their guard, bur the next morning repented of 
their folly, and without diſpute admitted our forces to come in: Be pleaſed 
' to haſten down Moneys to the Army, and Match and Powder with all ſpeed 
to Lime: Neither of theſe will admit of delay: And haften recruits that 
they may meet us when we face about.

My dear Chancellor, 
1 Seize with much joy this occaſion that flatters me with the hopes of con- 

veying ſafe unto you, and by you unto the reſt of my Friends there an 
Accompt of my Adventures, fince you heard from me; theſe incloſed pa- 
pers will give you a very particular relation of all matters of Fact, I make 
no queſtion but my unſucceſsfulneſs in that imployment will give occafion 
to my Enemies to accuſe me of a great diſ-ſervice to the King, in havin 
been the loſſe of ſo many of his Horſe, not in the conduct of them for? 
apprehend not malice it ſelf in thar point) bur in purting them upon ſo de- 
ſperate a Deſign. This point I defire you to cleer, by letting all with whom 
you ſhall finde the Objection, know, That although I was of opinion, that 
the King himſelf ought to have ventured, when he was atWelbeck, the 
paſſage into Scotland, in caſe there had been a certainty of my Lord of 
Montroſſes being on this fide Forth, yer when that was once diverted . 
upon both my Intelligence and advice, I had afterwards the leaſt ſhare of 
any man in the Councel of adventuring any part of the Kings Horſe upon 
ſo hopeleſſe a Peſign as that of Scotland was, while we were doubtfal of my 
Lord of Home condition; but the Northern Horſe being diſguſted 
with Gerrard, refuſed abſolutely ro march back Southward to Mribecł, and 
ſo rather then they ſhould disband, it was thought fit to try whether they 
would be ingaged to adventure to Montref, who in all his Lerters had ſeemed 
much to reſent the negle& of him, in nor ſending him a ſupply of Horſe, 
aſluring, That with the help but of 1000. he could carry through his work: 
The Propofition being made to Sir Marmaduke Langdele, he at firſt point- 
blanck refuſed it, as an undertaking which had by Gerrard and all the reſt 
been declared deſperate, even with all the Kings Horſe, but upon ſecond 
thoughts, finding that all his Horſe would disband if they were drawn 
Southward, he and all the Northern Gentlemen came to the King, and told 
Him, That if he would lay His Commands upon me to take the charge and 
to go along with them, they would adventure it, otherwiſe not: where- 
upon, I having declared my obedience to whatſoever the King ſhould iu 
poſe upon me, His Majeſty commanded me poſitively to that charge, uſin 
beſides His pleaſure, this Argument to me, That if I ſuccee ed init 
ſhould reap much Honor; If nor, I could incur no prejudice by failing in 
that which was at firſt given for deſperate: and ſo at half an hours warning, 
having (I proteſt to God) not dreamt of the matter before, I matcht off 
from the Rendezvouz, with an Addition onely to the Northren Horſe, of 
ſuch as would voluntarily chufe to go with me, which proved to be a mat- 
ter of Three Hundred, with which I made that progreſs, which you will 
finde related in the incloſed Papers: But here I am ſure you will wonder,

Ou will receive by this diſpatch a particular accompt from my Lord 

Lieutenant of the ſtare of the Treaty here, and of thoſe Conditions upon 
which he was hopeful ſuddenly to have concluded ſuch a Peace as would 
have afforded His Majeſty powerful and timely ayds from this Kingdom, 
had not the unfortunate madneſs (for I can give it no other name) of m 
Lord of Glamorgan, and the neceſſary proceeding thereupon , caſt all 
things back into a poſture, as uncertain and more dangerous then ever ; you 
will receive from my Lord Lieutenant and the Councel here, a punctual 
relation of the matter of Fact, and it is referred ro me to convey unto you, 
and by you to His Majeſty, the Circumſtances and Reaſons of the whole 
proceeding againſt his Lordſhip. 

About ten dayes fince , matters of the Treaty growing near to a conclu- 
fion; and in confidence thereof preparations being made by my Lord of 
Glamorgan, and the Iriſh (as they aſſured us) for the ſpeedy ſending over of 
three thouſand men for the relief of Cheſter, which were to be made up ten 
thouſand before the beginning of March. It was thought neceſſary that we 
ſhould confer with the ſaid Earl of Glamorgan and ſome of the Iriſh Com- 
miſſioners, to the end that before my Lord Lieutenants final conſent to the 
Articles of the. Treaty, the buſineſs of the Kings ſupply might be reduced 
from diſcourſe to a certainty, and directed in the moſt advantagious way 
for his ſervice; to which end (we little ſuſpecting then what was ſince 
diſcovered) the ſaid Earl of Glamorgan and ſome of the Iriſh Commiſſio- 
ners then at Kilkenny were earneſtly invited hither both by my Lord Lieu- 
renant and my ſelf, 

Upon Monday laſt, the day before the ſaid Earl of Glamorgan was expect- 
ed in Town, my Lord Lieutenant received out of the North from an 
honeſt and well affected perſon, the copy which is ſent you of my Lord of 
Glamergans Articles and Oath with the Confederate Catholiques, aſſured 
to have been found in the titulary Archbiſhop of Tuams pocket, killed in 
october laſt at Sligo. Ar firſt the thing appeared ſo impoſſible , as that we 
were apt to think it a Forgery and plot againſt the King of the Parliamentary 
Rebels, till conſidering the circumſtances, formalities and punctualities 
thereof, we grew to apprehend ſomewhat more in the matter, and ſoon 
after a ſecond and third copy of the ſame coming to other perſons, all with 
Letters to the effect of this incloſed, it was then thought high time to 
take the buſineſſe into moſt ſerious conſideration; which being done 
by my Lord Lieutenant and my ſelf, aſſiſted by ſome of the wilel and 
beſt affected perſons here, wee ſoon concluded, That if theſe things 
were once publiſhed, and that they could be believed to be done by His 
Majeſties Authority, they could have no leſſe fatal an effect then to make 
all men ſo believing, conelude all the former Scandals caſt upon His Ma- 
jeſty of the inciting this Iriſh Rebellion true, That he was a Papiſt, and 
deſigned to introduce Popery even by wayes the moſt unkingly and per- 
ſidious; And conſequently, that there would be a general revolt from him 
of all good Proteſtants, with whom this opinion could take place. 

Now when we conſidered the circumſtances convincing the truth of this 
Tranſaction on my Lord of Glamorgans part, and how impoſſible almoſt it 
was for any man to be ſo mad, as to enter into ſuch an Agreement without 
powers from His Majeſty, and there being ſome kinde of a formal Authori- 
ty vouched in the Articles themſelves, we did alſo conclude, Thar probad!y 

the 
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the greareſt part of the World, who had na othet knowledge of His Majeſty 
then by out ward appearances, would believe this true, and da according to 
cha belief, unleſs His Majeſty were ſuddenly. and eminently vindicated by 
thoſe who might juſtly pretend to know him beſt. Upon this ground it 
was alſd concluded by us, That leſſe ehen an Arreſt of the Earl of Glamorgan 
pon ſuſpicion of High-Treaſon could not bea Vindication of His Majeſty 
eminent or loud enough; and that this part could not properly nor eſfectually 
be performed by any other parſon then my ſelf, both in regard of my Place 
and Truſts neer His Majeſty, That the buſineſs of Ireland had paſs'd for the 
moſt part through my hands, That I atrended His Majeſty about the time 
of thè date of His Majeſties pretended Commiſſion, That ſince that time I 
had by His Majeſties command written to the Iriſh Commiſſioners a Letter, 
whereof I ſend you a Copy ſo Diamitrally oppoſite to the ſaid Earls Tranſ- 
actions; And laſtly, in regard that my Lord Lieutenant, to whom other- 
wiſe His Majeſties Vindication in this kinde might properly have belonged, 
was generally thoughe to be unworthily conſened and abuſed in the matter, 
in caſe there were any ſuch ſerret Authority given by His Majeſty to the 
Earl of Glamorgan. g | | 
This being our unanimous judgement af what was fit to be done, and by 
whom, the onely Queſtion then remaining, was to the point of Time, in 
which we were alſo of opinion, That if it were deferr'd ill the buſineſs 
wing publique other ways, ſhould begin to work its wiſchief, His Maje- 
ies Vindication would loſe much of ies force, and be thought rather ap- 
yed to the notarieting then to the impiety of the thing, and rather to the 
pernitious effects then to the deteſtable cauſe it ſelf: Notwithſtanding I 
muſt confefſe unto you, that che canfideration of fruſtrating the ſupplies ot 
three thouſand men, which were ſo confidently affirmed to be in redineſs far . 
the relief of Cheſter, in caſe the candition of that place could not bear the de- 
ly which this might occaſion,wrought in us a very great ſuſpenſion of judg. 
ment, Whether che proceeding againſt my Lord of Glamorgan ſhould not 
be forborn till that ſo neceſſary ſupply were ſent away; but the caſe being 
more ſtrictly examined, We found, firſt, chat by the Lo. of Glamorgans Oath, 
the Forces were not to be hazarded till His Majeſties performance of the 
ſaid Earls Conditions: And ffecondly, that the ſaid ſupply was never in- 
tended by my Lord of Glamorgan and the Iriſh, till the Articles of Peace 
were conſented to, which che Lord Lieutenant durſt in no wiſe do without 
apreceding Vindication of the Kings Honor, fince this Tranſaction of my 
Lord of Glamorgans was known unto him, and known to be known unto him 
by thoſe who wanted neither Art nor Malice to make uſe of it; ſo that the 
neceſſary forbearance to conclude the Treaty, fruſtrating as much the relief 
of Cheſter , as the ſudden and vigorous proceeding againſt my Lord of 
Glewrgay could do, our Reſolutions did in the end determine upon 
that courſe, when at the inſtant to remove all Objections, Information was 
brought us, That the thing was already publique throughout the Town, and 
began to work ſuch dangerous effects, as in truth I do not believe that my 
Lord Lieutenant, or any of the Kings faithful Servants could have been 
many hours ſafe in the delay of this His Majeſties and their Vindication, 
which hath now been ſo reaſonably applyed, as that it hath wrought here 
not onely a general ſatis faction in all moderate men; bur even ſuch a con- 
verſion in many leſſe well inclined, That whereas before a Peace with the 
Iriſh, even upon thoſe unavoidable Conditions, upon which my Lord 
Lieutenant muſt needs within few days have concluded, it would hardly 
have been publiſhed in this place * =Y much danger; mens mindes 
are 
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are ſo ſecured aud ſertled by this proceeding, as chat I believe the 
now would be embraced upon choſe, — perhaps upon harder — 
without much mutiny or repining. This being ſo, our chief remaining 
fear is, leſt what hath been done againſt my Lord of Glemerg ſhould ſo 
far incenſe the Iriſh,” as to dtiverhem to ſudden extremes; Things here on 
His Majeſties part being in ſo illa condition to enter again upon a War unto 
this danger, the beſt preventives we could think of are applied, This in- 
cloſed Letter written to my Lord of Mwkerry by my Lord Lieutenant: 
Apt perſons imployed to Kilkenny, to acquaint them with the reaſons and 
neceſſities of this proceeding; And laſtly; the Articles of Peace ſent unto 
them with my Lord Lieutenants aſſent, in the very terms propoſed, and 
acquieſt in by themſelves in the laſt reſults of this long Treaty; which in 
all probability will have one of theſe two effects, either to make them con- 
clude a Peace (notwithſtanding this intervening accident) whereby Cheſter 
may be ſpeedily relieved,and His Majeſty further ſupplied this ſpring, or make 
it break 3 foully on their fide, as to divide from them the moſt cenfidera- 
ble of their party. Whatever the event be, my Lord Lieutenant and] ſhall 
comfort our ſelves with this ſatis faction, That we have done what belong'd 
ro men of Honor, faithful ro their King, and to their Religion, and as wi ely 
as ours and our friends beſt underſtandings could direct us, leaving the reſt 
to God Almighty, whom we beſeech (to direct) His Majeſty to that courſe 
herein on His part, which may be correſpondent to our faithful endeavors,and 
that he will bleſs them with as good effects upon the mindes of all honeſt 
men, toward His Majeſties Vindication in that Kingdom, as I make no 
doubt but what we have done will have in this, when ſeconded and purſued 
by thoſe further directions from His Majeſty, which I am ſure His own 
Wiſdom and Princely Indignation to finde His Honor, Conſcience and

ters here, compared with that of the Iriſh, contrary to it almoſt in every 

reſpect, may ſeem unlikely 2 any conditions offered hitherto, to further 
ſuch a Peace as muſt diſpoſſeſs them of great advantages gotten by the War, 
and ſuch a Peace as thwarts the Ambition and covetous deſires of all thoſe 
of the long Robe, whether they be their Clergy or Laity, and the ſway 
and Authority of their Nobility, the unlimited Liberty of the People. The 
Popes intereſt, conſiſting in being Head, not of a Militant, but triumphant 
Church, and (ir may be) the ſecret negotiations, which they have, and do 
ſtil entertain with Foraign Princes. It is true, the duty that Subjects owe 
to their Prince ſhould out- ballance all ſuch conſiderations; But I doubt that 
duty is taught at Rome, with as many limitations, as at Edenburgh, or in 
Weſtminſter it ſelf ; And as forthoſe Reflections, that ſhould be made upon 
the future, they are not for every capacity, but for underſtanding men onely, 
and ſuch may (for ought appears to me to the contrary) ſee as fair and promi- 
fing hopes for themſelves in our imbroylements at home, as we can ſee for 
our advantage in their refuſal and obſtinacy; To which I may adde this fur- 
ther conſideration, how they will be able to ſuppreſs Inchiquin, aſſiſted and 
ſupported from England, and maintain their own too againſt the Scots, if 
they ſhall once have parted with 10000. of their beſt men, and with ſo many 
Arms, ſince it is plain that ſithence the Ceſſation, they have made no great 
progreſs againſt either of the two, with their entire ſtrength: for as for any 
aſiſtance they can expect from my Lord Lieutenant it is inconfiderable,* 
and theſe Garriſons muſt not be drained for fear of Inſurrections within, 
where we finde much wavering, and ſuch a hatred even in the Souldiers 
themſelves againſt the Confederates, that I can promiſe my ſelf but little good 
from their Conjuntion. Thus your Honour may ſee what probability my 
Lord Lieutenant, though never ſo good a Gameſter , hath of the Game in 
hand between the danger of War, and the difficulty of procuring an uſeful 
and Honourable Peace for His Majeſty by this Treaty. The proceedings

Marriage, unleſs ĩt were able to giye the King ſuch ſuccors as might probably

therefore I was ordered ro 4 bim, chat if the other Articles were ac- 
corded, the Treaty ſhould not break off upon the ſum of the Portion: From 
thence we came off of the other particulars, and the reſolution was this, that 
che affairs of the Duke of Lerrain was to be purſued with all vigor, and for 
that end ſhips ſhould be ſent. from hence to meet at the time prefixt, xhat 
when the Ambaſſadors are returned, all endeavors ſhall be uſed to induce 
the ſtates to a League defenſive and offenſive, and that Mr. D'Bfrade ſhall 
return home fully inſtructed in theſe particulars, that is, to remonſtrate the

And for them, befides wlut I am inſtructed to do already with the Prince 
of Oraage, it will be very neteffary to write to Sir . Boſw#l, that upon 
the coming of the Holland Ambaſſudors from England, he according to his 
Office be inſtant with the States, to perſorm the duties of their former Al- 
liances with the King; and that he make ſuch other Propoſitions to them as he 
ſhall judge fit: Bur when the Prince of Orange ſhall finde matters ſucceed 
well, it will be neceſſary that your Lordſnip in the quality of an Ambaſſador 
appear here, to make a firm and quick concluſſon. 

In the mean time, it is the opmion of the Prince of Oraage, that the bu- 
ſineſs of Shipping is without queſtion the ſole thing which ought to be in- 
tended by the Queen, and may probably reſtore the Kings Affairs again, 
though the Duke of Lorrai/ns Voyage, and the Prince of Oranges Endeavors 
ſhould fail. When I wrote from Rotterdum, I was not clearly ſatisfied in the 
advantages on the Kings patt, and ſince that the ſickneſs of Dorp (who is now 
perfectly recovered again, and fixedly diſpoſed as he was) kept me from rhe 
particular purſuit of chat Argument, wherein your Lordfhip had juſt cauſe 
to be little encouraged with what I wrote betbre; if it be poſſible to provide 

it will prove an excellent Deſign, for the whole execution is to be 
diſpoſed of by the King as ubſolutely us it they were Engliſh Ships, and the

So that in all reſpects, this is to be eſteemed His Majeſties Royal execution; 
but that the Commanders and Maſters are ſtrangers, and Ships hired. And, 
it is here pronounced by all that have knowledge of their Majeſties Affairs, 
and thou hes and endeavors for their reſtitution, that this is ſo neceſſary 
to be done, that without it all other good ſucceſſes will but ſerve to protract 
the War,and not at ali to procute Peace; for till Landm be humbled, the Re- 
bel can never be tedut d to reafon;bur I know arguments in this Rinde are not 
ſo needfaul as prayers, th God would ſend ſome means to ptovide the _

and examine the particulars, and to reſolve what ought to be done: The 
States of Holland do not abſolutely refuſe ro have any ſuch Committee, but 
require the whole Narration to be made in publike : If ſo, it is like to vaniſh 
imo air, and the Prince of orange will be able to effect nothing for the 
King: However, the Ambaſſador Borrel, whoſe ſoul is ſer upon ſerving the 
King, is reſolved to attempt ſomthing which ſhall be very high and bold 
with the States: to that end, in the diſcourſe he will make Inſtructions; x 
ſhall be able to ſend the Copy thereof, not only ro your Lordſhip, but to 
all the world. Ir is nor ble any creature can be more induſtrious then 
Hemfliet is now. Before Vis time I believe your Lordſhip hath received Let- 
ters from the Queen, the Honor of a Baron for his Son by the Lady Stanhap, 
Charls Henry de Kirkeouz that he be created Lord Wotten, and called by that

\VAVES Her Majeſty ſhall be well enough to ſpeak of buſineſs, I hope 
your Lordſhip will finde means to inſtruct me more particularly 
concerning the private Treaty by the return from England, which I do moſt 
humbly beſeech Her Majeſty to do, for now is the time if ever to operate 
ſtrongly upon this Countrey, not only becauſe the Prince of orange is 
taking the field, where the things uſeful to us cannot be effected: Bur for 
that the Ambaſſadors do ſo plentifully declare the Juſtice of the Kings cauſe, 
and neceſſity of the States concernment in it, That if the Prince of Orange 
loſe this opportunity for want of words, or will, there is no reaſon to be- 
ſtow more time upon any expectations from hence; And I aſſure you, that 
ſince your two laſt Diſpatches, there is a new vigor towards the Kings 
affairs, both in the Prince of Orange and Princeſs, which I could never di- 
ſcern before, ſhe not diſſembling that till now, it did not clearly appear, 
Whether the Propoſition of the Marriage were real or not.

have any Propoſition to make, I ſhould bring it to her: This was che ſum 
af yeſterdays diſcourſe ; yet after all this I muſt net concea], That the 
Ambaſſadors complain that the Prince of Orange is much colder then they 
expected, as Mr. Hemflet ſays (if he be a good Author.) This is all f 
have to ſay of our condition here this week, which indeed is nothing poſi- 
tive, but that very ſhortly it will appear what is co be expected from hence, 
and that the Prince of orange and Princeſs do now (as it feems to me) apply 
themſelves very ſeriouſly to that end.

An Extract of Dr. Goffs Letter to the Lord lermin. May . 


Have diſcovered this laſt week, a thing which hath perhaps given me all 
the impediments I have met with, and is without doubt the cauſe of that 
ſudden and poſitive demand, which H#gh made me from the Prince of 
orange; it is the oyerture of the match with Brandenburg, revived and pur- 
ſued now theſe laſt four weeks by an Expreſs from the Marqueſs returned 
laſt Wedneſday in all haſte, with Order to bring the Marqueſs of Bran- 
denburg to Cleve or thereabouts, by the end of this Moneth of May; for 
which purpoſe , he ſaid he would ride day and night, This is that you may 
be aſſured of, The party himſelf having diſcovered the whole buſineſs of 
Monſieur Hemflet , who with much paſſion for the Kings intereſt told me 
what he had found; and afterwards as it was concerred between us, made 
the ſame relation to the Princeſſe of orange, and ſaid , that he had it from 
me ; ſhe was extremely amazed (as he 455 how I could get knowledge 
thereof; but in concluſion confeſſed the thing. How far the buſineſs hath 
. , appears not yet, but by what the Prince of orange diſcovered 
ſt night with me: Tam confident that nothing is done to the prejudice 
of the Prince of Wales pretentions, nor ſhall be, if our demands can be 
performed by them with caſe, I ſay with eaſe, for I cannot promiſe any 
violence and hazard of tuine to effect it; notwithſtanding all this , 
I doc hope upon particular InftruQions , to give a better account of the 
buſineſs ; however it ſhall cleerly appear, that there was perfect integrity 
on 
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on Her Majeſties part, and that the fruſtration did wholly owe it ſelf to them, 
not ſo much far Want of defirgi(br-rthavivnor to be Aubert of) but that 
they did not endeavor to effect thoſe things which were moſt reaſonable for 
the King to demand, and perhaps not impoſſible for ehem to do, in the opi- 
nion of all that ſnall came hereatzar to examine what hath paſſed, The Prince 
of Orange with many teſtimonies af his great defire af the Honour of it, 
fell roſpeak of the Garter , and in ſum, prefeſſeth how glorious an addiri- 
on it will be to him and his ſon; and if it may be ſont the begining of this 
Campagn; that his ſon who hach the honour to be allied to the King, will 
think himſelf as long as he lives, mach Hanoured in wearing that Order, 
after the maner that it is worn in England; wherein he was very particular in 
deſcribing the ſeveral marks uſed , and gave me an account of his own 
election to that Order, which was managed with ſo much inſalency by the 
Ambaſſadour Carluan, that it is eaſe to collect, that was the cauſe of his 
not wearing it at firſt , and becauſe net ar firſt, never ſince; he added like- 
wiſe, That Hemy the fourth wore it always; he adviſeth, that a Letter 
ſhould be written from the King aſter the uſual maner under the Signet to the 
States, wherein His Majeſty may be pleaſed c cxpreffe the Honour he harh 
done his Son in law: Such a Letter was written concerning Prince Maurice 
and himſelf ; and is to be kept by the States. This aughe to be preſented 
by Sir Will : Boſwel, if no Ambaſſador be here. And after that, either an 
Herald with the Robes, and the Order, ſhould be ſent with Sir . Boſwe! 
inco the field, where ic may be done with more triumph (as he ſays) or in 
ſending to Sir Will. Boſwel, an excuſe may be mage for deferring the For- 
malities, and the Order worn preſently. I told the Prince, that 1 hoped 
after the return of the Dutch Ambaſſaders, our Affairs here would be in ſo 
good a condition, that it would be neceffary forthe Lord Farms to appear 

re as Ambaſfador, not only to preſent that, but ta conclude all other 
Affairs, which he faid he hoped , and that now in ſhort time we ſhould ſee 
what — to be expected from hence; with which, after many kinde promiſes 
he ended. 

Since my writing this Letter, I have been with the Princeſs of orange, 
where I finde ſuch froideurs and objections (now, that the portion is like to 
be accorded) againſt the whole bufineſs, publique and private; That I 
believe, what I writ hath taken place, and our bulineſs at an end.

1 Wrote to you yeſterday by Colonel Fitz. Williams, I conceive you will 
finde cauſe to take the buſineſs that concerned him into conſideration; l 
have ſent you now a Copy of Dr. Goffs Diſpatch out of Holland, by which 
you will ſce the ſtate of that buſineſs reduced to this only hope, Thar the 
return of the Ambaſſadors out of England may not only give Prince Orange 
a diſpoſition to ſer on foot that which before he was not confident enough of 
his own ſtrength to attempt, but alſo afford him ſome hopes of effecting it, of 
this we ſhall ſee a ſudden iſſue; the other advantages we expect from t ence, 
as the Ships from the Duke of Lorrain. Supplies of money by the Mariage 
are in an eſtate not much to be telied on; forthe buſineſs of the Duke, 1 
much fear will away; the money of the Mariage will not be conſiderable 
enough to conclude it; for that reaſon it may be we may ſingle that advan- 
tage from the reſt, even without the conſideration of the Mariage: So that 
we have no more to do, but to attend the iſſue of the hopes of the Declara- 
tion, and according to that, proceed or let fall the whole buſineſs, and look 
after ---- as a thing to be managed according to the means we ſhall finde here, 
to go through with it. We ſhall know next week what to depend upon for 
the Duke of Zorrain, which 11 we ſhall preſume our pretentions here 
for moneys in place of that which that expedition would have coſt them 
here: The Clergy aſſembles next week, with whom we ſhall ſer on foot 
the liberty the French Queen Regent hath given us to try their Inclinations 
for the ſupport of the Affairs of England. Traidunk is gone from Dunkirk 
three weeks ſince with four Frigots, 6040. Muskets, 2000. pair of Piſtols, 
1200. Carabines, Swords, 400. Shovels, 27000. pounds of Match, and 
50000, pounds of Brimſtone. I hope he is arrived before now: His Arms 
were all embarked before Allen arrived there; ſo that I cannot aſſure youthar 
Allen will be provided with that proportion which I ſent you word would be 
ſent to Marqueſs Montroß. The Queen hath ſent 400. Barrels of Powder 
to Dartmouth; ſhe hath adviſe of the arrival of 200. and hopes the other 
will ſpeedily arrive: She could not get the Merchants to undertake the car- 
riage of them, without ingaging her ſelf for them, in caſe they were not 
paid in England: The Queen hath now received, as I wrote before, the 
Kings Order for ſhipping for the Tin from time to time; whereupon laſt 
week ſhe gave Order for 4000. pounds Sterlin to be ſent to Faſmouth, for 
that proportion which ſhe was advertiſed by Sir Nicholas Criſp would be 
ready there at the end of <May, and hath demanded a Ship of the Prince of 
Orange for that purpoſe : She had adviſed laſt week, that the Ship is accorded 
ſo, that it is undoubtedly upon the way. The Kings Order concerning the Tin 
was but during pleaſure, therefore, pray have a care there be no change, 
without giving the Queen timely adviſe of it. Her Majeſty having been 
ſerved by Sir Nicholas Criſp at her coming out of England with affection and 
diligence, is deſirous to make him ſome return; and therefore intreats you 
to aſſiſt him in his Affairs, as he ſhall preſent them to you particularly, for 
the Tranſportation of ſome. Wools : the proceed of which he undeitikes 
to return in Ammunition. Heisalſoa ſuirorto the Queen for her Recom- 
mendation to the King, to be a Collector of the Cuſtomes in the Weſt, 
in which he had formerly a promiſe z Pray adviſe me in your next, how 
far the Queen may reaſonably enterpoſe in that particular. For the Pro- 
poſition concerning the Duke of Yorks going into Ireland, the Queen bids 
me tell you, That ſhe cannot yet, for any reaſon ſhe can diſcern, Wr

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of it. The buſineſs of Her Majeſties Jewels is ſo prefing upon Her, that 
unleſs in the future ſhe be as fortunate as;ſhe hath been hitherto, ſhe will un⸗ 
dergo great trouble and inconvenience: That you. may perceivg this, I 
ſend you a ſhort Note of the parcels engaged in Holland, for which there 
muſt be Uſe duly paid every ſix Moneths, or the Jewels muſt be loſt : - For 
theſe Sums for whichthey are pawned for, is very inferior ro their value. For 
this reaſon it is moſt neceſſary ro continue the Tin in the Queens hands. leaſt 
ſhe ſhould fail of thoſe othet means, that hitherto ſhe hath had for the diſ- 
charge of thele Inſtructions; if otherwiſe. ſhe findes means to do it, then 
all the profits of the Tin will be duly accounted for to the King. Juſt now 
your Bauer of April the 11. and the Kings of the 10. are come, to which 
yon can have no Anſwer this week; they always come to us not under a Mo- 
neths time, whereas I perceive you receive ours in a Fortnight. Pray rectiſie 
this if you can. |

N I received you of the ſeventeenth of April by the Portugal 
Ambaſſador, by which you may pleaſe to obſerve, That all your Let- 
ters by that way are ſtill a Moneth at leaſt a coming; it will be good to en- 

ire where the ſtop is made; at the ſame time I received the Kings of the 
Thirtieth of April by Sabran, and I mark that by him they come till 
quicker :- By both, and by all other concutring, I ſee that our Affairs in 
England, if they had received any competent aſſiſtance from abroad, would 
have been in an excellent condition; that which I. moſt lament, is the 
Queens inability in the relief of Marqueſs <Homtref, for which I conceive 
ſhe-had provided by ordering ms to furniſh him out of the propor- 
tions he had provided for EAgland. The proportions deſigned. for him, I 
have mentioned in my former Letters, but Haſdouck would not obey the 
Queens directions, but carried all he had provided into England, ſo that the 
Queen remaining without credit, or other means to do that work, it remains 
now imperfect until ſhe be furniſhed with one or the other: Somthing ſhe 
hath fince attempted, bur it is not to be relyed on this May, that no poſſible 
things within her power ſhall be omitted for this purpoſe, for ſhe conceives 
the importance of it even beyond that which you have repreſented. Our 
H : News from Scotland, which we have often, do no leſs then yours 
confirm the neceſſity and moment of this conſideration. I ſend you 
herewichall what I had laſt week from Doctor Goff, by which you will per- 
ceive there is ſince the return of the Ambaſſador, ſome new hopes of 
prevailing with the States for the Declaration againſt the Rebels, which 
is a thing of ſogreart concernment , that we muſt make it our endeavor not 
to fruſtrate the hopes of it by a ſudden breaking off the Treaty, and to de- 
fend our ſelves againſt the prejudices we ſuſtain by the expectation of the 
Succeſs, for that cannot be aſſyred enough, to relye on it for great preſent 
Utilities; and me thinks it we re a hard thing, being thus awaked in the con- 
| fideration, to provide againſt both the inconveniences. The Duke of Ler- 
rain hath again this laſt week made ſo many new Proteſtations of his In- 
temions, that the moſt poſitive Commands that could be to Sir Hen. de 
vie. have not prevailed with him to break off the Treaty, but his Troops 
now March, though himſelf do not remain at Brwxels, ſo that it will be 


impoſſible for any Art to prolong the buſineſs beyond four or five days, — 
there 
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there is no hopes to be alowed to ĩt. The buſineſſes here to be done, which 
ſhall be carefully attended, are, That of Hylaud, thi form I have pro- 
poſed in this Letter, the ſupp! of — * Montre with Arms amd Am. 
munition; the Weſt withthe fame for the Princes new Levies, aud ſor the 
upply of the Kings and Prince Army, and the reef of G&nſ&' Ca- 
He, forthe Prince of Wales hig Army, Nil. 'Godelphin is very folicicous, 
whar he will be able to eſſect, i923 doubtful as the Queens expectatiba in all 
the other particulars; Money . alſo in her choughts and pre- 
tentions; and now the Clergy is aſſembled, upon which many of our 
hopes have depended, the wilt with all the inſtance and care that may be 
have that way attempted. We are ar this time ſtrangely ſolicitous for you; 
for there ſeems to be a gatheritg togrther on both fides near Oxford, like to 
produce fome notable encounter; which cannot well be followed but with 
reat event; God make them proſperous, and enable us here to contri- 
ure ſomething more hereunto then our Prayers.

Here J ſend you a 
Copy of thoſe Articles preſented to the Princeſs of orange and Mr, Barti 
a fortnight ſince, out of them the Ambaſſadors have this laſt week given in 
a Paper of their own, believing it impoſſible to procure the acceptance of 
them all at one time. The Prince of Orange, with more warmth and chear- 
fulneſs then ever before, told me upon my return from Rorrerdam, that he 
did not doubt but a good beginning would be made for my purpoſe; He 
had given Sir Wit Beſwel his task, to propoſe the liberty of their Havens and 
hiving of Ships, and the Ambaſſadors theirs, to urge the neceſſity of granting 
of Letters of R-prifat to the many complaints received in England from ther 
own people 0 and then he added, Believe me, by this m_— they ſhall bein- 
aged imfenfible in a War, Croyes moy, par ce muy en ils ſeront engages in ſen. 
7 dans une guerre; Both theſe things have been done, — = 
baſſadors (as you may fee by this ineloſed memorial which Reywſwoed gave 
me) have thought firto inſiſt upon the whole buſineſs, pretending out of 
their tecredentials, that His Majeſty requires anſwer to thele particulars. It has 
been thought a more probable way of operating upon this jealous people, to 
permit the Propoſition to proceed the ordinary way, which is by fending 
Copies of them to their principals in the ſeveral Provinces and Towns, 
then to make a Cloſe Commitee for the Engliſh Affairs, but this will prove 
a very flow remedy for our Evils, for the anſwers muſt be had from the 
ſeveral places, and a new Afﬀembly of the States (who ſeperare this Whitſon- 
tide) before any cone luſton can be made; this is all that could be affected, 


though they were awakened by a very ſeaſonable intelligence, that 2 
Houles 
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Houſes of Parliament at Weſtminſter intended to ſend not onely a Remon- 
ſtrance againſt the two Amaſſadors, but alſo ſeveral Envoyes to cheir reſpe- 
ctive Provinces to Treat with them apart, thereby intending to divide the 
Provincial States from the General, and to foment the quarrel which hath 
been already begun amongſt them in that point; for remedy of this, the 
Prince of orange told me they had reſolved two things; Firſt that Letters 
ſhould be diſpatched to the particular Provinces to declare the danger of 
admitting any ſuch Agents, and then an order to Foachim at London, to de- 
clare that all ſuch Envoyes ſhould be rejected; and for their Remonſtrance, 
«jrisathing much longed for wane Ambaſſadors, who are prepared to 
j * in that kinde with liberal intereſt. But it falls out very ill, that 
whiſeſ theſe things are in agitation here, Sabran hach written hither, not 
concealing his great diſlike of the matter, that France hath laid afide their 
intentions about Reprizals, and are contented with the empty promiſes of 
the Houſes that reparation ſhall be made, which by theſe Ambaſſadors are 
preſenred to the States as things to be deſpiſed, foraſmuch as they have been 
told plainly, that it was not in their power to perform them, and were ad- 
viſed by the Lords themſelves, to take from them of London and others of 
their Aſſociation five times as much as they demanded, by which their pi- 
ous protecting government hath diſcovered how much — conſider any 
particular mans ſafety and intereſt that lives amongſt them, it is uncertain 
what were the beſt remedy for this, for if your Lordfhip ſhould complain 
of this before that Reprizal were granted here, perhaps in ſtead of finding 
amendment in France, ſome means might be uſed under-hand to divert theſe 
here from good intentions; if there were not fear of this, it would be of 
advantage to the proceedings here: if Sabray were commanded pre- 
ntly to demand performance of the promiſes, or elſe after a fit time to re- 
ſume their purpoſe of Reprizals, this buſineſs alone, if it be obtained, will 
ſer ſhips to Sea againſt the Rebels before this Summer be ended, as the 
Ambaſſadors ſay; but the Princeſs of orange told me that ſhe feared France 
would deccive us, and the Ambaſſadors imputed all the timerouſneſs of the 
Prince of orange to private diſcouragements the Prince of Orange receives 
from France, and do therefore councel , that the Queen ſhould now endea- 
vour to get ſomething done by the Queen Regent, and Cardinal Maerin 
at this time, which might give aſſurance to the States here of their future 
concurrence with them; as for example, The publique and certain rejection 
of Augier, the granting Letters of Reprizal, or ſome more immediate pro- 
miſe o joyning with them there, they have not, for at the ſame time that 
out of your Letters I declare to the Prince of orange what hopes the Queen 
hath in that kinde, he tells me, the Letters that he received from Paris are 
very ſilent in the büſineſs; your Lordſhip will by this perceive in what ſtate 
our affairs are, and will by the next I hope give me order how to diſpoſe 
of my ſelf , for after I have fully informed my felf of the ſtare of her 
Majeſties debrs here, and have ſettled the buſineſs of this preſent Time, 
and ſeen the ſhip under ſail fully inſtructed for England, I cannot imagine 
what I can doin this place, ſeperate from the Prince of Orange, for what- 
ſoever is to be purſued here, will be as cordially done by the Ambaſſador 
and Mus, Sir William Boſwel attending them, as can be defired.

the firſt viſit was capable of, that is, the faireſt promiſes in general that can be 
wiſhed , if he may be relyed on, there are — hopes of money there, but 
ou know he is of 2 Sanguine Family, and himſelf yet the Melancholieſt of 
it; he hath viſited ſome other of the petty Princes of 7taly , but they are 
a frugal Generation: Talbot is coming from Venice without any effect of 
his Voyage: A man the Queen ſent four Moneths ago into Scorlaud to 
the Marques of <Momtroff, this day arrived; it grieves me Haſdeuck did 
not obey the Queens Order for his Supply , bur now again that ſhall 
bee _y attempted, I hope with better Succeſſe, yet his arrival 
in the Weſt hath been very opportune for the deſigns of the Prince of Wales 
there, which I obſerve to you as a ſervice ſolely ofthe Queens, for nothing 
but her commands could prevail with him to undertake this ſupply, there- 
fore pray give him what help you can to get his money; pray commend my 
ſervice to Prince Rupert, and make my excuſe I write not unto him; by ſome- 
thing I hear, I hope y ou two are good friends, which I much rejoyce at, and 
conjure you to do all you can to the continuance of it if it be ſo, and to 
the making of it ſo if it be otherwiſe, I reſt yours.

compt of his health, and of che ſtare of his affairs, Her reſolution of ſendin 
Cockeram into Denmarł, is without doubt very opportune; For upon the 
concluſion of the Peace with the Swedes cannot but be in condition to help 
us, and if as it ſhall be in the firſt place demanded, he could be prevailed 
with, to give us ſuch an Army as might land in any place where the King 
hath no Forces, without fearing who they meet, their deſcent at Scarborough 
or Burlington would give a new turn to all; But this is a felicity I dare not 
hope. That which with more aſſurance I look upon, which in the ſecond 
place ſhall be ſolicited, would be of infinite uſe, That is, a ſmal number 
of men, ſome Money, Arms and Ammunition, and all to go to Scotland to 
Marques Atontroß: But the men in that caſe muſt ſome of them be horſe- 
men, five hundred atleaſt, and theſe horſe to paſs with them: This I con- 
ceive would enable Marqueſs <Meontrof to make his Victories profitable 
as well as miraculous: But in the mean eſtate he is, for want of Horſe (for 
of that he complains in his Letter to me) and of Arms and Ammunition, 
his advantages have brought almoſt none to the King his affairs, for he ad- 
vances not into the good parts of Scetland, nor is ſo conſiderable to the 
Army in England, as that they have forborn for fear of him to leave their 
Countrey expoſed to him: I cannor ſend you by this bearer ſo great a vo- 
lume as Cockerams Inſtructions would be, but you ſhall have them by the 
next; He ſhall have order to offer the Iflands that Poeley had order to offer to 
the King of Denmark, The Winter growing on makes me not apprehend 
chat all our loſſes can bring us ſo ſoon to an end as this Summer, and the ill 
weather will reprieve us until either this or ſome other help be found out. 
The Queen is therefore now more induſtrious then ever, and hath found

Sir Xene/m Digby writes hopefully of 
upplys of Money from Reme , but concludes norhing, the Iriſh crondling 
all, our ſolas, until che Peace be made with them, I fear all Catholique help 
will be drawn that way : Upon this purpoſe I muſt tell you wich what 
amazement the delays of the Peace in Trelandis conſidered here, and you 
leave us ſo ignorant of the condition of the Treaty, that we know not 
what to ſay of it. Pray by the return of this bearer, or the fiiſt likely 
paſſage, ſend me the ſtate of it, their demand, the King of England his offers, 
and what you know of the difficulties; If yet it be not concluded, it is not 
like that ever it will be, by thoſe that manage it now: And therefore it ſeems 
to me for ſatisfaction of thoſe that ſo much preſs it, of the Iriſh, and to 
ſatisfie this State, who are much of that opinion, and to ſecure our hopes at 
Rome, and laſtly to put that buſineſs into a poſſibility of being concluded, 
that the Propoſition long ſince made to the King, of having the Treaty made 
here by the Queen and Queen Regent, were not unfitly reſumed.

E ſerves Her health, notwithſtanding that tr of minde which our miſ- 
fortunes muſt needs have given Her, and that in ſtead of deſpairing, Her 
Majeſty and you do rather improve your diligence to _ us ayds; God 
ſend that your hopes may ſucceed, for my part, I think there is more pro- 
bability in that of Deumart for Man, now the Peace is concluded with the 
Swedes, and for Money from Rome, then any other way; the buſineſs of Ire- 
laud hath hung long in ſuſpence, although the King hath long fince given 
my Lord of Ormond power to conclude Peace there, upon the very utmoſt 
conceſſion that can poſſibly be yielded unto, without cauſing a revolt, not 
only of all his party here, but alſo ſuch a one of his Army, and all His 
Proteſtant Subjects there, as would make it impoſſible for the Iriſh to afford 
us any ayds, they would have ſo much to do within themſelves againſt 
thoſe that would not ſubmit to Peace upon ſuch terms; che truth of it is, 
the Iriſh have proceeded hitherto, as if they had no intention, having 
not been contented with the offers of more then their Agents did profeſs to 
expect, and inſiſted upon thoſe demands, the granting of which they could 
not but ſee would be abſolutely deſtructive to His Majeſty, that is, thegrant- 
ing unto them the Proteſtant Churches in fuch Pariſhes where the number 
of the Catholiques was greater, that is in effect all through Ireland. And 
whereas you write, that perhaps my Lord of Ormond is not the fir perſon

t the matter of money be labored in, for without ſome competent ſtock 
of that againſt the next Spring, it will be impoſſible for us ever to have a 
reſource again. My former Letters will have acquainted you with our pro- 
 fince our retreat from Wales, and the reaſons of it, and I make no 
doubt but you will be ſatisfied, that the Kings buſineſs hath been as well 
conducted in that retreat from Wales and ſince, as the deſperateneſs of our 
condition could admit of, and that in fine, we are likely to have gained the 
only thing we could hope for, Which was to preſerve His Majeſties perſon 
ſafe, till the ſeaſon of the year ſhould ſecure him in any of His principal 
Gariſons from the danger of a Siege; Tis true, I could have wiſht that 
the Rebels had given us ſome leiſure, either in the North or at Huntington, 
where we have done them ſome miſchief, and gained ſome reputation, and 
not obliged us to go to Od yet this fortnight, but preſſing us as they have 
done, and do, it is not to beavoided, but I hope it is not poſſible, that 
thay can any ways endanget Oxford before the Winter relieve ir, You write 
to me to tell you freely our condition without flattering you or my ſelt, 
ou will finde in my Letters of late, eſpecially by Porter, that I have not 
—— guilty of that fault, nor ſhall I now, but the freedom which I ſhall at 
this time uſe in ſtating to you the greateſt myſtery of our misfortunes, I de- 
fire may be received by you as the breathings out of my ſoul unto my deareſt 
friend hy way of prediction. It is moſt true, that as deſperate as our con- 
dition ſeems, I have no apprehenſion, but that having got thus far in the 
year, we ſhall be ſafe till the next from any further great miſchiefs, and 
that probably by helps from DR NMNMAAK and Inz rand, and mo- 
neys from you, our Quarters being well managed for the preſervation 
and Recruit of our remaining Forces, we may poſſibly have a freſh 
and hopeful reſource, the next Spring; Theſe hopes I am confident the 
condition of our buſineſs it ſelf will bear, would the humors of our 
own party bear the patience z But alas, my Lord, we muſt not expect 
' IX — is ſuch an Univerſal wearineſs of the War, deſpair of a 
poſſibility for the King to recover, and ſo much of private Intereſts 
grown from theſe upon every body, that I proteſt to God, I do not 
know, four perſons living, beſides my ſelf and you, that have not 
already given clear Demonſtrations, that they will purchaſe their 
own and (as they flatter themſelves ) the Kingdoms quiet at any 
price, to the King, to the Church, to the faithfulleſt of His party; 
and to deal freely with you, I do not think it will be in the Kings 
power to hinder himſelf from being forced to accept ſuch Conditions 
as. the Rebels will give Him: and that the next News you will 
hear, after we have been one Moneth at Ox roxy, will be, that 
I and thoſe few others, who may be thought by our Councels 
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to fortiſie the King in firmneſs to His principles, ſhall be forced or turn from 
Him; and you will finde the prime Inſtruments to impoſe the neceſſiry upon 
the King, of ſubmicting to what they and moſt of the Kings party at Ox- 
ford hall think fir. Truly I have great confidence in the Kings vertue and 
ſteddineſs, and I am much improved in it by this encloſed Letter which he 
wrote in His great diſtreſs in Wales, upon occaſion of declaring unto him 
there was nothing left for him to do but to ſeek conditions ; I proteſt to God 
I knew nothing cither of the Letter or the occaſion till a good while: after 
it was ſent, but having then gained a fight of it, I got leave to communicate 
a Copy of it only co the Queen and to yourſelf. My dear Lord, I fall 
adde no more at this time, but only to conjure you, firſt to believe that 
if I have any Truth or Honor in me, I have not the leaſt unfriendly choughy 
in the world towards any mentioned or pointed at in this Letter, more then 
purely in relation to the Kings Service; and in the next place, that though! 
ſtand ſingle againſt all the World, I ſhall not vary a tittle from thoſe founda. 
tions of Juſtice and Right to the Honor and Intereſt of my gtacious Maſter 
and Miſtris, which I have profeſſed my ſelf built upon, and that I will 
in ſpight of the World carry to my Grave the Honor of a Servant en- 
tirely faithful and unbyaſed, and of being worthy that happy relation to you 
of your beſt Friend, and fairhfulleſt Friend.

V Hereas by Oꝛdinance of Parliament bearing Date the fifteenth day of 
Feb2uary 1644. intituled, An Oꝛdinance of the Lozds and Commons 
aſſembled in Parliament, fo2 raiſing and maintaining of Foꝛces foz the defence 
of the Kingdom under the command of Sir Tho: Fairfax Knight, It is Oꝛzdained 
that there ſhall be ſeveral ſums of Poney taxed, leavied and paid foz the main- 
tenance of the ſaid Army and charges incident thereunto, by a Ponethly Afe@ 
ment, To continue foz Ten moneths from the firſt day of Febzuary, 1644. until 
the firft-vay of December then next following, 1645. upon the City of London, 
and the ſeveral Countiesof Middleſex, Eflex, Suffolk, Norfolk, and the City of Nor- 
wich, Lincoln, Hartford, and upon the Iſle of Ely, the County of Cambridge, Hunting-

A Declaration of the Commons of England aſſembled in Parlia- 
ment, of their true Intentions concerning the Ancient and 
Fundamental Government of the Kingdom, The Govern- 
ment of the Church, The preſent Peace; Securing 
the people againſt all Arbitrary Government, and 
maintaining a right underſtanding between 
the Two Kingdoms of England and 
Scotland, according to the Cove- 
nant and Treaties. 


VV. the Commons in Parliament aſſembled, well remembring that in the begin. 
| Ring of this War, divers Proteſtations, Declarations and Suggeſtions were 
ſpred abroad by the King, and thoſe that did adhere unto him, whereby our ſincere In. 
tentions for the publique good were miſrepreſented, and the mindes of many poſſeſſed 
with a belief, That our Reſolutions and proceedings were grounded upon peedleſs fears 
and jealouſies, and that there was no neceſſary and juſt cauſe of the preſetit War; the 
untruth and deceitfulnefs whereof, by the good hand of God miraculouſly diſcovering 
the ſecrets of our Enemies, diſpofing and blefling our Affairs, time and experience have 
ſince fully manifeſted, to the undeceiving of thoſe that were ſeduced thereby ; which 
miſtakes of the people by this artifice and cunning of the Enemy, for ſometime much 
blemiſhed the Juſtice of this Cauſe, and not onely prolonged the War, but haz irded the 
ſacceſs thereof: And if the Enemy — means had prevailed, how dangerous the 
Conſequences would have been is molt apparent. * 

And now obſerving, that when it hath pleaſed God foto bleſs our endeavors, and 
the Actions of our Forces and Armies; as that the Enemy is in deſpair to accompliſh his 
deſigns by War; and we are brought into good hopes of attaining and enjoying that 
which with ſo much expence of blood and treaſurc we have contended for ; There are 
— ſame ſpirirs ſtirring, and humors working as in the beginning, though under 

r diſguiſes, and upon other grounds, putting falſe conſtruQigns- as well upon 1 
ath 
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hath already paſſed the Houſes, & upon the things under preſent debate, and miſrepreſent. 
ing our dorm inthe uſe we defire to make of this great ſucceſs which Cod hath 
given us, and the happy opportunity to ſettle Peace and Truth in the three Kingdoms, not 
ceaſing, as well in Print as otherwiſe, to beget a belief that we now deſire to exceed or 
ſwerve from our.firſt Ayms and Principles in the undertaking this War, and torecede 
from the Solemn League and Covenant, and Treaties between the two Kingdoms . and 
that we would prolong theſe uncomfortable troubles and bleeding diſtraQions, in order 
to alter the Fundamental Conſtitution and Frame of this Kingdom, to leave all Govern. 
ment in the Church looſe and unſetled, and our ſelves to exerciſe the ſame Arbitrary po- 
wer over the pcrſons and eſtates of the Subjects, which this rom Parliament hath 
thought fit to aboliſh, by taking away the Star-(bamber, High Commiſſion, and other 
eArbitrary Curtis, and the Exerbitant- Power of the Conncel I. able. 

All which being ſerioully conſidered by us, although our Actions and Proceedings 
from time to time, ſince the ning of this Parliament, and particularly in the man- 
aging this great Cauſe, ate the beſt Demonſtrations of our fincertiy and faithfulneſs to 
the Publique; yet foreſceing, chat if credit be given to ſuch dangerous inſinuations and 
falſe ſurmiſes, the ſame will not onely continue the preſent calamities, and involve us 
into new and unexpected imbroilments ; but likewiſe, inevitably endanger the happ 
iſſue and ſucceſs of our endeavors, which by Gods bleſſing we may otherwiſe 
hope for. 

We do Declare, That our true and real Intentions are, and our Endeavors (hall be 
to ſetle Religion in the Purity thereof, according to the Covenant, to maintain the ancient 
and Fundamental Government of this Kingdom, to preſerve the Rights and Liberties of 
the Subject, to lay hold on the fuſt — of procuring a ſaſe and well grounded 
Peace in the three Kingdoms, and to a good underſtanding between the two King- 
doms of England and Scotlend, according to 22 expreſſed in the Solemn 
League and Covenant and Treaties ; Which we deſire may be inviolably obſerved on 
both parts. 

And, leaſt theſe generals ſhould not give a ſufficient ſatisfaction, we have thought fit, 
to the end men may be no longer abuſed into a misbelief of our Intentions, or a miſ- 
underſtanding of our Actions, to make this further enlargement upon the par- 
ticulars: 

And firſt concerning Charch-Government, we having ſo fully declared for a Presby- 
terial Government, having — ſo much time, taken ſo much pains for the ſettling of it, 
paſſed moſt of the particulars brought to us from the Aſſembly of Divines (called onely to 
Adviſe of ſuch things as ſhall be required of them by both or either of the Houſes of 
Parliament) without any material alteration, ſaving in the poim of Commiſſioners ; And 
having publiſhed ſeveral Ordinances for — the ſame in execution, becauſe we cin- 
not conſent to the of an Arbitra unlimited Power and juriſdiction, to 
near Ten thouſand Judicatories to be ed within this Kingdom, and this demanded 
in ſuch a way as is not conſiſtent with the Fundamental Laws and Government of the 
ſame, and by neceſſary conſequence excluding the Power of: the Parliament of Cg 
in the exerciſe of that Juriſdition, and whereof we have received no fatisfaRtion in 

int of Conſcience or Prudence; Nor have we yet reſolved how a due regard may be 

ad, that tender Conſciences, which differ not in any Fundamentals of Religon, 

—— Provided for , as may ſtand with the VVord of God, and the Peace of 
the Kingdom. 

It muſt therefore ſeem very range to us, if any ſober and modeſt men ſhould enter- 
tain a thought, that we ſhould ſettle no Government in the Church, when our unwil- 
lingneſs to ſubje& our ſelves and the people of this Land to this vaſt Power, hath been a 
great cauſe that the Government hath not been long ſince eſtabliſhed : And we deſire it 
may be obſerved, that we have had the more reaſon, by no means to part with this 
Power ont of the hands of the Civil Magiltrate, fince the experience of all Ages will 
manifeſt, That the Reformation and purity of Religion, and the Preſervation and Pro- 
teſtation of the people of God in this Kingdom, hath, under God, been by the Parlia- 
ments and their exerciſe of this Power: And our full Reſolutions ſtill are, fincerely, 
really and conſtantly, through the grace of God, to endeavor the Reformation of Re- 
ligon in the Kingdoms of Exglavdand Ireland, in Doctrine, Worſhip, Diſcipline and Go- 
vernment , according to the Ward of God, and the Example of the beſt Reformed Churches, 
and according to our Covenant. 3 5 

VVhence it may appezr to all men, That thoſe Rumors and Aſperſions whereby —

Lords and (Commons, that we have onely defired; that with the conſent of the King 
ſuch powers may be ſettled in the two. Houſes, without which we can have no aſſurance, 
but that the like or greater miſchiefs then theſe which God hath hitherto delivered us 
from; may break out again, and engage us in a ſecond and more deſtruRtive VVor. 

VVhereby it plainly appears, our intentions are not te change the ancient frame of 
Government within this Kingdom, but to obtain the end of the Primitive Inſtitution of 
all Governnient, The ſafety and weg of. the People; not Judging it wiſe or fafe, after 
ſo bitter experience of the bloody conſequences 2 pretended Polver of the Militia in 
the King, to leave any colorable Authority in the ſame for the future attempts of intro- 
ducing an Arbitrary Government over this Nation, and 2 Ene- 
mies of our Religion and Liberties, by force from the Juſtice of Parliament, the firſt 
and-chiefeſt grounds of the Parlia ments taking up Arms in this Cauſe.

their many preſſing occaſions ; It having pleaſed God to reduce our Affairs into 4 more

There being alſo Forces in Scetland againſt that Parliament and Kingdom by Your Maje- 
ties Commiſion : The War in Ireland ſomented and prolonged by Your Majeſty, where» 
—— yo Ki are brought neer to utter ruine and deſtruction: We conceive, 

wt until ſati and ſecurity be firſt given to both Your Kingdoms, Your Maje- 
ſties coming hither cannot be convenient, nor by us aſſented unto.
